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Local 800 agrees 
on 2-year contract 


Local 800, representing Newton’s 
Public Works Department employees, 
Saturday voted overwhelmingly to accept 
a wage increase of 8.06 per cent the first 
year and 10 per cent the second year of a 
two-year contract. 

Workers had returned to work the 
previous Wednesday after a two-day 
walkout under penalty of contempt of 
court proceeding or fines, when the city 
obtained a temporary restraining order. 

Strikes by county, state and municipal 
employees are illegal. 


After the settlement, Louis Rufo, 
president of local 800, said, "I feel the men 
are not completely satisfied — they 
wanted a one-year contract.” 

In addition to the wage increase, 
workers will receive another $50 per year 
in longevity pay. Hospital and medical 
insurance will be converted to ‘‘master 
medical,” the cost of which the city will 
pay 75 ;>er cent the first year and 80 per 
cent the second year. 

The contract, which took effect July 1, 
was being prepared for signature last 
week, according to negotiator I*on Kowal. 


Negotiations for all other city unions, 
exclusive of the teachers’ union, are 
proceeding, he said. 

Historically, the other unions in the 
city have accepted increase negotiated by 
i/ocal 800, although their contracts are not 
necessarily dependent on Local 800’s 
contract. 

Mayor Theodore Mann estimated that 
the increase for Local 800 alone will add 
$3.50 to $4 to the tax rate, with the overall 
increase ‘‘within the $14 to $20 range." The 
current tax rate is $134.60 per thousand 
dollars assessed value.

Board unanimous on 
Highlands area 


The Newton Highlands ‘‘neighborhood 
service area” was approved after some 
grumbling by some aldermen, by a 23-0 
vote of the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night. 

The new sub-unit of city government, 
the first in the city, was created under the 
city charter to give citizens a greater 
participatory role in matters affecting 
their communities. 

In other action, the Board laid to rest 
the controversy surrounding

Newton attorney Thomas B. Con¬ 
cannon Jr. has announced his c ndidacy 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
office of Middlesex County district at¬ 
torney. 

Concannon, a Newton alderman, has 
long been concerned with the lack of 
confidence in government and he feels that 
the current district attorney ‘‘has done 
nothing to improve the public’s confidence 
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parliamentary proceedings leading up to a 
vote last month granting permissive use to 
McMullin’s gas station on Boylston Street, 
Newton Highlands. The permissive use 
now stands. 

In another ruling on procedure, Board 
President Eliot Cohen again ruled that the 
hiring of former Recreation Department 
head John Penney was not a matter for 
Board approval. 

New Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran, who took office July 1, 
and the Recreation Commission, Cohen 
said, may hire Penney on a contractual 
basis as long as the money exists in the 
budget. However, if the money is not 
available for salary and must be tran¬ 
sferred from another account, the 
department will have to seek Board ap¬ 
proval of a transfer of funds. 

Hallorsn said on Tuesday that Pen- 
ney’s new position, assistant recreation 
commissioner, will be discussed at next 
Monday’s commission meeting. ‘‘No 
decision has been reached to my 
knowledge. There are many avenues being 
considered,” Halloran said. 

In a long, drawn-out presentation of 
the Land Use Committee report, in which 
nearly ah items had been put on “second 
call” (meaning that debate was expected), 
the Board denied a petition to allow a 
nursery school at 44 Davis Ave., West 
Newton; denied a petition to build 10 at¬ 
tached totmhouses on Florence Street; 
approved the use of a house at 866 Beacon 
St. by the Newton-Wellesley-Weston Multi- 
Service Center for an adolescent coun¬ 
seling center and medical clinic; extended 
the permissive use of Freeport, Inc., an 
alternative home for teenagers at 371 
Commonwealth Ave.; and granted the 
permission for Cramer Electronics to 
build a parking lot in the flood plain zone at 
Wells Avenue (Newton-at-128). 

A proposed new ordinance designed to 
improve control of drinking in public 
places was chartered <action postponed) 
by Aid. Terry Morris after Aid. Alan 
Barkin questioned terminology of the 
proposal, including seizure of open con¬ 
tainers. Burkin asked whether the intent of 
the ordinance is really to make him get “a 
$2 permit to stand in front of my house with 


an open can of beer,” and wondered where 
and how the police would store all the open 
cans of beer they might seize. 

Not entirely serious, Barkin made his 
point that there were some flaws in the 
ordinance as presented. 

An increase in fees for the use of the 
Newton incinerator voted at the last 
meeting, was reconsidered by a motion 
from Aid. Richard McGrath and returned 
to the Public Works Committee. 

Also held in committees were a 
revision of the Design Review Committee 
ordinance, a request for a $370,000 bond 
issue for work on Newton North High 
School, a proposal for recycling glass, and 
a recommendation for banning billboards 
on MBTA property.

The stark fact that there are between 
3,000 to 5,000 households in need of low- 
moderate income housing was brought out 
at a recent Ward 8 Democratic Committee 
meeting by Gail Kharidia, housing analyst 
for the Planning Department. 

The meeting was devoted to the 
concerns for low-moderate income 
housing and what Newton is doing and can 
do to meet these needs. 

The meeting, chaired by Fay Cohen, 
was moderated by Hal Levy and Eugene 
Hampton and included the following 
panelists: Mrs. Kharidia, Judy Beram, 
chairman of the Newton Committee for 
Fair Housing and Equal Rights; Eliot 
Cohen, president of the Board of Aldermen 
and Alan Barkin, Ward 8 alderman. 

Mrs. Kharidia explained that the 
reason the numbers fluctuated for 
householders in need of low-moderate 
income housing was due to the 
methodology used. 

The moderate numbers were arrived 
at by a method used to determine a 
community’s housing deprivation devised 
by the Harvard-MIT Joint Center of Urban 
Studies for a nationwide study, she said. 

The maximum number was gotten 
using methodology employed by the 
Department of Community Affairs in a 
state-wide "controversial” housing study. 
A range of figures such as those supplied 
by the Planning Department is used to 
offer options to a community. 

The minimum figure is borne out by 
the fact that in Newton there are 2,500- 
3,000 renter households eligible for sub¬ 
sidized housing and the same number of 
renter households with annual incomes 
under $10,000 and paying more than 25 per 
cent of their income for rent. 

A moderate figure is arrived at by 
including the number of renter households 
living in physically inadequate or sub¬ 
standard units. In Newton there are ap¬ 
proximately 900 such households. 

In view of such need, the question 
arises where to build? According to Mrs. 
Kharidia “the amount of land available in 
Newton is limited and expensive” 
however, she did feel there was some land 
which could be utilized for housing. 

Alderman Cohen pointed out there was 
competition for the available land from 


recreation and conservation needs and 
said there would have to be a “balance.” 

Judy Beram added she was “not 
against ecology” but strenuously objected 
to ecology being used as a screen. 

Alderman Barkin asked, “I’d like to 
know where the land is . . . it’s not 
available unless the zoning is changed.” 

Mrs. Kharidia commented that 
“zoning changes must be considered since 
much of the land is presently zoned for 
single family residences. 

One site mentioned by Cohen was the 
old Infirmary site on Winchester Street 
where he felt “low-moderate income 
housing could go easily.” Cohen also 
referred to the “empty schools” in Ward 8 
which could then be filled. 

However, according to Helen Heyn of 
the Conservation Commission a 1968 Board 
of Aldermen order set aside that land for 
recreational and park purposes and to 
divert park land to build homes would need 
"a two-thirds vote of the Massachusetts 
Legislature.” 

Redevelopment, Cohen felt, was the 
way to achieve Newton’s needs, “by 
placing the burden on the city and bringing 
in private developers.” He said “we have 
been bogged down with Lower Falls, which 
was a deplorable situation and ignored 
areas such as Newton Corner.” 

“It is incumbent upon us to redevelop 
the area ... to provide new shops, parking 
and try and build up a tax base ... to 
develop apartments.” He added, “many 
people such as singles would like to be near 
transportation and shopping.” 

He saw redevelopment as the only way 
not to overburden the already burdened 
taxpayer. Speaking as an “overburdened 
taxpayer,” one resident from Oak Hill 
Park states at the meeting that “the 
middle income man is being forced out of 
his home and is becoming a lower income 
citizen.” 

There was other concern voiced at the 
meeting that Newton was becoming a city 
for only the elderly and the affluent. 

On the other hand, there was also fear 
that there was not enough provisions for 
the elderly, the citizens who Hal Levy said 
“are in their sixties, experiencing a drop 
in their incomes who have paid their 
dues.” 

Mrs. Kharidia also suggested that

A couple of years ago, a man in the 
Midwest was turned down as a police 
applicant because he was too short. 

We were told that in subsequent 
weeks, he went through weird stretching

exercises to attempt to become taller. 

Joseph Frechette of 46 Gardner St., 
Newton, faced the same problem four 
years ago. He flunked his Civil Service 
physical because he was 5’5” rather than 
5’7”. 

Frechette explained that “I was/’* 
sure of my height when I took the exam. I 
didn't think I was that short.” 

Frechette accepted the ruling and 
went off to Wisconsin to go to college. 

When Frechette returned from 
Wisconsin, he found that the civil service 
height requirement had been ruled un¬ 
constitutional. The Civil Service B list, 
which he had applied for, had been held up 
in court “close to two or three years.” The 
list was finally being used to fill police 
vacancies by the time of his return. 

The court ruling on the height 
requirement gave Frechette new hope of 
becoming a policeman. He went to the 
Civil Service office in September, 1973, and 
was told “I’d have to meet the height 
requirement of 1970.” A Civil Service 
spokesman added that “any definitive 
answer would have to come from the at¬ 
torney general’s office.” 

So Frechette marched off to the at¬ 
torney general's office for a definitive 


answer. There, he was told that there 
should be no reason for him having to take 
the Civil Service exam again or for him 
being off the B list. 

Back at Civil Service Frechette was 
told again that he could not get onto the B 
list. Frechette surmised recently that Civil 
Service may have said this because it felt 
that letting him get on the list would be 
unfair to people who would have applied 
for the B list originally but did not because 
they knew they were too short. 

Frechette noted “you’ve got to realize 
that the bureaucratic rnond moves in 
mysterious ways.” 

Frechette pointed out that he was 
caught in a peculiar situation. Prior to the 
B list, the law said that a police applicant 
must be 5’7”. After the B list, there was no 
height requirement. Frechette’s quest to 
become a policeman was deterred by a 
Civil Service opinion that he fell under the 
old requirement. 

Despite conflicting “definitive an¬ 
swers” and opinions, Frechette did not 
quit. He got in touch with Rep. Paul Guzzi, 
and Guzzi helped him draw up a bill for the 
legislature, llie bill would allow Newton to 
hire Frechette as a police officer, not 
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Letitia Angelone 

Miss Angelone 
rep. candidate 

Leticia Angelone has announced her 
candidacy for state representative from 
the 19th Middlesex District. 

Miss Angelone was born in Newton and 
educated in Newton public schools. She is a 
graduate of Burdett Business College and 
a veteran of World War II, having served 
33 months in the Waves after enlisting in 
May, 1943. She has worked in the business 
world her entire adult life and is presently 
employed as a secretary with a leading 
retail store in Boston. 

Miss Angelone is running in the 
November elections as an Independent. 
Since 1969, she has been closely affiliated 
with the Wallace Movement in 
Massachusetts and in that year was made 
secretary of the organization leading that 
movement, the Massachusetts American 
Independent Party Association, which is 
now known as the Wallace Association of 
Massachusetts and of which she is still 
secretary. 

The candidate severed her connection 
with the nationwide American Party, 
created by Wallace originally, im¬ 
mediately after the Louisville Convention 
in August, 1972. 

The candidate has been active during 
the last year in opposing “the urbanization 
of the lovely Garden City of Newton” and 
trying to block the “impoverishment and 
expropriation” of its population of owners 
of single and two-family houses in what 
has been called “the big land rush of the 
seventies.” 

"A great many of these homeowners are 
elderly people whose fixed incomes are 
proving inadequate tokeep them from 
going under in the flood of tax burdens 
resulting from the erection of high-density 
housing of every description, high rise 
apartment towers, condominium com¬ 
plexes, subsidized tenements, city row 
houses called “town houses,” and the 
tremendous municipal construction 
necessary to service all these urban 
developments,” she said.

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Gelavitz "alive and well" and teaching

DEDHAM - Sophia Gelavitz 
is alive and well and living a 
highly productive life in West 
Newton. . . which should be 
cheering news for her many 
hundreds of friends in Dedham 
who knew her during the 40 
years she taught mathematics 
at the Oakdale and Junior High 
Schools. 

Now entering her thirteenth 
year of retirement, the lively 
79-year-old ex-teacher is still 
hard at work-only now her 
subject is crafts with natural 
materials rather than 
mathematics. 

"For the past five years I’ve 
taught crafts at the Audubon 
Nature Camp in Norfolk,” the 
Boston native says. "This 
summer I’ll be back with them 
five days a week from 9 a.m. to 
3 p.m.” 

Working full-time hardly 
phases the septugenarian 
whose immense energy has led 
her to teach crafts at the West 
Newton Public Library this 
spring while still finding time 
to whittle animals and birds in 
her basement workshop. 

"I sell them by custom or¬ 
der,” she says. I tried selling 
through shops once but it was 
just too much trouble. Each 
piece takes a good deal of time 
and I can’t produce them on a 
mass scale.” 

Pointing to a sculptured 
squirrel, she notes that the 
piece was not for sale because 
while she was sanding it one of

the front legs broke and had to 
be glued together. 

"I finally figured out that if I 
completed the entire piece 
before carving out the front 
legs I could manage to get it 
done without having any 
problems,” she laughs. "But it 
took me a while before I 
worked that out.” 

Always a lover of the out¬ 
doors, Sophia has been at the 
foreiront of the movement 
towards outdoor education. 

"One of the things I used to 
do with my students was to 


take them outside and have 
them learn their geometry by 
measuring the height of the 
flagpole by its shadow,” she 
recalls. "I always liked being 
outside myself and they liked 
it, too.” 

Another tradition of hers was 
her annual outing with her 
students. 

"We’d pack up food, put on 
our dungarees .and go off into 
the country.” she says. "My, 
what good times we had!” 

Some of her students will 
also remember her as a Girl 


Scout leader whose enthusiasm 
for scouting led her to spend 
many summers as a counselor* 
at various camps in this area 
and New York. 

"1 worked away at camp 
every summer until five years 
ago when I decided to remain 
at home and work at the 
Audubon camp,” she goes on. 
"My sister, with whom I live, 
doesn’t have a car and it would 
be hard for her to have me 
away all summer now that we 
are both getting older.”

Sophia’s expertise In crafts is 
reflected throughout her house 
where her handmade tables, 
intricately-carved wooden 
boxes, tooled leather bookends 
and stained glass figurines 
abound. 

More recently, she has taken 
courses in silversmithing at the 
DeCordova Museum in Lincoln 
and her bracelet and ring at¬ 
test to her competence in 
making jewelry. 

Her reputation as an expert 
in crafts has led to her teaching 
professionals how to create 
objects from natural 
materials. Most recently she 
led a workshop in her specialty 
at the national convention of 
the American Camping 
Association when it was held in 
Boston in April. 

Never at a loss for things to 
do, she sees life as endlessly 
full of possibilities and op¬ 
portunities. 

"You know,” she says, "I 
can’t take credit for the fact 
that I have been lucky enough 
to enjoy good health for so 
many years. But I can take 
credit for having done a great 
many things that I think have 
been interesting and im¬ 
portant. Especially teaching.” 

"I must admit that 
mathematics was always my 
worst subject when I was a 
student,” she smiles. "I think 
being poor at it gave me an 
insight into children’s minds 
when they were struggling with 
it. And I got better and better 
at teaching it because of that! ”

Food stamps available 


The federal food-stamp 
program was expanded this 
week to include Newton and all 
other communities in the state. 

The program is available to 
welfare recipients and low- 
income, nonwelfare 
households. 

Nonwelfare recipients must 
submit a lengthy affidavit to 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare for certification. 
Applications are available at 
the Brookline office (serving 
Newton), 320 Washington St., 
Brookline. 

A representative of the 
Welfare Department is 
available with applications at 
the Newton Department of 
Human Resources, City Hall, 
every Tuesday and Thursday 
between 9 a.m. and noon. 

After certification, par¬ 


ticipants in the food-stamp 
program will receive an 
authorization-to-purchase card 
detailing the amount of stamps 
they may buy and how many 
beyond cash value they will 
receive. 

According to the Welfare 
Department, "all the big 
(food) stores” in Newton will 
participate in the stamp 
program, but welfare officials 
did not have a list of large 
stores, nor bdid they know 
which, if any, small in¬ 
dependent stores will par¬ 
ticipate. 

The department has listed 
the following as potential 
recipients: low-wage earners, 
unemployed persons, part-time 
workers, Social Security 
recipients, families with high 
deductible expenses, and 
welfare recipients on Aid to 


Families with Dependent 
Children and on general relief. 

A family of four whose ad¬ 
justed net income (gross in¬ 
come less taxes and deductible 
expenses) is between $330 and 
$360, for example, would be 
entitled to buy $142 worth of 
stamps for $95. Stamps may be 
used only to buy food. 

So far, the only location at 
which stamps may be bought in 
Newton is the Newton Corner 
branch of the Newton-Waltham 
Bank, 300 Washington St., 
Newton residents may also 
purchase stamps in Needham, 
Waltham, and other com¬ 
munities. 

The Welfare Department is 
in the’ process of negotiating 
with other banks to provide 
more outlets for stamp pur¬ 
chase.

The state legislature’s 
Committee on Urban Affairs 
has given a favorable report to 
State Senator Irving 
Fishman’s bill on con¬ 
dominium conversions. 

Fishman described his bill as 
"a home rule petition from 
Newton through which the 
state would grant the Board of 
Aldermen the power to control 1 
condominium conversions.” 

No person would be allowed 
to convert to a condominium an 
apartment, garden apartment 
or other multi-family dwelling 
of three or more units which 
had previously been granted a 
special permit to build without 
obtaining an additional permit 
to convert. 

Jack Backman 
State Senator Jack H. 
Backman has been appointed 
to serve as a senate member of 
the Special Commission on 
Supplemental Security income, 
created as part of his 
guaranteed income bill for 


senior citizens that was passed 
in 1973. 

Under the new state law for 
the aged, blind and disabled 
received an increase in 
benefits through the federal 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI). This commission, 
Backman said, will "watch the 
federal implementation 
carefully.” 

"I view this commission as a 
monitoring tool,” he said.

State Rep. Lois Pines this 
week decried the "audacity of 
Boston Edison to submit rates 
for municipal street lighting 
which encourages the wasting 
of energy.” 

Mrs. Pines has asked the 
DUP to deny the rate hike 
request. 

Under the present rate 
structure, cities and towns can 
convert incandescent street 
lights to the more efficient 
mercury lights after 15 years 
without charge. Under Boston 
Edison’s proposal, the 
replacements could not be 
made for 25 years. 

Rep. Pines pointed out that 
Newton, in the process of 
converting its candescent 
lamps to mercury, would be 
hard hit with a change of the 
rate structure. 


Thomas Concannon 

Thomas Concannon, can¬ 
didate for Middlesex County 
district attorney, this week 
accused his opponent, John 
Droney, of "engaging in old 
style machine politics in an 
attempt to deprive me of my 
right to run for public office.” 

Concannon’s nomination 
papers were challenged by a 
Ixiwell woman who charges 
that the signatures are not 
those of registered voters and 
that the nomination papers do 
not contain 1,000 valid and 
genuine signatures of 
registered voters. 

Concannon. termed the 
charges "ridiculous.” 

"Ninety per cent of the 
signatures were collected by 
people I know will and I know 
they are valid,” he said. "More 
than 1,300 have been certified 
by the election com¬ 
missioners.” % 

Jon Rotenberg 

State Rep. Jon Rotenberg 
has announced that he will run 
as an independent in the race to 
unseat Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan. 

Rotenberg made the an¬ 
nouncement Monday after 
filing nomination papers 
containing about 5,000 certified 
signatures, 2,000 more than he 
needs.

Requested rates are $1 for 
the first mile, 20 cents for each 
additional one-fifth of a mile, 
and 15 cents per minute of 
waiting time. 

Present rates are $1 for the 
first mile, 10 cents for each 
additional one-seventh of a 
mile, and 10 cents per minute 
waiting time. 

The requested rate change 
for distance would be a 43 per 
cent increase, and would 
represent a charge of $1 per 
mile. 

Waltham’s rate is 50 cents 
for the first one-seventh of a 
mile and 10 cents per ad¬ 
ditional one-seventh. Brookline 
cabs charge 50 cents for the 
first one-sixth of a mile and 10 
cents for each additional sixth 
of a mile. 

Waltham’s rate is thus $1.10 
per mile (a recently 
established increase) and 
Erookline’s is $1 per mile, the 
difference from Newton being 
that a short ride in Newton 
(anything up to one mile) will 
cost a minimum of $1. 

At a recent committee 
meeting, in response to con¬ 
cern expressed by some 
aldermen about the effect of a 
fare increase on Newton’s 
elderly and poor, Dick Johnson 
of Yellow Cab said, “The poor 
don’t ride cabs frequently—not 
more than twice a week to and 
from the store.” 

Most taxi musiness, he said, 
is the "expense-accounters 
from the hotels, the elderly 
that are well off, and 
businesses that use cabs to 
deliver packages.” 
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Dewey Mollomo, an officer of 
the taxi association and 
president of Veterans Cab, 
justified the request for an 
increase on the basis of a 
nearly 50 per cent hike in 
gasoline since last September, 
with concomitant increases in 
other operating- costs. 

Mollomo also pointed to the 
$300 increase in the cost of 
vehicles, and expects in¬ 
surance rates to start climbing 
again soon. 

Drivers, who receive 40 per 
cent of the fares collected, 
have received only "a 4 per 
cent increase in pay in the last 
three years,” Mollomo said. 

"There won’t be much left of 
the taxi industry in Newton in a 
year if we don’t get the in¬ 
crease,” Mollomo predicted. 
"We can’t operate on deficit 
spending.” 

The taxi association is also 
requesting that the city limit 
the number of medallions 
(licenses) issued to one per 
1,000 inhabitants. 

Alice Wilson, president of the 
association, explained that 
since transfer of the 
medallions is not permitted 
here, they do not increase in 
value except to the holder of 
the medallior as a measure of 
security. Limiting the number 
issued to the 90 or 92 in 
existence now, she said, will at 
least guarantee that a cab 
company’s business will not be 
decreased by the licensing of 
more cabls. 

At the public hearing at City 
Hall next week, the cab owners 
. are expected to present 
detailed proflt-and-loss 
statements and other 
statistics. A full report on an 
incident involving a physical 
assault by a cabdriver is also 
expected.

The Recreation Commission is one of the 
few agencies in city government without an 
aldcrmanic committee to act as liaison 
between it and the Board of Aldermen. 

Ixist week, the City Planning Committee, 
which occasionally assumes the liaison role 
with the Recreation Department and Com¬ 
mission, found out more from two com¬ 
missioners than it has learned about 
ZZ ^creation in a long time. 

ZZ F ' or example, members of the committee 
heard Nelson Baker, a 1974 appointee to the 
commission, say, “We are bombarded by the 
public about tennis. 

Lynne Arthur, another new appointee, 
complained that Newton needs more tennis 
courts, and more lighting for those that exist 
so that they could be more fully utilized. 

A strong indictment of Recreation 
Department policy in allocating field time to 
Little League baseball teams was made by 
several aldermen, and by Nancy Bartley of 
the Newton Women’s Twilight League. 

Ms. Bartley said that Little League has 
been given a blanket permit, entitling Little 
League teams to preempt a field that may be 
occupied by other children playing ball. 

And for years, Ms. Bartley said, when 
women’s teams or after-school groups have 
applied for permits, they have been given 
“what’s left after Little League gets first 
choice.” 

The Chairman of the City Planning 
Committee, Aid. David Jackson, said, “I 
think Little League is the worst thing that has 
happened to boys and to baseball.” 

The committee turned from baseball with 
a resolution in the works to ask the 
Recreation Commission to “re-examine the 
use of fields” and check into the legality of 
existing commercial signs on Recreation 
Department property. 

Other topics discussed were the use of 
minibikes, general Recreation Department 
maintenance, and the distribution of picnic 
tables. 

Aid. Susan Schur was all for abolishing 


the Saturday minibike program at Win¬ 
chester Street, because “the existence of 
tracks encourages their purchase, and the 
other six days they’re used where they 
shouldn’t be.’’ Jackson suggested that the 
Recreation Department should “formulate a 
policy.” 

The fact that nobody seems to know 
where there are picnic tables channeled the 
meeting into a brief discussion of plans for the 
“development” of Cold Spring Playground in 
Newton Highlands. 

From an ambitious plan to include a golf 
course, skating rink and other features, the 
plan has been modified down to an unknown 
quantity — at least unknown to the two 
Recreation Commissioners present at the 
meeting. 

Jackson commented that if anything is to 
be done with Cold Spring, the Recreation 
Commission “should be working on it now.” 
The capital improvement program has 
scheduled a total of $600,000 to be spent on 
Cold Spring during 1977 and 1978, after a 
$30,000 study to be done in 1976. 

The Recreation Commission had been 
asked to attend the meeting to discuss a year- 
old request c- the committee that the com¬ 
mission hold meetings in different wards 
throughout the city to become better in¬ 
formed about what citizens want in recreation 
facilities and programs. 

Other plans kept six other members from 
attending. 

Recreation Commissioner Lynne Arthur, 
a 1974 appointee to the commission, was 
enthusiastic about the idea, and said she had 
not understood that the commission should 
hold meetings all over the city. 

Nelson Baker, another new com¬ 
missioner, said the commission had discussed 
changing the Recreation Commission’s 
regular meeting place to City Hall, but had 
decided against a move untii the commission 
moves permanently into City Hall (July of 
1975 at the earliest, when the revaluation firm 
vacates an office there).

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NHA signs 
Beaconwood 
housing deal 

With no trumpets heralding 
the occasion, the Newton 
Housing Authority and the 
Department of Community 
Affairs signed the contract at 
10:30 a.m. on July 2 which will 
result in the first low income 
family units ever built in 
Newton. A 

The 20 duplexes will be built 
on Beaconwood Road on 
property formerly owned by 
the Ciccone Brothers and taken 
by the NHA by eminent 
domain. 

The total cost of the project is 
estimated at $1,275,000 or 
$64,750 per unit. The DCA had 
initially balked at allowing the 
NHA to build because of the 
high per unit cost. However, 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
NHA chairman James Miller 
and former NHA chairman 
Anthony Medaglia prevailed 
upon Governor Sargent to 
intervene. 

This intervention resulted in 
the DCA agreeing to pay the 
land acquisition costs which 
were estimated at $87,000 and 
the city of Newton paying up to 
$150,000 for site development. 

The units will include 15 
three bedroom duplexes and 
five four bedroom units. Each 
dwelling will have one and a 
half bathrooms and be built on 
10,000 square feet per struc¬ 
ture. There will be two han¬ 
dicapped units. 

Following the signing of the 
contract with the Concrete 
Construction Company of 
Everett, groundbreaking will 
be scheduled within two weeks. 
The time lapse is so the DCA 
can return the executed con¬ 
tracts to the NHA and to give 
the former landowners an eight 
day period in which to remove 
everything, except structures, 
from the land.

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'Garden City' — where the weeds are taller than the hushes

Last summer, when I spent a day with 
each of Newton’s candidates for mayor, one 
of the things both of them independently 
pointed out on our respective travels through 
the city was the problem of maintenance of 
city owned green areas and parking lots. 

Certainly, this has to be one of the 
haphazardly done tasks in Newton, the fabled 
“Garden City.” The fault does not lie with the 
people who do the actual work, rather it is a 
long standing area of very poor planning. 

Last Thursday, I spoke to Newton Centre 
merchant George Levy of Chandler-Levy 
Hardware. 

“Come down here and look at Newton 
Centre Square,” he said. “The weeds are 
higher than the bushes.” 

And indeed they were. 

Levy said he had spoken to the mayor 


about this, and granted, city workers arrived 
promptly Friday and cleaned up the entire 
area, removing a dense growth of weeds and 
collection of trash from in and around the 
bushes, cutting the grass and whisking away

the weeds that were taller than the bushes. 

However, constant and continuous 
demands for routine maintenance to the city’s 
chief executive should not be necessary. 

It is time right now for the city to take a 


serious look at what Mayor Mann 
acknowledged a year ago was a problem. 

Newton Centre Square is not the only 
place where maintenance leaves a lot to be 
desired. This is a city-wide problem and I’m 
sure all of you can call to mind those little 
spots all over the “Garden City” where the 
grass is four feet high. 

Newton Centre Square merchants have 
been pressing for improvements for a long 
time. 

Mr. Levy explained to me that last year, 
in desperation, they hired their own gardener 
and he maintained the square area for them. 
This year, when making his complaint, he 
was asked why the merchants did not do the 
same thing again. 

This, of course, is a completely frivolous 
response. Every business in this city is a 
taxpayer, and at a healthy rate at that, and 
they should not be expected to maintain city 
land because the city can’t come up with a 
timetable for regular gardening. 

WHO'S ON FIRST? 


Levy explained that the merchants’ 
concern has been increased because they 
would like to collectively hire a landscaper to 
plant some flowering bushes and trees and in 
general upgrade the area. Merchants now, he 
said, are worried that even if they foot the bill 
for beautification, they’ll still lose out 
because of the maintenance problem. 

Levy also said that former Newton 
Director of Public Works Richard Dudman 
had been at work on this timetable problem 
before he left. 

It is one thing to spring into action when 
there is a complaint. However, if there was a 
plan, a routine, maybe there would not be any 
need to complain. 

Perhaps what is needed at this time as a 
motivating force are a few pictures of some of 
the other city green spaces where the weeds 
are taller than the bushes. 

Or should we just wait a month and then 
go back and take another picture of Newton 
Centre Square?

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Then a vice president and better known than 
JFK, Nixon was clearly in the lead before the first 
debate. He lost that lead in one debate. 

Nixon was so confident he went to the debate at 
the end of a busy day. During that first historic 
debate he appeared as if he were tired, and he 
looked as if he needed a shave. 

John Kennedy, on the other hand, planned 
nothing else for that day. He knew his election or 
defeat might hinge on that debate. He prepared for 
some of the questions which might arise, rested and 
got a slight tan from a sun lamp. He shaved 
carefully just before the debate. 

JFK came across better than did Nixon. He 
created the impression that he was capable of 
serving as President. Nixon lost his advantage in 
one debate from which he should have remained 
aloof. We had been told that he was boxed in and 
could not avoid the debate. That apparently was not 
the case. What evidently led him down the road to 
political defeat was his own over-confidence.

Young Law-Maker Maps 
Fight A gainst Drinan 

Handsome, hard-working, youthful State Represen¬ 
tative Jon Rotenberg of Brookline is giving up his seat in the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives on a gamble that 
he can defeat Congressman Robert F. Drinan of Newton in 
the Democratic primary next Sept 10. 

Toppling a sitting Congressman in his own party 
primary is one of the most difficult of political undertakings 
although Father Drinan did exactly that in unseating the 
late Congressman Philip J. Philbin and paving the way for 
his own election. 

Rotenberg sat back and told in an interview why be 
belf ves he can do the same thing to Congressman Drinan 
that Drinan did to the late Congressman Philbin. 

He referred to Father Drinan as “A one-issue 
Congressman,” that issue being the impeachment of 
President Nixon. 

The Brookline legislator, known on Beacon Hill as a 
hard worker, who goes to work when he sees a problem and 
usually gets something done about it, expressed the con¬ 
viction that Father Drinan has not been an effective 
Congressman and in almost four years has done little or 
nothing for his district and its people. 

“I try to work to solve the problems of my district 
through legislation and not just talk,” Rotenberg declared. 
”1 think this is what a Congressman should do in 
Washington. 

“The Fourth Congressional District needs a 
Congressman who will work to introduce and promote 
legislation of benefit to the citizens of his district,” he 
continued. 

“A Congressman in either political party can sponsor 
bills to aid his district,” Rotenberg asserted. “So far as I 
know, Congressman Drinan has neither written nor 
initiated even one piece of legislation which has been 
enacted into law. 

“A Congressman should help his district by assisting 
the people with their problems of a federal nature, by 
working to curb inflation, by stopping discriminatory 
practises such as were reflected in the allocation of gasoline 
to Massachusetts, by bringing new industries into the state 
and protecting those we already have,” Representative 
Rotenberg stated. “Congressman Drinan has not done 
that.” 

The district, in which Congressman Drinan and 
Representative Rotenberg will wage what looms as an 
interesting fight for Democratic votes, stretches from 
Brookline and Newton out to Fitchburg, Gardner and 
Iieominster. It takes in 20 cities and towns, among them 
Waltham and Framingham on the eastern end 

Congressman Drinan, whom Representative Roten¬ 
berg is trying to unseat, is a Jesuit priest and a con¬ 
troversial political figure. He was one of the leaders in the 


Presidential Primary campaign waged in Massachusetts 
two years ago for Senator George McGovern and went to 
the Democratic national convention in Miami as a 
McGovern delegate. 

Father Drinan is a member of the House Judiciary 
Committee which is considering the impeachment of 
President Nixon. There have been rumors that he may be 
called upon to disqualify himself from voting on the im¬ 
peachment question because of the attacks he has levelled 
at Nixon. 

Political analysts generally believe that Rotenberg 
faces an uphill fight against Father Drinan but that he 
might be able to bring down the Priest-Congressman if he 
can hold Drinan even in Brookline, Newton and Waltham 
and pick up anti-Drinan votes in the western end of the 
district where there is still resentment over the defeat of 
Philbin. 

Rotenberg has a solid record of service and ac¬ 
complishment for his district in the Legislature. He 
graduated with high honors (summa cum laude) from Ohio 
University where he majored in the fields of political 
science and inter-personal communications. 

He worked in Washington as a legislative aide for 
Congressman Thomas P. O’Neill, Jr.., now the 
Congressional Majority Leader, following his graduation 
from college, so that he already is familiar with Capitol 
Hill. 

Rotenberg seems to be an intensely serious young man, 
and this is reflected when he talks about his candidacy, his 
campaign against Congressman Drinan and his record in 
the House of Representatives. 

“I believe I can defeat Drinan,” he declares, and his 
listener is disposed to feel that Congressman Drinan faces a 
tough fight 

“The people only have one Congressman,” Rotenberg 
asserts. “When they elect him, they have a right to expect 
him to represent them and their district, to fight their 
fights, to help their district by bringing industry into it and 
by seeing that it is not being discriminated against. 

“Congressman Drinan has not done those things. He 
has been a one-issue Congressman. That is why I believe he 
can and will be defeated,” said young Representative 
Rotenberg whose review of his own work on Beacon Hill 
was a long one. 

Representative Rotenberg and Congressman Drinan 
liave one thing in common. They both were first elected to 
public office in 1970. 

Cong. Harrington’s 
Position on Abortion 

Congressman Michael J. Harrington of Beverly 
declares that on the "complex and delicate” question of 
abortion he believes he must separate his personal views 
from his responsibilities as a federal law-maker 

While stressing that lie does not condone abortions, 


Harrington said at the same time he opposes the adoption of 
an amendment to the U.S. Constitution which would make 
an abortion a criminal act 

“Several bills have been introduced in the 
national House of Representatives which would have the 
effect of over-turning the Supreme Court decision and 
would prohibit the practice of abortion,” 
Congressman Harrington began his answer to a request for 
his views of abortion. 

“Most of these bills, if not all, are in the form of 
proposed amendments to the U.S. Constitution, and all of 
the bills, to my knowledge, are pending before the House 
Judiciary Committee which, as you know is occupied with 
the impeachment inquiry,” Harrington continued. 

“Let me make it clear that I do not condone abortion, 
but I do not support proposed constitutional amendments to 
criminalize this practise,” he explained. 

“This is a complex and delicate question,” Harringtou 
said. “I believe I must separate my personal views from 
my responsibilities as a federal legislator. 

“I do not believe that my religious or personal views in 
any way give me the right to use my Federal office for the 
purpose of legislating a code of moral values or to make 
criminal a practice which, in the last analysis, is a matter 
of individual conscience,” the North Shore Congressman 
continued. 

“The Supreme Court’s controversial decision In no way 
compels anyone to have an abortion,” Harrington pointed 
out. “It in no way restricts an individual's iveedom of 
choice or freedom of conscience. 

“A Constitutional Amendment to prohibit abortion, on 
the other hand, would gravely restrict the ability of an 
individual to act on the basis of conscience and choice. It 
would make the exercise of these freedoms—freedoms the 
highest court in the nation has deten 1 to be inviolate— 
an offense punishable by a jail term,’ erted. 

“Regardless of one’s ethical co&...uons pro or con, 
there is reason for all of us to be concerned at further in¬ 
cursions of ’big government’ into the exercise of our private 
rights and freedoms,” he said. 

“When questions involving personal freedom and the 
basic structure of the Constitution are involved, quite 
frankly, I am inclined to side with those who argue that the 
Constitution should not be used as a means to impose a 
particular framework of moral values on the entire nation. 

“Therefore, however much I may personally oppose 
the practice of abortion, It seems to me that a Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment should not be taken lightly or in 
haste. 

“It should be used only when a clear demonstration of 
historical certainty, together with the manifest support of a 
clear and substantial majority of the population, combine to 
legitimize a need to alter the document which forms the 
framework of our government. 

Thus, all things considered, I do not see the propriety of 
a Constitutional Amendment to prohibit aboition and do not 
support such proposed amendments,” Congressman 
Harrington concluded.

Don't close any schools 


To the Editor: 

We are writing this letter to 
register our strongest ob¬ 
jections to a rumored proposal 
to close a number of elemen¬ 
tary schools in Newton with a 
view to having fewer and 
larger elementary schools. 

Any gains in terms of 
economy of scale that may be 
achieved in concentrating 
more children of elementary 
school age in fewer and larger 
schools, are more than offset 
by the loss of important values 
to children and parents in 
eliminating the smaller 
neighborhood schools for these 
children. 

The proximity of a 
neighborhood elementary 
school, in our case, the Angier 
School in Waban, was a major 
factor in our choosing to buy 
the house which has been our 
home for the past 15 years. To 
close the Angier School and 


other neighborhood schools is 
to frustrate one of the major 
expectations of those who have 
chosen to live in Newton. 

What makes Newton a 
desirable city for families is 
the fact that it is made up of 
neighborhoods with local 
churches, schools and shops 
serving each of these 
neighborhoods as villages 
within the City. 

In taking away the 
elementary schools from these 
neighborhoods, Newton would 
be moving in the direction of 
becoming merely another city 
with oversized elementary 
schools too impersonal for 
young children.

Although milk prices — like 
the price of everything else — 
have risen, milk is still a good 
buy. Nevertheless, there are. 
ways to economize and still get 
the food values associated with 
milk. 

One method is too buy fresh 
milk in as large a container as 
is practical for your situation. 
The larger the container, the 
less you pay per quart, as a 
rule. But of course, you can’t 
save money if the milk spoils 
before you use it. So only you 
can determine whether or not 
the half-gallon, or gallon is 
practical for your home. 
Another alternative is buying 
milk in dried or evaporated 
forms instead of fresh. Milk in 
these forms cost less then fresh 
milk. 

Evaporated milk is prepared 
by heating homogenized whole 
milk under a vacuum too 
remove half of its water, then 
sealing it in cans, and 
sterilizing it. When mixed with 
an equal amount of water, its 
nutritive value is about the 
same as whole milk. Unopened 
evaporated milk will keep for a 
few months without 
refrigeration. Be sure to 
refrigerate it after opening. 

A mixture of water and 


evaporated milk makes a 
relatively inexpensive infant 
formula. Evaporated milk, 
with an equal amount of water 
added, may be used in place of 
fresh milk in recipes. It is also 
good in coffee or on hot ceral or 
poured over pudding or gelatin 
desserts, or whipped into a 
topping. 

Instant nonfat dry milk is 
made by removing nearly all of 
the fat and water from 
pasteurized skim milk. It has 
about half the calories of whole 
milk and the same nutritive 
value as fresh skim milk. 
Normally, isntant nonfat dry 
milk comes with vitamins A 
and D added. Instant nonfat 
dry milk — when mixed with 
water — is a good substitute for 
fresh whole or skim milk as a 
beverage. And you’ll save 
money even if you mix the 
reconstituted nonfat milk with 
an equal amount of whole milk. 

Instant nonfat dry milk is 
also good for cooking. The 
powder may be sifted with dry 
ingredients for cakes and 
breads, stirred into flour for 
gravy or sauce, or mixed with 
cornstarch and sugar for 
pudding. Add water to make up 
the required amount of liquid. 
Another asset of nonfat dry 
milk is thut it needs no 
refrigeration and can be stored 


for several months in a cool dry 
place. After it is reconstituted, 
however, it should be 
refrigerated and handle like 
fresh milk. 

When buying instant nonfat 
dry milk, look for the U.S. 
Extra Grade shield on the 
label. This shield means that 
the milk was manufactured 
under the continuous in¬ 
spection of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, meets 
high quality requirements, and 
was produced under strict 
sanitary conditions. To receive 
the “U.S. Extra Grade” 
designation, instant non-fat dry 
milk must have a sweet and 
pleasing flavor and a natural 
color. It must also dissolve 
immediately when mixed with 
water. 

The following recipe uses 
whipped evaporated milk to 
create an elegant spring salad : 


CUCUMBER MOUSSE 
\ cup evaporated milk 
1 cucumber, peeled and 
shredded 

1 «cup Blue cheese, crumbled 
1 package lime-flavored 
gelatin 

cup water, boiling 
1 teaspoon onion, grated 
l 4 teaspoon salt 

Chill milk in freezer com¬ 
partment of refrigerator until 
fine ice crystals form around 
edges. Also chill bowl and 
beaters in refrigeratoor. Beat 
cucumber to a pulp, add Blue 
cheese, and then set aside. 
Dissolve gelatin in boiling 
water. Add onion, salt and 
cucumber mixture. Chill until 
slightly jelled. Whip milk untill 
stiff peaks form; then fold in 
gelatin mixture. Pour into 1 
quart salad mold which has 
been rinsed in cold water. Chill 
until set.

withstanding the height requirement, and 
would put him on the Civil Service list. 

With Guzzi’s help, Frechette’s bill 
passed the House, but died on the calendar 
in the Seante in January, 1974. The bill was 
resubmitted throu^ Senators Irving 
Fishman of Newton and Francis X. 
McCann of Cambridge. This time, with the 
backing of Fishman, the bill went through 
both legislative branches and was signed 
by Gov. Francis Sargent. It was officially 
passed last June 13. 

Frechette noted that he was not 
"trying to get away with anything” when 
he filed the bill. "It did not conflict with 
any present law.” 

Frechette appeared at severl 
legislative committee meetings to talk 
about his bill. He explained that what kept 
him off the B list had been removed as a 
requirement. 

Frechette said that he did not take a 
new Civil Service test after the height 
requirement was eliminated because it 


would be quicker to get onto the B list. 

Frechette said that his bill would not 
have gone through without help from 
people at the State House. He expressed 
special appreciation for the assistance of 
Fishman. 

Frechette also had to have a resolution 
passed by the Board of Aldermen to make 
him eligible for the Newton Police 
Department. This, too, died on the 
calendar the first time around, but was 
finally passed on April 1, 1974. Frechette 
said that Aid. Andrew Magni was "very 
helpful.” 

Frechette’s last hurdle to get onto the 
B list will be a physical exam on July 16. 
No problems are anticipated. 

Even if he gets on the B list, Frechette 
will not be home free. He said that he 
thinks the B list is due to expire in August. 

Police hiring thses days is quite 
complicated. There are all sorts of special 
preferences; for minorities, residents, and 
veterans. The resident’s preference, which 
could aid Frechette in getting a job in 


Newton, is reportedly under appeal. 

Frechette wants to be a police officer 
in Newton because he knows the area and 
the people. He commented that "Newton 
has a good police department; one of the 
best in the state.” 

Frechette noted that police work has 
"become more of a profession,” that the 
training has become better. 

Frechette, 25, has been working as a 
security officer at I^asell Junior College 
during the past year. He said that "the 
campus has its own problems, you learn 
them as you go.” He called the experience 
“very valuable.” 

Frechette reported that he has never 
tried to make himself taller ("That’s 
supposed to be unhealthy.” 

Instead, he has learned about law 
making. "It has been a long fight,” 
Frechette remarked. “There were times 
when I didn’t think I was going to make 
it.” 

He said that "I won’t really relax until 
I get sworn in.”

in government by not acting decisively in 
cases involving public corruption.” 

Concannon said he feels the present 
district attorney ‘‘has dragged his feet 
whenever the question of public corruption 
arose.” 

In almost five years as a member of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen, Aid. 
Concannon has never missed a meeting of 
that body and he pledged if elected Mid¬ 
dlesex County District Attorney, he and all 
assistant district attorneys would serve 
full time instead of part time as is the 
current practice. 

Concannon was also highly critical of 
the manner in which the office of the 
district attorney of Middlesex County is 
administered. He said the incumbent 


district attorney, who has held the office 
for over 15 years, has failed to exercise 
efficient leadership in that position. 

"The long delay in obtaining trials and 
the backlog of trials is in large part at¬ 
tributable to the lack of leadership from 
the office of the district attorney,” he said. 

Concannon is a practicing attorney 
with offices at 93 Union St., Newton. He is a 
member of both the Massachusetts and 
federal bars. 

Concannon, 34, is married to the 
former Jeanne Twohig and is the father of 
two daughters, Kate and Maureen. H is the 
son of Anne G. Concannon and the late 
Sergeant Thomas B. Concannon of the 
Newton Police Department. 

In addition to his doctor of 


jurisprudence degree from Suffolk 
University, Concannon has earned a 
masters degree in education from the 
State College at Boston and completed his 
undergraduate studies at Boston College. 

Concannon has taught in both the 
Newton and Maynard school systems and 
while attending law school, was a police 
officer in the Town of Falmouth. 

Concannon has been recognized for his 
many civic and governmental ac¬ 
complishments. He was named "The 
Outstanding Young MAN OF Newton” in 
1969. Since that time he has been cited four 
times as one of "the Outstanding Young 
Civi Leaders in the United States” by the 
United States Jaycees.

thought be given to elderly high-rise 
construction "which would be desirable 
because of the extra facilities they might 
include.” 

While these problems were aired, 
there was also praise for Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann’s ability to "hammer out a 
compromise” with the Department of 
Community Affairs on behalf of the 
Newton Housing Authority. Barkin 
asserted the DCA had to be "battled with 
to convince them to relax the minimum 
standards so we could build 20 units so 
Newton could see that low income housing 
is not the worst thing in the world. The high 
cost of the units evoked the comment from 
the audience that the city should consider 
purchase of available homes in Oak Hill 
Park which might be cheaper. 

On an optimistic note, Gail Kharidia 
said Newton had benefited by its ex¬ 
periences with the NHA and NCDF. It had 
learned the "importance of selecting an 
appropriate site and how to deal with 
federal and state agencies. 

"Through its experience with NCDF, a 
non-profit organization which was 
defeated in its efforts to build low- 
moderate income housing on 10 scattered 
sites, the community better understood 
"the factors causing apprehension.” 

An experiment in housing in 
Springfield was mentioned by Mrs. Beram 
who explained that residents were given 


money and with minimum counseling 
were allowed to go on the free market to 
choose a dwelling. Mrs. Kharidia 
remarked that in that experiment those 
who "were given rent supplement tried to 
stay within their own community.”

Miss Angelone said she believes that 
urban housing and swelling taxation are 
the “two great threats to our city and 
state,” and pledges to devote her main 
effort, if elected, to "striking down these 
threats, not by innocuous amendments 
saving piddling sums in a Gargantuan $3 
billion budget, but by closing our 
treasuries to these tremendous raids on 
our tax money and by protecting (by 
subsidies, if necessary) first of all those 
citizens who by their constant work have 
well and lyally served their communities 
and their state.” 

“Let’s stop babbling about 
“Republican” and “Democrat” and 
"Conservative” and "Liberal” and these 
"great altruistic reforms” that always 
turn out, somehow, to be massive steals,” 
she said. 

“Let’s give some consideration, for a 
change, to the regular American.”

New bus may lure 
people from cars 


Public transportation can be 
uncrowded, clean, and ef¬ 
ficient. It can even be 
luxurious. 

According to the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association, a local Christmas 
Seal agency, this spring the 
federal government un¬ 
wrapped a model of the “bus of 
the future.” The sleek, softr 
riding vehicle sported huge 
panoramic windows, which 
were three-feet high and ran 
the entire length of the bus. 
Doors were plenty wide enough 
to enter comfortably. And the 
floor was only 17 inches above 
the crub, half as high as in 
standard buses, making it 
faster and easier to board as 
well as less of a hassle for 
elderly and disabled people. 

According to riders, the trip 
was quiet and soft, a bit 
bumpier than even-railed 
commuter trains but smooth 
enough to read newspapers and 
enjoy it. In addition to com¬ 
fortable, upholstered seats, 
there was wall-to-wall car¬ 
peting. Not a bad way to go. 

Major companies submitted 
designs for the model, the first 


new bus design in this country 
in more than 15 years. It took 
three years and $26 million to 
finance the project. 

For one yar, the bus will be 
driven hard in the Arizona 
jesert. And it willface the 
hazards of the big city, too. 
Identical models will be sent to 
New York, Miami, Seattle, and 
Kansas City this summer. The 
buses, which won’t cost much 
more than current models, 
probably won’t be ready for the 
boarding public until 1977. 
Hopes are that they will lure 
motorists away from their cars 
and cut down air pollution. 

Car exhaust is a major 
contributor to polluted air. And 
improved public tran¬ 
sportation can help lick the 
pollution problem. Decreasing 
the number of cars on the road 
- by organizing car pools or 
substituting bicycles whenever 
possible - is another way to 
attack the problem.

He was a student at St.

As a political science student 
at Wooster College in Ohio, 
Gail wanted to lam more about 
her Jewish heritage, and, 
through the Great Lakes 
College Association Program, 
arravnged to study as one of 
3,000 overseas students at the 
Hebrew University. 

The Hebrew University has a 
tradition of providing such 
opportunities for overseas 
students. Founded in 1925, the 
university has expanded 
rapidly and now consists of 
seven Faculties and seven 
Schools operating on four 
campuses: three in Jerusalem 
and one, the Faculty of 
Agriculture, in Rehovot. 

Almost one fifth of the 
students are from abroad, and 
their studies are directed by 
the School for Overseas 
Students, established on Mount 
Scopus in 1971. Some, like Miss 
Sostek, come for a year and 
follow a special program which 
includes courses in Bible, 
archeology and Jewish 
studies; others enroll in a 
j regular degree program. 


Nursery school 
to be housed at 
Oak Hill School 

The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee recently approved the 
formation of a nursery school 
which will open in September 
at the Oak Hill School, 130 
Wheeler Rd., Newton Centre. 

The parents who have helped 
found the nursery s<S|o^l an$ 
teacher Mrs. Lee La*on hope 1 
to create an atmosphere which* 
says “yes” to children’s 
initiative, involvement, ex¬ 
ploration, and discovery. 

The nursery school will 
accommodate 18 pre¬ 
schoolers, and will meet 
Monday through Friday for 
three hours each morning. 
Tuition for the year is $450.

The Yom Kippur War af¬ 
fected her profoundly. “When I 
was in the United States, Israel 
didn’t mean that much to me. 
But now that I’ve been here 
and seen it, it made me un¬ 
derstand the people, how they 
live through this all the time. 
Israel,s such a center, such a 
good place for a Jew to be. I 
would feel lost if Israel had 
been defeated.” 

Many overseas students 
volunteered along with 
university staff members to 
work in agriculture set¬ 
tlements in the Jordan Valley, 
as paid volunteers in industry, 
to work with families of 
mobilized soldiers or in various 
other social welfare programs. 
The university has made an all- 
out effort to organize and aid 
these programs, while 
providing lecturers and 
classroom notes for mobilized 
students. 

For newly demobilized 
students a special academic 
year, parallel to the regular 
one, opened in March and will 
extend through the summer. 
Exam dates have been 
relaxed, and special tutorial 
groups set up. All con¬ 
sideration is being given to the 
4,000-5,000 students who have 
not been in regular attendance 
to help them reintegrate 
smoothly into academic life. 

Partly as a result of her war 
experiences, Miss Sostek said 
she is now thinking of pursuing 
studies in nursing, with an eye 
to possible settlement in Israel. 
She feels at home — “Here I 
don’t have to prove myself,” is 
how she puts it — and has 
gotten a warm welcome from 
the Sabras (Israeli-born) she 
has met. 

When asked about her future 
plans, she says confidently, 
“I’ll come back.”

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Your beauty questions

Q: I’ve been wearing my hair long for several years, so 
I really don’t know what to do with it if I have it cut short. I 
have a narrow face and low forehead. Could you make some 
suggestions? 

A: First of all, talk the new style over with the hair 
stylist. If you come with a fixed idea, you may be wrong 
about what really looks best on you, and the resulting 
conflict won’t be good for obtaining a pretty style. However, 
ask the stylist whether a side part or no part would soften 
and widen your face, and whether a little hiehgt over the 
crown would lift that low forehead. 

Q: Facial hair always bothers me in summer because 
at exposed places like the beach, I’m sure strong light 
makes it more visible. I have a few fine but dark hairs at the 
sides of the mouth and little tufts above the main line of the 
brows. I’ve tried b 9 th tweezing and bleaching, but the hairs 
come back quickly, showing immediately. What about 
waxing? 

A: Wax removalls usually better for large areas, such 
as the legs, since it’s hard to control on tiny places like a few 
brow hairs. I would consider the long-range solution of 
electrolysis, a good investment, since final results usually 
are permanent. Your physician or dermatologist can help 
you find a reliable electrologist. 


Q: Because the skin around my eyes is dark-toned, I 
find it hard to use eye makeup. I’d like to lighten the tone, 
but colors tend to look muddy. 

A: Start by blending a base of white of bisque-tone 
cream over the whole area. Then use silvery or pastel 
colors. Avoid colors such as taupe, violet or brown, as these 
make a bad mix with your skin tone, even over a base. 

Q: I hae freckles on the upper arms and back which 
show with swimsuits and evening dresses. Can these be 
bleached in any way(If not, can they be covered? I’ve tried 
foundation cream, which doesn’t work. 

A: Bleaching creams may help a little if used faith¬ 
fully, but they’re limited, because any stronger formula 
would injure the skin. If the freciles are fit, they can be 
concealed with Covermark, a long-known product for 
concealing birthmarks, available in drug stores. 

Q: I’ve always worn only lip glosses, and I’m not sure if 
the darker colors now around look well on me, although 
they seem like fun for summer. How do you mudge lipstick 
colors: 

A: If you tan, the darker colors could look well, but 
may be too stark against pale skin. On thin lips, they’re a 
no-no, but can make the full mouth look smaller. Your age 
is also a factor, as they can make some faces look harder 
and older, whilte others look sophisticated.

The new-fangled gadgets c 
work INSIDE your freezer...a vast improvement over 2 
old-fashioed kind that needed rocksalt and elbow grea 
Compact enough to fit in most freezers, the new ice$J 
cream makers have a moisture-proof kord that’s so flat you ' 
can close the freezer door over it. You simply mix up your 
recipe, load it into the machine, pop it in the freezer and 
plug the flat cord into a wall outlet. In an hour or so...ice 
cream! 

Here’s a pair of home-frozen treats for only half the 
calories of the commercial kind. If you don’t have an ice 
cream maker, simply freeze the mixture in a metal mixing 
bowl. When slushy, beat smooth. When almost frozen solid, 
break up and beat smooth again. The double beating 
prevents coarse ice crystals from forming. 

As with all frozen desserts that lack commercial 
stabilizers, it’s a good idea to let your low-cal “ice cream" 
soften briefly at room temperature before serving.

Q—Do Veterans 
Administration hospitals and 
clinics treat reservists injured 
while reporting to, or returning 
from military training? 

A—Yes, provided injuries 
and illnesses occur during 
travel time as specified in the* 
reservists’ military orders. 
Both active duty training and 
inactive duty training are 
considered active duty for this 
purpose. 

Q—My GI Bill entitlement 
expired last year, and I am 
paying for a course at a local 
college. I need tutorial 
assistance, and wonder if the 
Veterans Administration will 
pay for it? 

A—Sorry, no. The agency is 
not authorized to provide 
tutorial assistance after ex¬ 
piration of GI Bill benefits. 

Q—I’m a veteran who sold a 
home purchased with a GI 
home loan from the Veterans 
Administration. Can VA 
restore my loan entitlement? 

A—Only if the property was 
disposed of for compelling 
reasons such as job transfer, 
destruction by fire, con¬ 
demnation proceedings, etc. 
Before VA can restore en¬ 
titlement, however, the loan 
- must have been repaid in full, 
and the agency released from 
liability for the loan.

is tax exempt. In addition there 
arc some property tax con¬ 
cessions and other credits or 
special exemptions. 

Asa means of helping senior 
citizens who must cope with 
increased living costs despite 
fixed income, the American 
Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants detailed a panel of 
CPAs to outline broadly what 
special benefits are available 
to the elderly. Here’s what they 
report: Tax exempt income 
includes Social Security 
benefits, Railroad Retirement 
Act pensions, a portion of 
receipts from annuities or 
insurance converted to an¬ 
nuities, life insurance 
proceeds, and many veterans’ 
benefits. 

If you and your employer 
contributed to a pension or 
annuity plan, the benefits you 
receive may be tax-free up to 
the point where you have got 
back what you yourself paid 
into the plan. If you have dif¬ 
ficulty determining how much 
you paid in, ask the distributor 
of the benefits — the bank, 
insurance company or whoever 
adminsters the program. They 
will have the information. 

When talking with them, you 
might also arrange for any 
taxes owed on payments to you 
to be deducted from the 
benefits before you receive 
them, thus relieving you of the 
trouble of having to pay 
estimated taxes every three 
months.

law to do this if you ask them. 

In the case of so-called 
“Keogh-type” pension plans 
for the self-employed, con¬ 
tributions into the plan are not 
taxed so taxes must be paid 
when the benefits are received. 
However, the low-income 
allowance and the standard 
deduction permit a couple 
filing a joint return to earn up 
to $4,299 tax free, so a taxable 
pension would have to pay 
more than that before any 
taxes would actuallly be in¬ 
curred, assuming no other 
taxable income. 

Unfortunately, because of 
their employment history some 
elderly persons are not eligible 
for any Social Security benefits 
at all, while others barely 
qualify for the minimum. To 
help them, Congress has 
granted the retirement income 
credit, which is a tax credit of 
15 percent of their “retirement 
income,” i.e., income from 
dividends, interest, pensions, 


annuities and some rents. The 
maximum that can be taken is 
15 percent of $1,524 (or of $2,286 
for married couples age 65 orr 
over filing joint returns), and 
the $1,524-2286 base is reduced 
by Social Security benefits and 
in some cases earned income 
such as wages. At age 72 and 
over the earned income does 
not have to be deducted. 2

The money will then be in¬ 
stantly available for 4 use, 
without waiting two or three 
days or longer for a check to 
clear. The risk of loss, theft or 
forgery of an employee’s 
paycheck is eliminated. 

Bank customers will also be 
able to authorize the automatic 
payment of routine bills such 
as loan payments and in¬ 
surance premiums. Another 
innovation called “Bill Check”, 
provides a checkless method of 
paying variable-amount bills, 
such as xhose from public 
utility companies, with the 
customer retaining, as he dows 
now, complete control over the 
timing and amount of the 
payment. 

Clearing House officials 
expect that uautomation will 
reduce check writing and 
processing, which has been 
doubling in volume every ten 
years.

A temporary display of 70 
dye-transfer prints by out¬ 
standing nature photographer 
Eliot Porter offers summer 
visitors to Boston’s Museum of 
, Science a look through the eyes 
£ of a keen and patient observer 
. of the natural world. 

Taken in Greece, Italy, 
Iceland, and many parts of the 
United States, the photographs 
reveal the abundant rewards of 
slowing one’s pace and looking 


down. There, between the 
hurried steps of the casual 
passerby, is a world in 
miniature, stunning in its 
complexity, color, and bauty. 
Hose petals tossed by the wind 
on a beach strewn with mussel 
shells, sunny wildflowers in a 
tapestry of weeds, moss- 
cloaked rocks, and the razor- 
sharp outline of a leaf are 
brought into the focus of 
Porter’s camera. 


The ruins of Greece and 
Sicily, visited by hordes of 
tourists and photographed by 
all of them, are seen with <i 
newness that somehow rein¬ 
forces their timelessness when 
Porter, rising at daybreak to 
avoid the crowds, records them 
on his film. 

Dedicated to conservation, 
Porter, deliberately 
photographs what remains of 
the natural landscape, hoping 


his pictures will alert others to 
the dire necessity of its being 
preserved. His work has ap¬ 
peared in many Sierra Club 
publications, and a variety of 
others. Among his most recent 
books is The African 
Experience, published in 
conjunction with The Tree 
Where Man Was Bom by Peter 
Matthiessen. 

A recognized photographic 
master, he is represented in 
the collections of the Museum 
of Modem Art, the Smithsonian 
Institute, and the George 
Eastman House. He graduated 
from Harvard fifty years ago 


and taught there for nine years 
before resigning to devote all 
his energies to photography. 
He received the Conservation 
Award from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior in 1967 and 
was made a Fellow of the 
Academy of Fine Arts and 
Science in 1970. 

To remain in the Museum’s 
Washburn Gallery through 
August, the exhibition 
represents work spanning 
almost 20 years, from the early 
1950’s to 1974. A truly in¬ 
structive display for the would- 
be nature observer, it also 
complements the current 


exhibition, "Color Around 
Us.,” in the Museum’s Design 
Gallery. 

There is no admission fee 
above Museum admission, 
which is $2 for adults and $1 for 
ages 5 through 16 and over 65 
(half price after 5 p.m. on 
Fridays). The Museum is a

How to Display the Flag of the United States of America 


DESCRIPTION OF THE FLAG 

The Flag of the United States 
of America has 13 horizontal 
stripes—7 red and 6 white—the 
red and white stripes alternat¬ 
ing. and a union which consists 
of white stars of five points on a 
blue field placed in the upper 
••quarter next to the staff and ex¬ 
tending to the lower edge of the 
.fourth red stripe from the top. 
The number of stars Is the same 
as the number of States in the 
Union.

Effective July 4, I960*, the 
canton or union contains 50 
stars arranged as indicated In 
the above reproduction. On the 
admission of a State into the 
Union a star will be added to the 
union of the Flag, and such ad¬ 
dition will take effect on the 4th 
day of July next succeeding such 
admission.

PROPER MANNER OF 

DISPLAYING THE FLAG 

There are certain fundamental 
rules of heraldry, which if under¬ 
stood geneially, would indicate 
the proper method of displaying 
The Flag of the United States of 
.merica. The matter becomes a 
very simple one if It is kept In 
ind that the Flag represents 
Jie living country and is itself 
.considered as a living thing. The 
; union of the Flag is the honor 

• point; the right arm is the sword 
‘arm and therefore the point of 
^danger and hence the place of 
> honor. 

1. The Flag should be displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or 
between such hours as may be 
designated by proper authority. 
However, the Flag may be dis¬ 
played at night upon special oc¬ 
casions when it is desired to pro¬ 
duce a patriotic effect. It should 
be hoisted briskly, but should be 
lowered slowly and ceremoni¬ 
ously. The Flag should be dis¬ 
played on all National and State 
holidays and on historic and spe¬ 
cial occasions. (However, being 
the emblem of our country, it 
ought to fly from every flagpole 
every day throughout the year, 
weather permitting.) Special 
care should be taken to see that 
the Flag is displayed on the fol¬ 
lowing days: New Year’s Day, 
January 1; Inauguration Day, 
January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, 
February 12; Washington’s 
Birthday, February 22; Easter 
Sunday (variable); Mother’s 
Day, second Sunday in May; 
Armed Forces Day, third Satur¬ 
day in May; Memorial Day (half 
staff until noon), May 30; Flag 
Day, June 14; Independence Day, 
July 4; Labor Day, first Monday 
In September; Citizenship Day, 


September 17; Columbus Day, 
October 12; Veterans Day, No¬ 
vember 11; Thanksgiving Day, 
fourth Thursday of November; 
Christmas Day, December 25; 
such other days as may be pro¬ 
claimed by the President of the 
United States; the birthdays of 
States (dates of admission); and 
on State holidays. The Flag 
should be displayed dally, weath¬ 
er permitting, on or near the 
main administration building of 
every public institution. The 
Flag should be displayed in or 
near every polling place on elec¬ 
tion days and, during school 
days, in or near every school- 
house. 

2. When carried In a proces¬ 
sion with another flag or flags, 

the Flag of the United States of 
America should be either on the 
marching right, l.e., the Flag’s 
own right, or when there Is a 
line of other flags, the Flag of 
the United States of America 
may be in front of the center of 
that line.

11. When used In connection 
with the unveiling of a statue or 
monument, the Flag should form 
a distinctive feature during the 
ceremony, but the Flag Itself 
should never be used as the cov¬ 
ering for the statue. 



12. When flown at half-staff, 
the Flag should be hoisted to the 
peak for an instant and then 
lowered to the half-staff posi¬ 
tion; but before lowering the 
Flag for the day it should be 
raised again to the peak. By 
half-staff Ls meant lowering 
down the Flag to one-half the 



distance between the top and 
the bottom of the staff. On Me¬ 
morial Day, May 30th, the Flag 
is displayed at half-staff from 
sunrise until noon and at full 
staff from noon until sunset; for 
the Nation lives and the Flag is 
the symbol of the living Nation. 
Crepe is used on the flagstaff 
only by order of the President. 

13. When used to cover a cas¬ 
ket, the Flag should be placed 
so that the union is at the head 
and over the left shoulder. The 
Flag should not be lowered into 
the grave nor allowed to touch 
the ground. The casket should 
be carried foot first. 

14. When the Flag Is In such 
a condition that it is no longer a 
fitting emblem for display, it 
should not be cast aside or used 
in any way that might be viewed 
as disrespecuul to the National 
colors, but should be destroyed 
as a whole privately, preferably 



by burning or by some other 
method in harmony with the 
reverence and respect we owe to 
the emblem representing our 
Country. 

15. Any rule or custom per¬ 
taining to the display of the Flag 
of the United States of America. 

set forth herein, may be altered, 
modified, or repealed, or addi¬ 
tional rules with respect thereto 
may be prescribed by the Com- 
mander-ln-Chlef of the Army 
and Navy of the United States 
whenever he deems it to be ap¬ 
propriate or desirable; and any 
such alteration or additional rule 
shall be set forth in a proclama¬ 
tion. 


CAUTIONS 

1. Do not permit disrespect to 
be shown to the Flag of the 
United States of America. 

2. Do not dip the Flag of the 
United States of America to any 
person or any thing. The regi¬ 
mental color, State flag, organ¬ 
ization or institutional flag will 
render this honor. 

3. Do not display the Flag 
with the union flown except as 
a signal of distress. 

4. Do not place any other flag 
or pennant above or. If on the 
same level, to the right of the 
Flag of the Unitec States of 
America. 

5. Do not let the Flag touch 
the ground or the floor, or trail 
in the water. 

6. Do not place any object or 
emblem of any kind on or above 
the Flag of the United States of 
America. 

7. The Flag should never be 
used as drapery of any sort 
whatsoever, never festooned, 
drawn back, nor up, in folds, but 
always allowed to fall free. 
Bunting of blue, white and red, 
always arranged with the blue 
above, the white in the middle, 
and the red below, should b* 
used for covering a speaker's 
desk, draping the front of a 
platform, and for decoration in 
general. 

8. Do not fasten the Flag in 
such manner as will permit it to 
be easily torn. 

9. Do not drape the Flag over 
the hood, top, sides or back of a 
vehicle, or of a railway train or 
boat. When the Flag is displayed 
on a motor car, the staff should 
be affixed firmly to the cnassis. 
or clamped to the radiator cap. 

10. Do not display the Flag on 
a float in a parade except irom 
a staff. 

11. Do not use the Flag as a 
covering for a celling. 

12. Do not carry the Flag flat 
or horizontally, but always aiott 
and free. 

13. Do not use the Flag as a 
portion of a costume or oi an 
athletic uniform. Do not em¬ 
broider it upon cushions or nana- 
kerchiefs nor print it on paper 
napkins or boxes. 

14. Do not put lettering ot any 
kind upon the Flag. 

15. Do not use the Flag in any 
form of advertising nor fasten 
an advertising sign to a pole 
from which the Flag is flown. 

16. Do not display, use or store 
the Flag in such a manner as 
will permit it to be easily soiled 
or damaged. 

17. The Flag should never be 
used as a receptacle for receiv¬ 
ing, holding, carrying, or deliver¬ 
ing anything.

Many people enjoy watching 
nature’s seasonal changes take 
place. Massachusetts 
Audubon’s Drumlin Farm in 
Lincoln brings visitors into 
direct contact with 240 acres of 
forest and fields and offers the 
chance to come face-to-face 
with a vigorous New England 
farm. 

PrograiAs held at the farm 
carry out the idea of offering 
educational programs about 
the natural world to people of 
all age groups, ranging from 
very young children to elderly 
people living in retirement 
homes. I a special class, four 
and five-year-olds and the 
mothers or fathers who bring 
them learn about the same 
aspect of nature on separate 
field trips during each session. 
“Nature for Senior Citizens" 
emphasizes aspects of nature 
that can either be brought 
indoors or seen from a window. 
Drumlin Farm staff present 
the programs at nursing and 
retirement homes. 

In July, the Drumlin Farm 
Day Camp begins the first of its 
sessions geard to the abilities 
and interests of children en¬ 
tering grades three through 
seven. Mornings are spent on 
field trips, afternoons are 
devoted to nature crafts that 
relate to each camper’s in¬ 
terest. 

In the first session, 
"Discover Our Farm and 
Nature,” third and fourth 
graders are given a broad 
introduction to the plants and 
animals, both wild and 
domesticated, that live on the 
farm. They observe and help 
with the care and feeding of the 
farm's animals and the 
weeding and harvesting of a 
special garden planted with a 
large variety of fruits and 
vegetables. 

The Green 
Thumb 

ByGEORGEABRAHAM 
HOME GROWN CORN: A 
common mistake home gar¬ 
deners make is to make just 
one planting of corn, and have 
the corn come on all at one 
time. To stretch your har/est 
period, make successive 
sowings, using an early, 
midseason and late variety. In 
most areas you can plant corn 
as late as the 4th of July and 
still get a good crop. 

Don’t forget to plant sweet 
com in blocks of at least three 
rows side by side, rather than 
in a single long row, to insure 
pollination and development of 
a full set of kernels. 

Quite often com borers and 
corn ear worms are 
discouraging to the home 
gardener. Borers attack only 
the earlier crops, entering the 
ear from the stalk or side. They 
can be controlled by four ap¬ 
plications of Sevin at five-day 
intervals. Start when the corn 
is about 18” high and drive the 
dust or spray down into the 
crown and axils of the leaves. 

The corn earworm prin¬ 
cipally affects the midseason 
crop, and is larger then the 
borer. It enters the ear only 
through the silks. Make ap¬ 
plications of Sevin dust or 
spray at 2 to 3 day intervals to 
check this pest, starting as 
soon as the silks begin to come 
well out. Keep the silks lightly 
but thoroughly covered. 

Varieties: Naming the best 
varieties for the home gar¬ 
dener is tricky business, 
simply because there are so 
many good ones on the market. 
If you buy "collections” of 
com, as some seed houses 
offer, you should have plenty of 
com right through the fall 
months. 

TULIPS AND AFFFOD1LS: 
When should you dig up tulip 
and daffodil bulbs? After 
flowering, the leaves should be 
allowed to remain as green as 
possible as they are making 
food for good flowering next 
year. Never cut the foliage off 
when flowering is complete!', 
unless it is half yellow. 

Early removal stops growth 
of the bulbs that have normally 
used up much of the food 
reserves during early season 
growth and flowering. Good 
vigorous foliage for as long as 
possible means better bulbs 
and flowers. If bulbs must be 
lifted, dig a good trench, lift the 
clumps carefully with a spade 
or lifting folk and transfer the 
dumbs (with soil) to the 
trench, then water. 


A second session offers its 
fourth and fifth grade par¬ 
ticipants a list of topics from 
which they choose two areas 
they would like to focus on 
during each of their two weeks 
of camp. The topics range from 
edible wild plants to the life in a 
pond. 

In late July a program for 
fifth and sixth graders uses the 
perspective of the American 
Indian as a means of in¬ 
troducing campers to the 
outdoors and teaching them 
simple colonial handicrafts 
such as candle dipping, 
weaving and making natural 
dyes. 

Special week-long programs 
for fourth through seventh 
graders in August titled 
"Living with the Woods” 
familiarize the young people 
enrolled with the wilderness an 
living safely in it. Campers are 
given a chance to practise 
building a shelter, cooking 
outdoors, first aid and compass 
reading during overnight 
treks.

J tubeless tires have been on the

The B. F. Goodrich Co. has 
developed a tire that will seal 
most punctures while the 
Firestone Tire & RXUBBER 
Co. has followed a different 
route with a tire that can be 
driven 50 miles after going flat. 
Both could eliminate the need 
for a fifth tire. 

The energy rrisis has pushed 
Americans toward smaller and 
more economical cars and, at 
the same time, has left 
automakers looking for ways to 
cut down the weight of their 
cars. Automotive engineers 
would love to be able to 
eliminate the space and weight 
taken up by a spare tire, its 
wheel and jack 
Test Drive Made 
“It’s a kind ot emotional 
subject trying to get motorists 
to rely on just the four tires on 
their car,” observed one 
Firestone official during a 
display of the company’s Steel 
Radial 5 0 ACT (Advanced 
Concept Tire). 

Firestone engineers said 
tests have shown that a flat 
ACT tire can be driven about 50 
miles at about 40 miles per 
hour, depending on what 
caused the tire damage and 
added there was an even 
greater margin built into the 
tire. A conventional tire would 
be ruined if driven only a 
fraction of a mile at that speed. 

To prove the capability of the 
tire to run while it’s flat, a crew 
drove 245 miles in a Ford Pinto 
on which the front tire was 
punctured and the air valve 
stem removed to make sure the 
tire was flat. 

The demonstration for news¬ 
men covered the distance 
between Firestone 
headquarters in Akron, Ohio, 
to a ski lodge at Clarkston, 
north of Detroit, over turn¬ 
pikes, freeways and city 
streets. They maintained a 
legal speed limit of 55 miles per 
hour on the turnpikes and 
freeways. 

Bump Designed 
The tire runs so smoothly 
while flat that engineers have 
decided to design in a “bump" 
that will cause a slight 
vibration while it’s running 
flat. The “bump" would warn 
the driver that the tire needs 
attention, but would not affect 
the steering or handling of the 
car. o 

While company officials say 
no price has been set for the 
tire when it is finally intro¬ 
duced during the 1976 model 
year, it probably will be more 
expensive than conventional 
steel radial tires. One ob¬ 
jective, however, is to make 
four cheaper than five of the 
present tires. 

The ACT steel radial tire is 
constructed in such a way that 
should a flat occur the tire 
would settle down onto the 
wheel rim. The tiie would not 
flop on the rim, as does a 
conventional tire when air 
pressure is lost. It is the 
flopping that results in steering 
y control difficulty and damage

per cent of the tires which went 
flat were well worn at the time. 

While Firestone looks for a 
way to let a driver keep going 
even though he has a flat tire, 
Goodrich would rather design a 
tire that probably won’t go flat 
in most cases. 

Goodrich put its self-sealing 
Golden Lifesaver steel radial 
tire on the replacement market 
in January. It has a cellular 
liner system that has success¬ 
fully sealed punctures up to 
one-quarter inch in diameter. 

The idea of mending tire 
punctures through the use of a 
built-in puncture sealant isn’t 
new. 

Technical Problems 
In 1891, a patent application 
filed with the U.S. Patent 
Office described an air- 
cushioned tire with a “lining or 
partial lining of viscous or 
plastic rubber, which will 
provide for the closing up of 
holes made in the air-cell of the 
tire...will close up the pierced 
opening when the piercing 
object is withdrawn." 

Goodrich marketed a self¬ 
sealing tubeless tire in the 
early 1950s, but by the end 
the decade only a few brands of 
tubeless tires with a sealant 
feature remained on the mar¬ 
ket, mainly because of techni¬ 
cal problems with the sealant. 
The superior quality of 
tubeless tires themselves made 
the extra-cost feature 
uneconomical. 

In the new Goodrich tire, the 
sealing liquid has been 
replaced by an elastometric 
cellular liner which is an in¬ 
tegral part of the tire. 

When the tire is punctured, 
the individual cells that contain 
the same pressure as the tire 
itself expand to seal around the 
puncturing object. This is a 
mechanical reaction, entirely 
different from the behavior of 
soft, sticky sealants that 
depend on fluidity for their 
sealing properties. 

When the puncturing object 
—such as a large nail —is 
pulled out, a coating on the 
interior of the tire casing helps 
in the hole-plugging operation 
and the tire can continue t'p 
provide normal service with no 
repairs. 


Music news

NEW YORK (UPI)-If the 
string quartet is the purest 
form of music, then Beethoven 
was the composer who stret¬ 
ched it to its limit and some 
would say, beyond. 

Two recent albums show how 
he developed the form after 
those six early quartets he 
wrote in the lines already 
traced by Mozart and Haydn. 
The Vegh quartet has recorded 
the five “middle" quartets. 
Nos. 7 to 12 in a 3-record import 
from Telefunken (SPA 25096-T 
<1-3). The Juilliard Quartet has 
recorded the five ‘‘late’ 
quartets, Nos. 12 to 16 
(Columbia M4 31730—four re¬ 
cords). 

In the middle quartets, 
beginning in 1806, Beethoven 
had already carried the form 
far beyond the classical 
quartet of his precursors. The 
Vegh group is the successor of 
the Hungarian quartet, also led 
by Sandor Vegh and its per¬ 
formances, recorded in 
France, are sound. 

In the late quartets, begin¬ 
ning in 1822, Beethoven was for 
years regarded as a deaf and 
half mad genius for having 
written these works almost toq 
difficult to play. We can listen 
to them with more understand¬ 
ing now, but difficult they are. 

The Juilliard Quartet has a 
magnificent sound and brings a 
surprising clarity to what it 
plays. It has also recently 
recorded Elliott Carter’s quar¬ 
tets 2 and 3 (a first recording M 
32738), Ginestera’s quartet No. 
2 (also a first and shorter 
Stravinsky piecees M 32809) 
and Schubert’s Quintet in C (M 
32808).

"New England Drawing 
’74”, an exhibition of recent 
drawings by 86 New England 
artists, will be shown 
throughout the summer at the 
DeCordova Museum in Lin¬ 
coln, Mass. 

According to Museum 
Director Frederick Walkey, 
this is “ the first major survey 
of New England drawing in the 
past decade.” 

The exhibition contains 104 
drawings selected from almost 
1,300 entries submitted in a 
regional competition organized 
and juried by members of the 
Museum staff. 


The exhibition presents a 
broad cross-section of con¬ 
temporary New England 
talent. Many of the artists are 
relatively young and unknown, 
and for them the show 
represents the first public 
recognition of their work. 
Other exhibitors have long 
been among the leading figures 
on the New England art scene. 

Describing the exhibition as 
a "feast of styles, techniques 
and ideas’’, Curator Carlo 
Lamagna notes the presence of 
such diverse influences as 
surrealism, pop art, op art, 
abstract expressionism and 


new realism. Some exhibitors 
are concerned primarily with 
representation in the classical 
sense, with problems of 
composition and space. For 
others, the process of drawing 
becomes a form of spon¬ 
taneous, highly personal 
creative expression. 

"New England Drawings” 
will be shown at the DeCordova 
Museum through Sunday, Sept. 
15. Museum hours are 10 a.m.-5 
p.m., Tuesday to Friday; and 
1:30-5 p.m., Saturday and 
Sunday.

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The musical excellence of 
one hundred Greater Boston 
youngsters has generated an 
overwhelming response and 
spurred an enthusiastic north- 
south exchange program. 

The youngsters are members 
of the Greater Boston Youth 
Symphony Orchestra who 
conducted a 10-day concert 
tour to Bogata and the capital 
of Antioquia, Colombia, 
Medellin. 

Their ininerary includes four 
concerts, five chamber music 
recitals, a series of open 
rehearsals, music education 
programs and a performance 
on the Colombian national 
radio-television network. 
INR A VISION. 

The tour opened Wednesday, 
June 19 with a concert at 
Bogota’s Teatro Municipal. 
GBYSO Conductor, Walter 
Eisenberg led the orchestra in 
a performance of 
Tschaikowsky’s Symphony No. 

5 in E minor, op. 64, the 
Prelude to "Die Meister- 
singer” by Wagner and works 
by de Falla, Vivaldi and 
Gershwin. The initial per¬ 
formance received a five- 
minute standing ovation and 
was followed by rave reviews 
in the local press the next day. 

The orchestra’s Bogota 
debut also featured a private 
chamber performance at the 
residence of the United States 
Ambassador and Mrs. Viron P. 
Vakey. a public children’s 
concert and a chamber recital 
at the Colegio Nueva Granada. 

The five-day stay in Bogota 
was not all work and no play. 
Formal and informal 
programs with Colombian 
peers were scheduled. During 
a late evening dance at a local 
high school cafeteria, many of 
the students made acquain¬ 
tances and jointly planned get- 
togethers later in the week, 
which included dinners at 
private homes and local 
restaurants, bowling, ice 
skating and movies. 

On Sunday, June 25, the 
group flew from Bogata to 
Medellin for the concluding 
five days of their tour. Advance 
press reports from Bogota 
generated anticipation for the 
orchestra’s appearances in the 
Andean capital. 

A public organ recital, 
Monday evening, June 24, by 
17-year-old Carol Heanue of 
West Roxbury at Medellin’s 
Bascilica Metropolitana at¬ 
tracted more than 3,000 local 
citizens. The absolutely silent 
audience listened to works of J. 
S. Bach and Louis Vieme, and 
expressed its appreciation with 
standing applause. 

The highly professional 
quality of this high school 


group, less than 30 per cent of 
whom pursue a career in 
music, continued to astonish 
Colombians who have attended 
the group’s concerts. The 
orchestra’s amazing ability 
and unique program have been 
discussed with music 
educatoors and local patrons of 
the arts during several day¬ 
time seminars in Bogota and 
Medellin. 

By their example, Eisenberg 
and the orchestra’s board of 
directors are working to 
stimulate similar programs in 
Colombia. Open workshops, 
addresses at local colleges and 
universities and extensive 
plans for on-going com¬ 
munications are a large part of 
the Youth Symphony’s south- 
of-the-border mission. 

An immediate example of 
the success of this program 
was the announcement of the 
appointment of GBYSO 
trombonist, Marshall Stith to 
the Bogota Philharmonica 
Orchestra. Stith, who 
graduated from Boston 
University’s School of Fine and 
Applied Arts Music Program 


has been a coach with the 
Youth Symphony for the past 
two years. In addition, he has 
been the personal instructor 
for the orchestra’s brass en¬ 
semble. During his affiliation 
with the Bogota Philharmonic, 
he will teach and coach the 
brass section of the orchestra. 

Without question, the group 
generated a significantly 
personal rapport with the 
citi tens of Colombia. 
Numerous endeavors between 
individuals for mutual aid and 
assistance have been 
arranged. These efforts 
characterize the original basis 
of the Massachusetts- 
Colombian laison which was 
formed in 1964 under the 
Partners of the Americas 
program. 

The Partners is a people to 
people effort through which 
thousands of private citizens in 
the United States and Latin 
America work directly 
together to improve relations 
in the Americas while carrying 
out specific self-help programs 
for economic, social and 
cultural development. Through 


the Partners, Massachusetts 
hasbenn linked with Antioquia, 
Colombia, and under its 
honorary chairwoman, Mrs. 
Jessie Sargent, an active 
program has been developed. 
Past exchanges have included 
the delivery of medical sup¬ 
plies, an extensive student 
exchange program, a special 
visit to Massachusetts by a 
Colombian delegation and 
many cuiuiral and educational 
interchanges. 

This is the Greater Boston 
Youth Symphony Orchestra’s 
fourth international tour. It has 
previously performed in 
Switzerland, England and 
Israel. The Colombian tour is 
sponsored by the U.S.I.A. in 
Bogota, the Partners of the 
Americas in Medellin and 
several local corporations. 

GBYSO was founded in 1958 
by Boston University to give 
orchestral training to young 
musicians and to supplement 
the music education programs 
in public schools. One hundred 
greater Boston communities 
are represented by the or¬ 
chestra members, who are 
between the ages of 13 and 18. 


Chorus pro musica to 
give concert in Lincoln 


Alfred Nash Patterson, 
founder and director of the 
Chorus pro Musica, will bring 
his 79-voice choral group to the 
DeCordova Museum in Lincoln 
for an outdoor concert on 
Sunday, July 7, at 4 p.m. 

This is a year of celebration 
for the Chorus pro Musica, the 
25th year of its founding. 

Conversations with Pat¬ 
terson and members of the 
Chorus pro Musica reveal the 
harmony that has produced a 
vital, cohesive organization. 
Patterson extols the virtues of 
the group in describing the 
Chorus’ founding, history and 
goals. 

Speaking with Chorus 
members after a concert, one 
senses first their admiration 
and affection for their director, 
their joy in singing for him, and 
the personal satisfaction that 
singing with the Chorus offers. 

These sentiments are voiced 
by college and post-graduate 
students, homebodies, 
businessmen, composers, 
professional church singers 
and music students — all from 
the greater Boston area. The 
Chorus has collected a loyal 
following of choral music 
devotees since their beginning 
in the basement of a Cam¬ 


bridge church. When Patterson 
became "mid-wife” to the 
Chorus, it moved to the Old 
South Church in Boston where 
he is organist and choir 
director. 

The Chorus’ 10 or 12 concerts 
each year take it to the largest 
cities in New England and New 
York and involve 
collaborations with the likes of 
Bernstein, Steinberg, Lein- 
sdorf, Munch and 
Koussevitzky. The Boston 
Symphony is an old friend, and 
the Chorus recently presented 
a joint performance of Verdi’s 
"Requiem” with the B.S.O. 

Patterson’s choice of 
programs has focused on 
"unknown gems from the 
past” and on contemporary 
music, with emphasis on the 
rare or little known. He has 
consistently treated the public 
to first performances of works. 
This avant-garde approach is 
tempered with a "healthy 
proportion of classics’’ to 
produce a thoughtful yet 
provocative program balance. 

The July 7 concert at 
DeCordova will begin with 
music from the period of the 
American Revolution by 
William Billings (1746-1800), an 
innovative composer who 
influenced the course of early 


American music. The Chorus 
will sing Revolutionary War 
songs that were sung with 
patriotic fervor by soldiers and 
church-goers, and a choral 
selection called "Jargon.” 

The second section of the 
program, entitled "A Con¬ 
necticut Yankee Leaps Fifty 
Years,” contains work by 
Charles Ives (1874-1954), 
another composer far ahead o f 
his time. Ives heard sounds in 
unusual relationships, and he 
took delight in combining 
different keys and rhythms in 
music interpreting the basic 
dissonance of American life. 

Another view of historic 
America will be presented in 
pieces by Raymond Wilding- 
White, a contemporary 
composer who has taken his 
texts from inscriptions on 
gravestones in an ancient 
cemetery in Bennington, * 
Vermont. Predictably, there is 
an element of down-to-earth 
Yankee character and humor 
in the words and music. 

The program concludes with 
Aaron Copeland’s "In the 
Beginning,” offering a climatic 
and dramatic fusion of har¬ 
mony and dissonance. Alfred 
Nash Patterson describes it as 
"the major a capella work of 
the first half of this century.”

The Newtonville Senior Citizen Drop-In Center at 41 
Austin St. will be officially opened by Mayor Theodore 
Mann on Thursday, July 11, at 11 a.m. 

The center will be open every Monday through Friday 
from 9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. Plans for Sunday hours are being 
considered. 

The center, staffed by senior citizens, many of whom 
are members of RSVP, will provida Newton’s older citizens 
with various health screening services, Social Security 
information, tax assistance, and legal aid.

They are not clearly defined in the or¬ 
dinance, Burke said, and the direction that 
the commission “shall advise the mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen” is too vague. 

Commissioner Lynne Arthur replied that 
an ordinace change is being studied by Aid. 
Terry Morris. 

Morris, she said, plans too meet with a 
recreation expert from a national recreation 
association for his advice on how too define 
the responsibility of the commission. 


Order 25% 
parking cut 

Laws on parking promulgated by the U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency seem to have sneaked up on 
Newton. 

Under the EPA ruling, all employers of more than 50 
people—both businesses and municipalities — must reduce 
their present number of employees’ parking spaces by 25 
per cent. An ‘‘action plan” must be submitted by each 
employer to the EPA by July 31. 

The goal of the EPA regulation is to reduce the two 
major pollutants in the air, carbon monoxide and 
hydrocarbons. The reduction will be accomplished by 
decreasing the number of cars on the road through the use 
of carpools and greater use of public transportation. 

According to Lewis Songer, executive vice-president of 
the Newton-Needham Chamber of Commerce, “probably 
more than 100 businesses” in Newton will be affected by the 
EPA parking regulation. Customer parking is not affected. 

The Chamber of Commerce has notified all its mem¬ 
bers employing more than 50 persons, Songer said. 

There are several suits pending, according to Songer, to 
obtain an extension of the deadline, but none that he knows 
in Newton. 

The city of Newton as an employer will have to reduce 
the number of parking spaces for all its employees by 25 per 
cent at all parking locations, including the senior and junior 
high schools. 

A plan will have to be submitted by the city to EPA by 
Sept. 30, 1974, for preventing overflow from employee 
parking lots onto the street. In other words, no employer 
may count on employees’ being able to park on the street to 
make up for the reduced number of spaces in the lot. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas said this week that 
he had no plans yet to submit to the EPA for the city, and 
that so far only one business firm had been to Planning 
Department for advice. 

The greatest effect on the city as an employer may be 
on the School Department, which now provides parking for 
most of its teachers and other employees. 

Newton North High School is presently in the midst of 
plans for a 300-car parking lot. There are about 280 full-time 
teachers at Newton North, according to the Planning 
Department, so it would appear that there will be a need for 
about only 250 spaces, including those for the part-time 
teachers. 

No parking lot for students is contemplated for Newton 
North High School. 

Newton South High School, which has a parking lot for 
students, will have to take steps to insure that teachers’ 
cars do not overlfow into the students’ lot, Paul Keough of 
the EPA said. 

There may be a conflict between local zoning ordnances 
and the EPA regulations. In this case “federal law 
preempts local law,” according to Robert Thompson, EPA 
assistant regional counsel. 

Noncompliance with the EPA regulations, which carry 
the weight of law, subjects employers to fines eventually, 
although “evidence of good faith” in trying to devise a plan 
to reduce parking may be accepted initially. 

The plans must be in effect by May 31,1975.

Concannon 

signatures 

challenged 

Newton alderman Thomas Concannon, a 
candidate for Middlesex County district at¬ 
torney, faces a serious challenge of the 
validity of the signatures of his nomination 
papers. 

Concannon said Tuesday that, although 
he had known of a challenge by Mrs. Mary 
McMenimen of Lowell, whom he termed “a 
friend of Droney’s” (Concannon’s opponetn, 
incumbent John Droney), he found out the full 
extent of the problem only last week. 

The main problem, Concannon said, is the 
filling in of the word “same” instead of the 
customary ditto marks. He himself, as well as 
others, put “same” on the nomination papers, 
which has been done for years, he said. 

Until now, no one had known that such a 
procedure was incorrect, if it is, Concannon 
said. 

Other aspects of Concannon’s papers that 
were challenged were about 200 duplications 
of signatures, and, particularly disturbing to 
Concannon, about 50 signatures that were 
denied by the supposed signers. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, whose staff 
certified 1,200 of Concannon’s 1,350 
signatures, defended the commission’s not 
catching the duplications. 

“As far as the amount of work we had in 
tiie last week, it would be impossible to keep 
track of duplications. We had several people 
working on each candidate’s papers, and 
there is no way to note duplications.” 

Concerning the use of “same,” written in, 
Licarie said "same” had always been all 
right in Newton. 

“What we need is a state election com¬ 
mission. Now there are 351 cities and towns, 
and 351 different ways of doing things,” 
Licarie said. “There should be the same 
standards in every community.” 

Licarie filed a bill last year to establish a 
state election commission. The bill was 
defeated.

“Everyone’s basically a spectator of 
life,” says Diane Ossinger, who in public life 
is the mayor’s attractive and outgoing 
executive secretary and who in private life 
chases fire engines and police cars for the 
sheer “thrill” of it. 

If you think its odd, just think of the times 
you’ve slowed down on the highway thinking 
you’re going to see some grisly collision and 
what you get is some guy changing a flat. And 
actually most of us chase fire engines, but 
only down the block. 

Diane, however, is serious about her 
hobby and sleeps next to a small police radio 
monitor listening for fire calls and police 
calls. Not only does she follow by call but also 
by instinct. One night, around three or four,

she was awakened by the smell of smoke and 
threw on a raincoat to attend the fire three or 
four blocks away. 

“It’s not the burning of property that 
fascinates me, it’s the coordination between 
so many men and the fact that they do not get 
in each other’s way,” says Diane reverently. 

She claims this hobby began when she 
was a youngster fascinated by sirens and was 
fed by a friend of the family who was a 
member of the Newton Fire Auxiliary. 

Chasinf fire engines and police cars is a 
hobby that Diane loves and occasionally on 
her lunch hour will get in her car to see a fire. 
In fact she says that once she’s in her car and 
hears sirens “not much will stop me.” She’s 
presently looking for a police monitor to outfit 
her car with. 

Does she dress for the occasion? Not a 
chance. She’s been to fires and accidents in 
her nightgown, flimsy slippers, even with 
rollers in her hair. Even bad weather doesn’t 
deter her and she’s been out in bad storms. 

The worst fire she ever saw was in 
Canada. She was on a trip and stumbled upon 
it by accident. “There was a farmhouse 
engulfed in flames with no available water 
supply ... an explosion began the fire and it 
wiped out an entire family.” 

“I hate to see death, it leaves you witha 
sick feeling,” she says. She did encounter 
death one year ago when she came to witness 
an accident on Beacon Street where a police 
cadet was killed. “I was coming home from 
Boston about 11:30 p.m. and saw two police 
cars . . . when you see more than one you 
know something is happening.” She followed 
the cars to Waban Square, the scene of the 
head-on collision. 

At home Diane ha3 a book with code 
numbers listed which she uses to locate the 
source of the fire call and is knowledgeable 
about police codes. She would have wanted to 
join the police force and still would like to 
“but because of my age I couldn’t think of it.” 
She laughed and said, ‘ I wouldn’t have the 
physical stamina.” 

She says her hobby is exhilarating and if I 
see a police car going, it does something in¬ 
side me like a shot of adrenalin.” 

“I find the swift action intriguing, tltere’s 
so much to see.” Awed by the teamwork it 
takes at the scene of an accident or fire, she 
has watched firemen save people, a dog, 
furniture and antiques. 


One evening while taking her mother 
home from work, she spotted a cloud of smoke 
on the Pike. She dropped her mother off and 
dashed to the fire which turned out to be at the 
Rumford Avenue Battery Company. She 
stayed at that fire until midnight. 

“There was never a duplication of effort, 
the fire was constantly changing from ex¬ 
plosions occurring from battery acids, and 
the men were constantly shifting.” 

She says he’s basically “nosy, I like to 
know what’s going on or I would feel I missed 
out.” But her conversations also reveal a 
genuine awe and respect for the police and 
fire men. 

At the scene of an accident or fire, she 
stays well in the background, but if you’re 
ever up in the mayor’s office, slop in and say 
hello. And if you know the fire chief, the one 
thing Diane would love is a tour of the fire 
department anf of all the modern equipment 
since she’s already had a tour of the police 
department.

Law establishes 
advisory board 

A new law effective July 1, 1974, has established 
“county advisory boards” in an effort to give cities and 
towns some say in county budgets. 

The Middlesex County advisory board will have 54 
members, one from each community in the county, but 
Newton’s vote on the board will count 11.24 per cent of the 
total vote, based on the fact that Newton pays 11.24 per cent 
of the county assessment. 

Representatives to the new boards are to be appointed 
by the chief executive of each community. 

The boards are to meet publicly at least once before the 
submission of the county budgets by the county com¬ 
missioners to the State House. 

If a board opposes by a two-thirds vote any part of the 
county budget, it will file a report with the Joint Committee 
on Legislation, indicating which items in the county budget 
it would like to have changed. 

The joint committee would then have to act on both the 
budget as submitted and upon the recommended changes. 

The law and its applications have been little publicized 
and consequently seem to be almost unknown by municipal 
officials. 

Mayor Theodore Mann of Newton, asked about his 
appointment to the Middlesex County advisory board, said 
through a spokesman that he plans to appoint his budget 
officer when that position is filled.

Drawings by New England 
artists at DeCordova Museum

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“New England Drawing 
’74”, an exhibition of recent 
drawings by 86 New England 
artists, will be shown 
throughout the summer at the 
DeCordova Museum in Lin¬ 
coln, Mass. 

According to Museum 
Director Frederick Walkey, 
this is “ the first major survey 
of New England drawing in the 
past decade.” 

The exhibition contains 104 
drawings selected from almost 
1,300 entries submitted in a 
regional competition organized 
and juried by members of the 
Museum staff. 


The exhibition presents a 
broad cross-section of con¬ 
temporary New England 
talent. Many of the artists are 
relatively young and unknown, 
and for them the show 
represents the first public 
recognition of their work. 
Other exhibitors have long 
been among the leading figures 
on the New England art scene. 

Describing the exhibition as 
a “feast of styles, techniques 
and ideas”, Curator Carlo 
I^magna notes the presence of 
such diverse influences as 
surrealism, pop art, op art, 
abstract expressionism and 


new realism. Some exhibitors 
are concerned primarily with 
representation in the classical 
sense, with problems of 
composition and space. For 
others, the process of drawing 
becomes a form of spon¬ 
taneous, highly personal 
creative expression. 

“New England Drawings” 
will be shown at the DeCordova 
Museum through Sunday, Sept.

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The musical excellence of 
one hundred Greater Boston 
youngsters has generated an 
overwhelming response and 
spurred an enthusiastic north- 
south exchange program. 

The youngsters are members 
of the Greater Boston Youth 
Symphony Orchestra who 
conducted a 10-day concert 
tour to Bogata and the capital 
of Antioquia, Colombia, 
Medellin. 

Their ininerary includes four 
concerts, five chamber music 
recitals, a series of open 
rehearsals, music education 
programs and a performance 
on the Colombian national 
radio-television network.

The tour opened Wednesday, 
June 19 with a concert at 
Bogota’s Teatro Municipale. 
GBYSO Conductor, Walter 
Eisenberg led the orchestra in 
a performance of 
Tschaikowsky’s Symphony No. 
5 in E minor, op. 64, the 
Prelude to “Die Meister- 
singer” by Wagner and works 
by de Falla, Vivaldi and 
Gershwin. The initial per¬ 
formance received a five- 
minute standing ovation and 
was followed by rave reviews 
in the local press the next day. 

The orchestra’s Bogota 
debut also featured a private 
chamber performance at the 
residence of the United States 
Ambassador and Mrs. Viron P. 
Vakey, a public children’s 
concert and a chamber recital 
at the Colegio Nueva Granada. 

The five-day stay in Bogota 
was not all work and no play. 
Formal and informal 
programs with Colombian 
peers were scheduled. During 
a late evening dance at a local 
high school cafeteria, many of 
the students made acquain¬ 
tances and jointly planned get- 
togethers later in the week, 
which included dinners at 
private homes and local 
restaurants, bowling, ice 
skating and movies. 

On Sunday, June 25, the 
group flew from Bogata to 
Medellin for the concluding 
five days of their tour. Advance 
press reports from Bogota 
generated anticipation for the 
orchestra’s appearances in the 
Andean capital. 

A public organ recital, 
Monday evening, June 24, by 
17-year-old Carol Heanue of 
West Roxbury at Medellin’s 
Bascilica Metropolitana at¬ 
tracted more than 3,000 local 
citizens. The absolutely silent 
audience listened to works of J. 
S. Bach and Louis Vieme, and 
expressed its appreciation with 
standing applause. 

The highly professional 
quality of this high school 


group, less than 30 per cent of 
whom pursue a career in 
music, continued to astonish 
Colombians who have attended 
the group’s concerts. The 
orchestra’s amazing ability 
and unique program have been 
discussed with music 
educatoors and local patrons of 
the arts during several day¬ 
time seminars in Bogota and 
Medellin. 

By their example, Eisenberg 
and the orchestra’s board of 
directors are working to 
stimulate similar programs in 
Colombia. Open workshops, 
addresses at local colleges and 
universities and extensive 
plans for on-going com¬ 
munications are a large part of 
the Youth Symphony’s south- 
of-the-border mission. 

An immediate example of 
the success of this program 
was the announcement of the 
appointment of GBYSO 
trombonist, Marshall Stith to 
the Bogota Philharmonica 
Orchestra. Stith, who 
graduated from Boston 
University’s School of Fine and 
Applied Arts Music Program 


has been a coach with the 
Youth Symphony for the past 
two years. In addition, he has 
been the personal instructor 
for the orchestra’s brass en¬ 
semble. During his affiliation 
with the Bogota Philharmonic, 
he will teach and coach the 
brass section of the orchestra. 

Without question, the group 
generated a significantly 
personal rapport with the 
cititens of Colombia. 
Numerous endeavors between 
individuals for mutual aid and 
assistance have been 
arranged. These efforts 
characterize the origir. \\ basis 
of the Massac! usetts- 
Colombian laison which was 
formed in 1964 under the 
Partners of the Americas 
program. 

The Partners is a people to 
people effort through which 
thousands of private citizens in 
the United States and Latin 
America work directly 
together to improve relations 
in the Americas while carrying 
out specific self-help programs 
for economic, social and 
cultural development. Through 


the Partners, Massachusetts 
has benn linked with Antioquia, 
Colombia, and under its 
honorary chairwoman, Mrs. 
Jessie Sargent, an active 
program has been developed. 
Past exchanges have included 
the delivery of medical sup¬ 
plies, an extensive student 
exchange program, a special 
visit to Massachusetts by a 
Colombian delegation and 
many cultural and educational 
interchanges. 

This is the Greater Boston 
Youth Symphony Orchestra’s 
fourth international tour. It has 
previously performed in 
Switzerland, England and 
Israel. The Colombian tour is 
sponsored by the U.S.I.A. in 
Bogota, the Partners of the 
Americas in Medellin and 
several local corporations. 

GBYSO was founded in 1958 
by Boston University to give 
orchestral training to young 
musicians and to supplement 
the music education programs 
in public schools. One hundred 
greater Boston communities 
are represented by the or¬ 
chestra members, who are 
between the ages of 13 and 18. 


Chorus pro musica to 
give concert in Lincoln 


Alfred Nash Patterson, 
founder and director of the 
Chorus pro Musica, will bring 
his 70-voice choral group to the 
DeCordova Museum in Lincoln 
for an outdoor concert on 
Sunday, July 7, at 4 p.m. 

This is a year of celebration 
for the Chorus pro Musica, the 
25th year of its founding. 

Conversations with Pat¬ 
terson and members of the 
Chorus pro Musica reveal the 
harmony that has produced a 
vital, cohesive organization. 
Patterson extols the virtues of 
the group in describing the 
Chorus’ founding, history and 
goals. 

Speaking with Chorus 
members after a concert, one 
senses first their admiration 
and affection for their director, 
their joy in singing for him, and 
the personal satisfaction that 
singing with the Chorus offers. 

These sentiments are voiced 
by college and postgraduate 
students, homebodies, 
businessmen, composers, 
professional church singers 
and music student* — oB from 
the greater Boston area. The 
Chorus has collected a loyal 
following of choral music 
devotees since their beginning 
in the basement of a Cam¬ 


bridge church. When Patterson 
became “mid-wife” to the 
Chorus, it moved to the Old 
South Church in Boston where 
he is organist and choir 
director. 

The Chorus’ 10 or 12 concerts 
each year take it to the largest 
cities in New England and New 
York and involve 
collaborations with the likes of 
Bernstein, Steinberg, Lein- 
sdorf, Munch and 
Koussevitzky. The Boston 
Symphony is an old friend, and 
the Chorus recently presented 
a joint performance of Verdi’s 
“Requiem” with the B.S.O. 

Patterson’s choice of 
programs has focused on 
“unknown gems from the 
past” and on contemporary 
music, with emphasis on the 
rare or little known. He has 
consistently treated the public 
to first performances of works. 
This avant-garde approach is 
tempered with a “healthy 
proportion of classics” to 
produce a thoughtful yet 
provocative program balance. 

The July 7 concert at 
DeCordova will begin with 
music from the period of the 
American Revolution by 
William Billings (1746-1800), an 
innovative composer who 
influenced the course of early 


American music. The Chorus 
will sing Revolutionary War 
songs that were sung with 
patriotic fervor by soldiers and 
church-goers, and a choral 
selection called “Jargon.” 

The second section of the 
program, entitled “A Con¬ 
necticut Yankee Leaps Fifty 
Years,” contains work by 
Charles Ives (1874-1954), 
another composer far ahead of 
his time. Ives heard sounds in 
unusual relationships, and he 
took delight in combining 
different keys and rhythms in 
music interpreting the basic 
dissonance of American life. 

Another view of historic 
America will be presented in 
pieces by Raymond Wilding- 
White, a contemporary 
composer who has taken his 
texts from inscriptions on 
gravestones in an ancient 
cemetery in Bennington, “ 
Vermont. Predictably, there is 
an element of down-to-earth 
Yankee character and humor 
in the words and music. 

The program concludes with 
Aaron Copeland’s “In the 
Beginning,” offering a climatic 
hnd dramatic fusion of har¬ 
mony and dissonance. Alfred 
Nash Patterson describes it as 
“the major a capella work of 
the first half of this century.”

Russell Halloran, finds that his services are 
needed, a spokesman for Mayor Theodore 
Mann said this week. 

Penney is on vacation now, he said. 

Penney may be in line for a shortrterm 
job with the new Cpmprehensive Em¬ 
ployment and Training Act office in Newton 
which will be in operation shortly. Penney 
would direct a program supplementing 
current recreation opportunities for disad- 


If Halloran wishes to employ Penney on a 
contractual basis, a request for an ap¬ 
propriation would have to be made to the 
Board of Aldermen. Its passage would 
probably meet strong opposition. 

Penney’s status in the city administration 
has not been clear for some time. After the 
appointment of Halloran as head of the 
Recreation Department, Mayor Mann 
requested the Board of Aldermen to create a 
new position, assistant Recreation Com¬ 
missioner, for Penney. 


After two months of debate, much of it in 
closed meetings, it was determined that such 
a request could not be granted. Another ap¬ 
proach, to hire Penney on a six-month con¬ 
tract, also did not work. 

Halloran took office July 1, and there is no 
money in the 1974-75 budget to fund another 
position. 

The eight-member Recreation Com¬ 
mission is taking another look at itself and its 
operation during the change of command in 
the department. 

Commissioner Paul Burke suggested at a 
recent Recreation Commission meeting that 


the city solicitor be asked for a definition of 
“the duties, obligations, and poers of the of 
the commission.” 

They are not clearly defined in the or¬ 
dinance, Burke said, and the direction that 
the commission “shall advise the mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen” is too vague. 

Commissioner Lynne Arthur replied that 
an ordinace change is being studied by Aid. 
Terry Morris. 

Morris, she said, plans too meet with a 
recreation expert from a national recreation 
association for his advice on how too define 
the responsibility of the commission. 


Order 25% 
parking cut 

Laws on parking promulgated by the U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency seem to have sneaked up on 
Newton. 

Under the EPA ruling, all employers of more than 50 
people — both businesses and municipalities — must reduce 
their present number of employees' parking spaces by 25 
per cent. An “action plan” must be submitted by each 
employer to the EPA by July 31. 

The goal of the EPA regulation is to reduce the two 
major pollutants in the air, carbon monoxide and 
hydrocarbons. The reduction will be accomplished by 
decreasing the number of cars on the road through the use 
of carpools and greater use of public transportation. 

According to Lewis Songer, executive vice-president of 
the Newton-Needham Chamber of Commerce, “probably 
more than 100 businesses” in Newton will be affected by the 
EPA parking regulation. Customer parking is not affected. 

The Chamber of Commerce has notified all its mem¬ 
bers employing more than 50 persons, Songer said. 

There are several suits pending, according to Songer, to 
obtain an extension of the deadline, but none that he knows 
in Newton. 

The city of Newton as an employer will have to reduce 
the number of parking spaces for all its employees by 25 per 
cent at all parking locations, including the senior and junior 
high schools. 

A plan will have to be submitted by the city to EPA by 
Sept. 30, 1974, for preventing overflow from employee 
parking lots onto the street. In other words, no employer 
may count on employees’ being able to park on the street to 
make up for the reduced number of spaces in the lot. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas said this week that 
he had no plans yet to submit to the EPA for the city, and 
that so far only one business firm had been to Planning 
Department for advice. 

The greatest effect on the city as an employer may be 
on the School Department, which now provides parking for 
most of its teachers and other employees. 

Newton North High School is presently in the midst of 
plans for a 300-car parking lot. There are about 280 full-time 
teachers at Newton North, according to the Planning 
Department, so it would appear that there will be a need for 
about only 250 spaces, including those for the part-time 
teachers. 

No parking lot for students is contemplated for Newton 
North High School. 

Newton South High School, which has a parking lot for 
students, will have to take steps to Insure that teachers’ 
cars do not overlfow into the students’ lot, Paul Keough of 
the EPA said. 

There may be a conflict between local zoning ordnances 
and the EPA regulations. In this case “federal law 
preempts local law,” according to Robert Thompson, EPA 
assistant regional counsel. 

Noncompliance with the EPA regulations, which carry 
the weight of law, subjects employers to fines eventually, 
although “evidence of good faith” in trying to devise a plan 
to reduce parking may be accepted initially. 

The plans must be in effect by May 31,1975.

Newton alderman Thomas Concannon, a 
candidate for Middlesex County district atr 
torney, faces a serious challenge of the 
validity of the signatures of his nomination 
papers. 

Concannon said Tuesday that, although 
he had known of a challenge by Mrs. Mary 
McMenimen of Lowell, whom he termed “a 
friend of Droney’s” (Concannon’s opponetn, 
incumbent John Droney), he found out the full 
extent of the problem only last week. 

The main problem, Concannon said, is the 
filling in of the word “same” instead of the 
customary ditto marks. He himself, as well as 
others, put “same” on the nomination papers, 
which has been done for years, he said. 

Until now, no one had known that such a 
procedure was incorrect, if it is, Concannon 
said. 

Other aspects of Concannon’s papers that 
were challenged were about 200 duplications 
of signatures, and, particularly disturbing to 
Concannon, about 50 signatures that were 
denied by the supposed signers. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, whose staff 
certified 1,200 of Concannon’s 1,350 
signatures, defended the commission’s not 
catching the duplications. 

“As far as the amount of work we had in 
the last week, it would be impossible to keep 
track of duplications. We had several people 
working on each candidate’s papers, and 
there is no way to note duplications.” 

Concerning the use of “same,” written in, 
Licarie said “same” had always been all 
right in Newton. 

“What we need is a state election com¬ 
mission. Now there are 351 cities and towns, 
and 351 different ways of doing things,” 
Licarie said. “There should be the same 
standards in every community.” 

Ucarie filed a bill last year to establish a 
state election commission. The bill was 
defeated.

“Everyone’s basically a spectator of 
life,” says Diane Ossinger, who in public life 
is the mayor’s attractive and outgoing 
executive secretary and who in private life 
chases fire engines and police cars for the 
sheer “thrill” of it. 

If you think its odd, just think of the times 
you’ve slowed down on the highway thinking 
you’re going to see some grisly collision and 
what you get is some guy changing a flat. And 
actually most of us chase fire engines, but 
only down the block. 

Diane, however, is serious about her 
hobby and sleeps next to a small police radio 
monitor listening for fire calls and police 
calls. Not only does she follow by call but also 
by instinct. One night, around three or four,

she was awakened by the smell of smoke and 
threw on a raincoat to attend the fire three or 
four blocks away. 

“It’s not the burning of property that 
fascinates me, it’s the coordination between 
so many men and the fact that they do not get 
in each other’s way,” says Diane reverently. 

She claims this hobby began when she 
was a youngster fascinated by sirens and was 
fed by a friend of the family who was a 
member of the Newton Fire Auxiliary. 

Chasinf fire engines and police cars is a 
hobby that Diane loves and occasionally on 
her lunch hour will get in her car to see a fire. 
In fact she says that once she’s in her car and 
hears sirens “not much will stop me.” She’s 
presently looking for a police monitor to outfit 
her car with. 

Does she dress for the occasion? Not a 
chance. She’s been to fires and accidents in 
her nightgown, flimsy slippers, even with 
rollers in her hair. Even bad weather doesn’t 
deter her and she’s been out in bad storms. 

The worst fire she ever saw was in 
Canada. She was on a trip and stumbled upon 
it by accident. “There was a farmhouse 
engulfed in flames with no available water 
supply ... an explosion began the fire and it 
wiped out an entire family.” 

“I hate to see death, it leaves you witha 
sick feeling,” she says. She did encounter 
death one year ago when she came to witness 
an accident on Beacon Street where a police 
cadet was killed. “I was coming home from 
Boston about 11:30 p.m. and saw two police 
cars . . . when you see more than one you 
know something is happening.” She followed 
the cars to Waban Square, the scene of the 
head-on collision. 

At home Diane has a book with code 
numbers listed which she uses to locate the 
source of the fire call and is knowledgeable 
about police codes. She would have wanted to 
join the police force and still would like to 
“but because of my age I couldn’t think of it.” 
She laughed and said, “I wouldn’t have the 
physical stamina.” 

She says her hobby is exhilarating and if I 
see a police car going, it does something in¬ 
side me like a shot of adrenalin.” 

“I find the swift action intriguing, there’s 
so much to see.” Awed by the teamwork it 
takes at the scene of an accident or fire, she 
has watched firemen save people, a dog, 
furniture and antiques. 


One evening while taking her mother 
home from work, she spotted a cloud of smoke 
on the Pike. She dropped her mother off and 
dashed to the fire which turned out to be at the 
Rumford Avenue Battery Company. She 
stayed at that fire until midnight. 

“There was never a duplication of effort, 
the fire was constantly changing from ex¬ 
plosions occurring from battery acids, and 
the men were constantly shifting.” 

She says he’s basically “nosy, I like to 
know what’s going on or I would feel I missed 
out.” But her conversations also reveal a 
genuine awe and respect for the police and 
fire men. 

At the scene of an accident or fire, she 
stays well in the background, but if you’re 
ever up in the mayor’s office, slop in and say 
hello. And if you know the fire chief, the one 
thing Diane would love is a tour of the fire 
department anf of all the modern equipment 
since she’s already had a tour of the police 
department.

Law establishes 
advisory board 

A new law effective July 1, 1974, has established 
“county advisory boards” in an effort to give cities and 
towns some say in county budgets. 

The Middlesex County advisory board will have 54 
members, one from each community in the county, but 
Newton’s vote on the board will count 11.24 per cent of the 
total vote, based on the fact that Newton pays 11.24 per cent 
of the county assessment. 

Representatives to the new boards are to be appointed 
by the chief executive of each community. 

The boards are to meet publicly at least once before the 
submission of the county budgets by the county com¬ 
missioners to the State House. 

If a board opposes by a two-thirds vote any part of the 
county budget, it will file a report with the Joint Committee 
on Legislation, indicating which items in the county budget 
it would like to have changed. 

The joint committee would then liave to act on both the 
budget as submitted and upon the recommended changes. 

The law and its applications have been little publicized 
and consequently seem to be almost unknown by municipal 
officials. 

Mayor Theodore Mann of Newton, asked about his 
appointment to the Middlesex County advisory board, said 
through a spokesman that he plans to appoint his budget 
officer when that position is filled. 

The bill establishing the county advisoty boards was 
filed by Rep. Paul Guzzi of Newton.

JACK BACKMAN 
(D-Brookllne) 

State Senator Jack Backman’s Model 
Children’s Insurance Bill received final 
approval in the state legislature. 

The bill, part of his children’s rights 
package, mandates benefits from the time 
of birth for expenses arising from illness, 
injury, congenital malformations or 
premature birth. 

Backman this week also called upon 
the governor to “once again keep his 
' commitment to ban small handguns in the 
Commonwealth.” 

“I am asking the governor to un¬ 
derline his commitment to meaningful 
handgun control by returning the Bartley- 
Fox bill to the legislature with an amend¬ 
ment which would prohibit the sale of all 
handguns with barrels of three inches of 
less,” the state legislator said. 

Backman said he has also offered this 
amendment to the ‘‘Saturday Night 
Special” bill now awaiting final Senate 
approval. 

The Bartley-Fox bill provides a 


mandatory one-year prison sentence for 
illegal possession of a firearm. 

IRVING FISHMAN 

State Senator Irving Fishman's bill to 
require career school tuition refunds to 
students who drop out has been signed into 
law. 

Schools covered by the Fishman bill 
are now required to print on the front of 
their contracts a notice stating that can¬ 
cellation entitles students to a pro rata 
refund minus administrative costs equal to 
$50 or five per cent of the total contract 
price, whichever is less. 

Failure to comply would be a violation 
of the state's Consumer Protection Act. 

‘‘This is a landmark piece of consumer 
protection legislation,” Fishman com¬ 
mented. "For the first time consumers 
who have been enticed into unfair home 
study, business, trade and other 
proprietary school contracts will have an 
effective means of getting out.” 

Fishman and Backman are running 
against each other for election to the newly 
created state senate district that includes 
Newton and Brookline. 

LOIS PINES 

Democratic candidates for reelection 
State Rep. I>ois Pines this week reported 
that the governor has signed a county tax 
reform bill which will save Newton tax¬ 
payers more than $2.6 million in the next 
two fiscal years. 


The law makes major changes in 
certain formulas used to distribute state 
revenues and assess expenses. Rep. Pines 
sponsored and worked for the passage of 
the legislation. 

The state House of Representatives 
last week also gave initial approval to the 
consumer bill field by Rep. Pir.cs and Rep. 
David Lane that would protect 
homebuyers by requiring disclosure of 
defects by seller of used homes and 
warranties against defects by builders of 
new homes. 

‘‘Our disclosure and warranty bill 
gives the homebuyers the information and 
security they should have when making 
what is usually the biggest investment of 
their whole lives,” Mrs. Pines commented. 

PAULGUZZI 

Newton State Rep. Paul H. Guzzi (D- 
Newton), a candidate for secretary of 
state, Monday made public has 1973 in¬ 
come tax return. 

In releasing the document, he 
reiterated his support for strong financial 
disclosure laws. 

Guzzi’s net worth, including all of his 
personal property, is $43,510. He earned 
$12,027 as a full-time satate legislator in 
1973 and the income was supplemented by 
his wife’s part-time teaching salary, a 
stipend from the Marine Corps Reserve 
and interest from savings for a total of 
$14,185. 


The candidate this week also proposed 
reforms for the present signature- 
gathering system for all aspirants to 
elected office. 

He proposed that the number of 
signatures for statewide offices be reduced 
by 50 per cent, dropped from 10,000 to 
5,000; that uniform standards for all local 
clerks be used in validating the 
signatures; that a statewide computer 
voter registration list be available to every 
city or town clerk; that a coded check off 
box be on all nomination papers so clerks 
could indicate their reasons for not 
validating signatures; that signatures 
would be validated if the first name of a 
person is signed ‘‘substantially as 
registered”; and that a sample signature 
be included at the top of each nomination 
paper for voters to follow. 

GEORGESACCO 

Rep. George Sacco, Democratic 
candidate for .attorney general, has asked 
the Department of Public Utilities (DPU) 
to “insist on an immediate accounting of 
monies owed to the Commonwealth by the 
Telephone Company before considering 
their latest rate increas*e request” 

Sacco made his demand in a letter to 
the chairman of the DPU June 28. 

‘‘It has come to may attention that the 
New England Telephone Co. owes rebates 
to the Commonwealth," he said. 


JOHN P. LYNCH 

Candidate for lieutenant governor 
John Pierce Lynch of Springfield this week 
reported filing a civil suit in Federal 
District Court in Boston requesting that a 
three-judge panel order Public Broad¬ 
casting Service (PBS) to provide free time 
to major candidates.

BCON makes its presence felt

In the first year of its 
existence a group called Black 
Citizens of Newton (BCON) has 
begun to make itself felt. 

Started in March of 1973 in 
reaction to an incident in¬ 
volving a black theological- 
school student and the police, 
BCON has become a cohesive 
group that is spreading its 
influence - and its members - 
into many aspects of life in 
Newton. 

Claiming a membership of 
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about 800 black adults, BCON 
has already initiated task 
forces on housing, political 
action, education, economic 
development and human 
relations. 

In the realm of politics, 
Chairman Eugene Hampton 
recently sought election to the 
Democratic Party charter 
convention from the Fourth 
Congressional District. He lost, 
but BCON is actively pressing 
for the appointment of blacks 
by the Democratic state 
committee to fulfill the party’s 
affirmative action program. 

BCON has, in a sense, gone 
beyond the confines of Newton 
with its initiation and en¬ 
couragement of a coalition of 
black-citizens group in other 
Middlesex County com¬ 
munities. 

But BCON’s major interest 
and sphere of influence is at 
home, in Newton, where it has 
been instrumental in im¬ 
proving the school curriculum 
to include the contributions and 
history of ethnic minorities. 

BCON has also supported an 
increase in the METCO 
program and has advocated 
the hiring of more black 
teachers. 

BCON has taken a strong 
position on the need for low- 
income housing and home 
ownership in Newton and tried, 
unsuccessfully, to work it in to 
the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority plan for housing. 

Through BCON’s economic- 
development efforts, Newton 
black citizens have obtained 


business contracts or have 
engaged in negotiations for 
contract with the Polaroid 
Corp., and BCON has been 
active in finding applications 
for secretarial, legal and 
managerial jobs in other 
businesses. 

There is no doubt that BCON 
has been influential in 
smoothing relations between 
blacks and the laregely whie 
police force here, and BCON 
continues to work on human 



Eugene Hampton, a 35-year- 
old engineer. 

Hampton was born in 
Chicago, went to schools in the 
South and then in other parts of 
the country, and as an adult 
has lived in both the South and 
North. He has a long history of 
political and social in¬ 
volvement wherever he lived. 

Even with Hampton as 
chairman, BCON does not 
represent only the more 
militant or activist blacks in 
Newton. In fact, many of 
BCON’s leaders come from the 
“establishment” community of 
black - those who have lived 
here for a long time, many of 
whom were bom and brought 
up in West Newton. 

BCON does not have satisfy 
all blacks in Newton. Some 
prefer to pursue BCON’s stated 
goal, "the attainment of an 
equitable share of all the 
benefits of the American 
system,” in different ways. 

But BCON is filling a gap for 
many blacks and in its second 
year seems here to stay.

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The Sudbury River Conduit 
is one of the main sources of 
Boston’s water and also 
provides a scenic woodland 
Jail easily accessible from 
West Suburban Boston. 

It is a special treat for the 
suburban bicycle rider, but its 
unpaved survace requires 
cdreful passage. Selected 
portions of the aqueduct are 
ideal for hiking, cross-country 
skiing, and snowshoeing. 

Scout Troop 272 of Newton, 
has explored the 13-miles 
segment of the aqueduct that 
lies between Newton Centre 
and Framingham and has 
prepared the following as a 
trail guide to the route. This 
trail has special significance to 
the scouts of Newton and 
Wellesley because their camp 
ground is located near its 
western end. The troop is 
grateful to John D. Sears of the

Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission for permission to 
travel over MDC property. 

The conduit is an un¬ 
derground cast-iron pipe about 
5 feet in diameter that connects 
the Quabbin Reservoir with the 
City of Boston. The eastern 
segment pipes water from 
Farm Pond Reservoir in 
Framingham to Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir in Newton. Over 
most of its length the conduit is 
covered by an earth em¬ 
bankment that is interrupted at 
two points where the conduit 
passes beneath hills. One 
siphon and two bridges enable 
the aqueduct to traverse river 
valleys. 

Closely set cement posts 
have been erected at intervals 
as obstacles to motor vehicles. 
In addition, a few residents and 
institutions have placed gar-

Insufficient funding 
slows day hospital 


The day-hospital phase of the 
fnental health center program 
for Newton will have to wait a 
while. The project has been 
approved, but insufficient 
federal funding has postponed 
the staffing of the program. 

Already in operation, under a 
federal construction grant, is 
the 21-bed inpatient psychiatric 
unit at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. 

The postponement of the 
funding of the day hospital, to 
be set up adjoining the in¬ 
patient clinic, does not appear 
as a great setback to Newton - 
Wellesley - Weston Mental 
Health Area Director Edward 
Sahatjian. 

If the federal money does not 
come through by November, 
Sahatjian said, “we still hope 
to open. The hospital will help 
us out, and the state Depart¬ 
ment of Mental Health may 
reallocate some funds.” 


The grant from the govem- 
ment that has had to be 
deferred is in the amount of 
$587,682 for staffing the 
hospital. 

The projected day hospital 
will accommodate 25-30 people 
daily and will serve both as a 
preventive program to avert 
the need for inpatient care, and 
as a first step in leaving in¬ 
patient care and returning to 
normal life, Sahatjian said. 

The Newton - Wellesley - 
Weston Area Mental Health 
Center consists of eight 
affiliated agencies — the 
Newton Guidance Clinic, the 
Wellesley Human Relations 
Service, the Charles River 
Association for Rteatrded 
Citizens, Newtork, the N-W-W 
section of Medfield State 
Hospital, the Gabler Children’s 
Unit at Metropolitan Hospital 
in Waltham, the Newton - 
Wellesley Hospital, and the 
Newton Court Clinic. 
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dens and fences across the 
right of way, but these can 
readily be avoided. The MDC 
maintains the aqueduct and 
permission to travel this route 
must be obtained from them. 

In Newton the 2.3-mile 
segment of the conduit lying 
east of Route 128 has several 
interesting features: Newton 
Centre Playground, Cold 
Spring Park, and Echo Bridge 
Park, the latter is famous for 
the acoustic properties of the 
bridge’s arched undersurface 
and the fine view of Mill Falls. 
Near Centre Street, the eastern 
end of the raised dirt cover of 
the aqueduct skirts the north 
side of the Newton Centre 
Playground. The route west, 
through a densely populated 
region, can be recognized by 
white gateposts wherever the 
trail is interrupted by a city 
street. The aqueduct trail 
crosses Walnut Street just 
south of Beacon Street (near 
the A & P supermarket, goes 
over a retaining wall and 
between two houses where low 
evergreens have been planted 
illegally, and passes near the 
eastern border of Cols Spring 
Playground, an extensive 
forested area. Another con¬ 
necting network of woodland 
trails runs north around the 
southern and western border of 
the park. 

From here the route con¬ 
tinues to the intersection of 
Boylston Street (Route 9) and 
Chestnut Street, crossing the 
MBTA tracks near Eliot 
Station. West of Boylston 
Street the route follows 
Chestnut Street south to the 
summit of a low hill where the 
aqueduct opens to the west 
through a narrow walk-way. In 
order to cross Route 128 one 
crosses Echo Bridge and 
follows a dirt trail south to 
Eliot Street, then beneath Rte. 
128 to Central Street in 
Needham. 

The 2.2-mile Needham 
segment of the route extends 
from St. Mary Street to Forest 
Avenue and includes views of a 
fine stretch of open land 
around Rosemary Brook. 
Access to the conduit is gained 
from Central Avenue in 
Needham (an extension of 
Elliot Street in Newton). The 
raised embankment is visible 
as one turns north on St. Mary 
Street. 

Concrete posts obstruct 
passage at frequent intervals 
between St. Mary Street and 
the intersection of Cedar 
Street, Wellesley Avenue, and 
Central Avenue. Beyond this 
point, the route ascends a steep 
hill to a quaint stone building 
housing a surge tank, then 
descends rapidly to Rosemary 
Brook and ascends to another 
tank beyond the brook. This dip 
covers a siphon that is built 
into the aqueduct. West of the 
siphon the route emerges onto 
a parking lot of the Wellesley 
Country Club. Here the conduit 
crosses Brookside Avenue to a 
dirt trail through a small 


clump of woods. The route then 
emerges onto the eighteenth 
fairway of the Country Club 
Golf Course and traverses a 
smooth lawn to Forest Avenue. 
The main office of the club is 
just to the north. 

In Wellesley the route ex¬ 
tends for three miles from the 
Country Club Golf Course to 
Washington Street (Route 16) 
and crosses the Waban Arches 
of the Charles River. One-tenth 
of a mile west of Forest Street 
the aqueduct enters the 
campus of the Babson 
Institute. Crossing Broad 
Street, the route runs just south 
of a driveway that leads to the 
Alumni Building of the 


Between Cartwright Road 
and Dover Road, the conduit 
passes back and forth beneath 
the street and around private 
residences. Hence, one should 
follow Benvenue Road across 
Grove Street to Dover Road. 
Just to the south, on Dover 
Street, the aqueduct becomes 
prominent once more. The 
route emerges onto a flood 
plain between Lake Waban and 
the Charles River and becomes 
elevated on a high, multi- 
arched bridge, the Waban 
Arches. Here there is a notable 
view of the river and a park- 
like nature preserve in the 
surrounding area. 

Across the Arches the con- 


gained through a small fence 
hidden beneath an overhanging 
tree. The embankment has 
been landscaped and appears 
to be part of a local residence. 
The route then crosses Pond 
Street near a high stone wall 
and continues across Ixjach 
Street into Natick. Soon the 
route seems to merge into 
Brook Street while the 
aqueduct disappears beneath 
Carver Hill. 

One should follow Union 
Street to the north and then a 
dirt road up a steep, forested 
slope to the crest of carver Hill. 
The trail is overgrown, but the 
route tends south over the 
summit. The route then 


descends to some private 
homes where a dirt trail leads 
west to the grounds of 
Memorial School, a pleasant 
spot for lunch. 

The aqueduct embankment 
follows the northern border of 
the school grounds and con¬ 
tinues to Riverben Drive north 
of the intersection of Aqueduct 
Road. (In order to detour 
around Carver Hill, follow 
Union Street north to 
Woodland, then west to Cover 
Uane. This street merges south 
into Riverben Drive.) The 
embankment is then visible 
across a wooded area near 
Cottage Street where it 
disappears beneath a low hill. 



The rbute c 
an be followed by traveling 
west, through a pasture, to 
Rockland Road (just north of a 
cider mill). Here, one musi 
detour south to Everett Street 
and follow west several hun¬ 
dred yards. The aqueduct runs 
parallel to and just to the north 
of Everett Street. 

The aqueduct runs 2.5 miles 
through Sherbom to the 
Framingham border. The 
aqueduct parallels Everett ' 
Road and corsses Main Street 
(Route 27) and Speen Street. 

The surrounding area is 
heavily wooded and pleasant 
and the trail is well-marked. 
However, west of Speen Street, 
many trees have been felled in 
a manner as to obstruct 
passage through the area. The 
route then intersects Collidge 
Street just south of 
Meadowbrook Road and 
continues west across Course 
Brook. At this point, a stone 
housing has been erected over 
a culvert. Some distance to the 
west the embankment 
disappears and the conduit 
crosses to the south of a 
railroad line. The route ends at 
a fenced pasture on the 
Framingham line. 

(The trail guide was

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Institute. Here it is necessary 
to climb a low rail fence and 
follow d dirt trail through a 
stretch ot dense woods. 

In this region the gound over 
the conduit is level, so that the 
route is obscure. In about a 
quarter of a mile, the dirt track 
emerges into a clearing and 
continues to the right when the 
route appears to fork. The 
embankment reappears just 
before the route crosses Great 
Plain Avenue (Rout 135). 
Across Great Plain Avenue the 
aqueduct passes just north of 
the Wellesley incinerator and 
continues toward the in¬ 
tersection of Benvenue Avenue 
and Cartwright Road. The 
surface of the embankment is 
paved with asphalt as the route 
traverses the large grassy 
plain around Fuller Brook. 


duit crosses the southern edge 
of the Wellesley College 
campus where the em¬ 
bankment is covered by a lawn 
and traverses a beautifully 
landscaped area. Just before 
Washington S-.reet (Route 16), 
the lawn is replaced by a 
thicket, the route emerging 
about 50 yards north of Pond 
Avenue. 

Through Natick the route 
extends 2.9 miles from 
Washington street (in 
Wellesley) to Everett Street. 
Although the aqueduct tunnels 
beneath two hills in Natick, 
interesting trails can be 
negotiated following the route 
of the conduit, thus avoiding 
extensive detours on town 
streets.

Women's war 
on rape

NEW YORK UPI - The General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs has declared its own war, the war on rape. 

•‘This should be no hush-hush thing,” said Mrs. Carroll 
E. Mary Kathareine Miller, the new president of the 11- 
million-member international federation that calls itself 
the world’s largest organization of woman. 

"Statistics show rape cases on the increase, no matter 
what the size of the community,” said Mrs. Miller, who now 
calls Charleston, W.Va., and Missoula, Mont., home. 

Officially the program, begun as Mrs. Miller took office 
for two years, is called "Woman Against Rape WAR. 

"We need citizen action groups throughout the country 
to stop the rising incidence,” she said. "We are going to 
train groups of women in every community through our 
state federation, our district and local clubs, who will at¬ 
tend court when rape cases are heard to give moral support 
to victims. 


"Everyone who reads newspapers knows that rape 
victims often are ruthlessly grilled in courts and ironically 
their reputations are frequently impugned so that many 
victims no longer will report the crime and make their 
private humiliation a public affair. 

"We want to change the laws. Today, while the victim’s 
sexual history becomes an open book in the courtroom, the 
defendant’s criminal record is not admissable in rape 
cases. And, as there rarely are witnesses, the case pits the 
word of the victim against that of the defendant.” 

Mrs. Miller cited the work done by clubmembers in 
Indianapolis. They go to court "by the hundreds” to support 
women. 

"As far as I can determine, Indiana is the only state 
where no convicted rapist can be given a suspended sen¬ 
tence,” she continued. "We want to see this legislation 
enacted across the country.” 

Accordingly, the federation will propose that its 15,000 
clubs in the United States adopt a resolution proposing that 
>t be mandatory for a convicted rapist to serve time. 

The federation also has programs to fight alcoholism 
and drug abuse; to promote highway safety and make seat 
belts mandatory, and to improve decaying downtown 
areas. 

Other major activities include work with the New York 
Stock Exchange to teach women the rudiments of finance, 
especially in the area of wills and estate settlements; in 
conservation, a "Brighten the Night” program for better 
street lighting as a crime deterrent; a "Justice for 
Juveniles” programs; support of the Equal Rights 
Amendment many men are federation members, and 
promotion of the bicentennial. 


Public records: a new dawn

Monday, July 1, was the dawn of a new 
day for Massachusetts citizens and for their 
state and local government. On that day the 
Massachusetts Freedom of Information Act 
— Chapter 1050 of the Acts of 1973 — took 
effect. 

Citizens who know that "information is 
power” will hail the arrival of July 1,1974, for 
the nrew rights they will be branted to 
examine the records of their government. The 
availability of governmental record made or 
held by officials has been making almost 
daily headlines in connecetion with the 
Watergate investigation and has raised the 
"freedom of information ” issue in a general 
way. 

But the citizen’s "right ot know” is 
critical also in terms of his state and local 


government, the decisions of which have so 
much impact on his daily life. A study con¬ 
ducted by Mass Public Interest Research 
Group (PIRG) East, released in April 1973, 
and entitled “That The Be Informed,” 
prefaced their examination into the 
availability of official records in 
Massachusetts appropriately: “Reliable 
Information is the lifeblood of a democratic 
society. Without it, freedom will perish, and 
democracy will devolve to despotism.” 

The Massachusetts Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act, based on the concept of the 
Federal Freedom of Information Act of 1966, 
totally reverses Massachusetts law on public 
records and erases court interpretations of 
the old law. That law had a s it s basic 
premise the presumption that record were 
private. The citizen, who had the burden of 
proof, could overcome tha) presumption only 
by showing that the record was required by

law to be made or required by law to be 
received for filing. Doubt was resolved in 
favor of the custodian of the record. 

The old law’s definition of “public 
records” was tested in the courts by citizens 
and by the press. The most celebrated case 
testing that definition through its editor, 
Thomas F. Sleeper (now editor of the 
Brookline Chronicle-Citizen), who questioned 
whether or not under existing law the arrest 
register and daily log of the local police were 
public records. The Supreme Judicial Court’s 
decision, Town Crier Inc. v. Chief of Police of 
Weston (1972), held that, under the statutory 
definition of "public records,” the records 
sought were not public because a record kept 
by a public officer or employee is a public 
record only if the entries contained therein 
were made pursuant to a requirement of law 
and that there was no such statutory duty 
upon the police to keep and make entries in 



the arrest register and daily log (and thus the I 
court did not need too reach and possible I 
privacy arguments). 

The Massachusetts Freedom of Infor-I 
mation Act makes clear for the first time in I 
Massachusetts law, be redefining "public 
records,” that the papers and records of state 
and local government and also of the powerful 
public authorities like the Massachusetts Port 
Authority, and the MBTA, are presumed to be 
public unless one of a small list of carefully 
and narrowly defined exemptions applies 

Under the Act, "public records” means 
"all books, papers, maps, photographs, 
recorded tapes, financial statements, 
statistical tabulations, or other documentary 
materials or data, regardless of physical 
form or characteristics made or received” by 
various governmental bodies. The exemp¬ 
tions only serve to exclude from public view 
those materials where there is some unique 
justification for secrecy. For example, these 
include internal personnel and medical files, 
matters involving individual memoranda or 
letters relating or intra-agency memoranda 
or letters relating to policy positions being 
developed by the agency but not including 
reasonably completed factual studies or 
reports on which the development of such 
policy positions has been or may be based, 
certain investigatory materials necessarily 
compiled out of the public view by law en¬ 
forcement or other investigatory officials, 
and trade secrets. 

The reversal of the definition of "public 
records” is the cornerstone of the new law. 
Equally significant, with the new definition 
comes a reversal of the burden of proof. The 
citizen need know no longer that some statute 
makes a record public. The custodian must 
know the exemptions and claim one or more 
of them serve to make the record sought not a 
public record. If the public official or agency 
refuses a request for access to information, 
the citizen denied access may seek a writ of 
mandamus in the superior court. The act 
makes clear how the burden of proof has 
changed — "in any court proceeding there 
shall be a presumption that the record sought 
is public, and the burden shall be upon the 
custodian to prove with specificity the 
exemption which applies.” 

So truly the sun shone brighter for 
Massachusetts citizens on July 1. Those who 
firmly believe that a government like ours 
that depends upon the will and the voice of the 
people will survive only if the people have the 
right and the power to know what their 
government is doing will hail this new day. A 
government which claims it governs with the 
consent of the people but withholds the in¬ 
formation people need to make informed 
judgments doe not, no matter how much self- 
convincing it does, benefit itself nor make a 
responsive or stable government, but in the 
end helps bring about its own downfall. The 
strength of a democratic government must 
rest with an enlightened people. 

Represenative John A. Buslnger is the 
sponsor of the Massachusetts Freedom of 
Information Act and fought for three years 
for its passage into law.

Living cost top issue 
in Governor campaign 

If Governor Francis W. Sargent is defeated for reelection 
next November, as the polls presnetly indicate he may be, a 
major factor contributing to his downfall will be one over which 
he has virtually no control whatever. 

A survey directed by the writer produced the somewhat 
surprising conclusion that the top issue in Sarge’s campaign will 
be the high cost of living. 

That problem is of far greater concern to most people than the 
Watergate mess, of which many people are becoming weary and 
even bored. 

The rising price of just about everything is a tremendous 
worry for elderly and retired persons living on fixed incomes who 
are unable to stretch their budgets beyond a point, are forced to 
scrimp, sacrifice, and do without some necessities of life. 

Their resentment is directed at just about everyone holding 
public office—even though some of their targets may not be 
responsible in any way for the inflation and the staggering cost of 
just existing. 
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It is aimed at Republicans more than Democrats, but many of 
the people hit hardest by this condition feel that neither political 
party has distinguished itself by its efforts to help them. 

Of course, it is much too early to count out Governor Sargent. 
He has a political bounce and resilience. He has more than three 
months in which to regain some of his lost popularity, and he has 
shown an ability to do that in the past. 

Governor Sargent’s reelectiou chances dropped sharply 
during the critical gasoline shortage last winter as automobile 
operators fumed while they waited in long lines to fill the tanks of 
their cars or wasted precious gasoline driving around looking for 
a filling station where the tanks were in operation. 

As the gasoline shortage eased in the early spring, Sarge’s 
political stock rose again. Then it suddenly slumped in May and 
the early part of June. 

Now it appears that Sarge will be in trouble, particularly if 
Attorney General Robert H. Quinn is his election opponent. 

The reason for that latter statement is that political analysts 
believe there are issues the Sargent camp could use effectively 
against former State Representative Michael Dukakis. 

Polls at the present time show that Dukakis would defeat 
Sargent if the two were matched together, possibly by an even 
larger margin than would Quinn. 

But veteran political observers consider that Dukakis is 
vulnerable to attack and expect that he will lose support when the 
spotlight of public attention is focused on his record while he w-as 
a member of the Legislature. 

Recent polls showed Quinn leading Dukakis by about six 
percentage points in their race for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. That margin probably will build up when the campaign 
moves into its critical stages. 

Governor Sargent has encountered some unfavorable 
developments in the last few weeks which have knocked him off 
stride and set him back. 

The order by Judge W. Arthur Garrity, Jr., that the state plan 
for reducing racial imbalance in Boston public schools be carried 
out next September, was a bad break for the Governor. 

Sarge had advanced a proposal thut voluntary busing be 
substituted for forced busing. His hi j seemed to have enough 
merit at least to give it a trial even though it had not worked out in 
other cities. But Garrity’s decision knocked it out 

Up to the time Judge Garrity made his ruling, Sarge was 
picking up some support in Boston from parents who are violently 
opposed to having their small sons and daughters bused to schools 
outside their home neighborhoods. 

As the public reaction subsided after Judge Garrity’s finding, 
Governor Sargent was being called a racist by some Black 
leaders. (The charge is unfounded.) And white parents were 
criticizing him for not intervening to curb the high-handed 
methods of officials in the State Department of Education. 

Sarge has problems on every side, and the signs indicate they 
will increase rather than diminish. 


Brooke pal violates 
law in Governor race 

A number of persons high in the organization of Senator 
Edward W. Brooke are convinced that Brooke’s political interests 
would best be served if Governor Francis W. Sargent is defeated 
for reelection next November. 

Brooke himself has declared that he is neutral in the fight 
between Governor Sargent and former State Commerce Com¬ 
missioner Carroll Sheehan for the Republican nomination for 
Governor. 

He has asserted that he will support the primary winner in the 
final election. 

That in itself is a rather unusual attitude for a Republican 
U.S. Senator to take toward a Republican Governor in his home 
state. 

When Governor Endicott Peabody was challenged by the then 
Lieutehant Governor Francis X. Bellotti in the 1964 Democratic 
primary, Senator Edward M. Kennedy publicly supported 
Peabody and urged his nomfihation even though Ted was 
hospitalized with a borken back at the time. 

Ted Kennedy knew, as presumably does Edward Brooke, that 
it is an accepted political fact that if a sitting Governor is rejected 
and repudiated by his own party in a primary, that party faces 
almost certain disaster in the subsequent election. 

Some people close to Brooke point out privately that if 
Sargent were defeated for reelection next autumn, Brooke would 
be the undisputed leader of the Massachusetts delegation to the 
1976 Republican national convention and hL> only Bay State 
adversary for a place on the GOP national ticket would be former 
U.S. Attorney General Elliot Richardson. 

But they have been clumsy in manifesting their hostility to 
Sargent, and they are taking a gamble that the resentment, which 
is certain to flare up against Brooke in the Kepublhan party if 
Surge is defeated, will be forgotten by 1976. 

That might not be the case. Republicans don’t forgive and 
forget as quickly as Democrats. They nurse grudges and 
grievances and prolong their feuds. 

Subject of much discussion in GOP circles is the fact that 
Albert A. Gammal, Jr., for years one of Brooke’s top political 
lieutenants and now the regional head of the federal government's 
General Services Administration, is supporting Carroll Sheehan 
against Governor Sargent. 

Brooke, of course, got Gammal the job. In case you are 
woudering, Brooke lias been able to work both sides of the 
political street He has done very well at getting patronage from 
the Nixon administration while at the same time blasting Nixon 
and calling for his resignation. 

Democrats usually aren’t that subtle. When a Democrat takes 
aim and fires at the leader of his party, that invariably marks the 
end of diplomatic relations between the two. 

Actually, Gammal is violating the law when he involves 
himself in a contest for the Governorship. As a federal employee, 


he is prohibited by the Hatch Act from participating in a partisan 
election campaign. But with the protection and support of Brooke, 
Gammal apparently doesn’t have to worry about the Hatch Act. 

In fact, it seems that the only persons who have to concern 
themselves about the law are those close to President Nixon. 
Senator Hubert H. Humphry and Congressman Wilbur Mills 
recently were requested to appear before the Watergate Com¬ 
mittee for questioning concerning alleged illegal campaign 
contributions. They ended that probe by flatly refusing to submit 
to interrogation. 

When Edward W. Brooke was elected U.S. Senator, he 
pledged that he would represent all the people in Massachusetts. 
He could start doing that by instructing his friend, Albert Gam¬ 
mal, to cooperate with wither the State or the City of Boston by 
turning over the Boston Nayal Shipyard at no cost. 

After all ; we are supposed to be friends, not ememies. 
Gammal could be thrown out on his ear a little more than two 
years from now, and possibly sooner. Meanwhile, some of the 
people in the Sargent camp might blow the whistle on him for his 
illegal politicing. 


Cong. Studds explains

"I do not support a Constitutional Amendment to prohib 
abortion, I believe it best not to take this course because tl 
proposed amendments to the Constitutionnare even moi 
restrictive than our own former Massachusetts law—in that th< 
would prohibit the procedure in all instances whatsoever—even 
the event of rape or incest and possibly even in cases where tl 
life of the mother is endangered by the continuation of tl 
pregnancy. 

“As you know, this is a deeply personal and highly co 
troversial area—with many sincere Americans holding stror 
convictions on both sides. At Senate hearings, leaders of 01 
major religions testified eloquently on both sides of the questio

Hospital and medical costs 
have climbed faster than most 
other expenses in the last 
decade. Fortunately, the

Unless you 
have been disabled for more 
than two years, you must be 65 
and eligible for Social Security 
benefits to qualify for Part A.

To help the elderly un¬ 
derstand what health benefits 1 
are available, the American .

The Medicare program 
consists of two parts. Part A 
covers most hospital costs, 
including a semi-private room, 
general nursing care, lab tests 


is open to most persons 65 and 
over, regardless of whether 
they are covered by Social 
Security. But some persons fail 
to join Part B because of a $6.30 
monthly fee (scheduled to go to 
$6.70 in July, 1974) or because 
they subscribe to some other 
health maintenance plan. 

Part B covers treatment in a 
hospital, doctor’s office or your 
home and includes part-time 
nursing care and the rental or 
purchase of prescribed 
equipment such as wheel 


chairs or hospital type bed. 
Generally it does not cover 
routine shots or checkups, or 
drugs, eyeglasses, hearing 
aids, etc. 

It is necessary to sign up for 
Medicare three months before 
coverage begins, so if you are 
nearing 65, it wise to enroll 
three months in advance of 
your birthday so that you will 
be covered from the earliest 
possible moment. 

While the financial resources 
of most elderly citizens are 
sharply lower than what they 
were earlier in life, there are a 
number of offsetting com¬ 
pensations available that let 
them keep more of what they 
received. The American 
Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants urges all retirees 
and their families to take full 
advantage of these op¬ 
portunities. 

The Institute also em¬ 


phasizes that the suggestions 
and reminders offered in these 
three articles do not describe 
all the requirements that may 
be necessary for utilizing the 
options mentioned. In some 
cases, where procedures are 
complicated, professional 
assistance may be advisable.

Public transportation can be 
uncrowded, clean, and ef- 
' ficient. It can even be 
luxurious. 

According to the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association, your local 
Christmas Seal agency, this 
spring the federal government 
unwrapped a model of the “bus 
of the future.” The sleek, soft- 
riding vehicle sported huge 
panoramic windows, which 
were thrjee-feet high and ran 
' the entire length of the bus. 
doors were plenty wide enough 
to enter comfortable. And the 
floor was only 17 inches above 
the curb, half as high as in 
standard buses, making it 
faster and easier to board as 
well as less of a hassle for 
elderly and disabled people. 

According to riders, the trip 
was quiet and soft, a bit 
bumpier than even-railed 
commuter trains but smoothe 
enough to read newspapers and 
enjoy it. In addition to com¬ 
fortable, upholstered seats, 
there was wall-to-wall car¬ 
peting. Not a bad way to go. 

Major companies submitted 


designs for the model, the first 
new bus design in this country 
in more than 15 years. It took 
three years and $26 million to 
finance the project. 

For one year, the bus will be 
driven hard in the Arizona 
desert. And it will face the 
hazards of the big city too. 
Identical models will be sent to 
New York, Miami, Seattle, and 
Kansas City this summer. The 
buses, which won’t cost much 
more than current models, 
probably won’t be ready for the 
boarding public until 1977. 
Hopes are that they will lure 
motorists away from their cars 
and cut down air pollution. 

Car exhaust is the major 
contributor to polluted air. And 
improved public tran¬ 
sportation can help lick the 
pollution problem. Decreasing 
the number of cars on the road 
— by organizing car pools or 
substituting bicycles whenever 
possible — is another way to 
attack the problem.

Components that start out as 
addrbn equipment by per¬ 
formance buffs sometimes end 
up as standard equipment on 
the family automobile—but for 
different reasons. The elec¬ 
tronic ignition systems that are 
standard equipment on many 
of today’s automobiles—and 
will be standard on most of the 
1975 models—are a good 
example. 

These units originally were 
installed by performance buffs 
because standard ignition 
components could not produce 
the strong spark required by 
competition engines which turn 
at much higher revolutions per 
minute. 

While the performance 
requirements of your family 
car’s engine differ from a 
racing-type engine, electronic 
ignition systems benefit 
everyone by providing in¬ 
creased gas milage, longer 
intervals between tuneups and 
lower exhaust emissions. 

Conventional ignition 
systems utilize a mechanical 
switch—commonly called 
“points”—which is activated 
by a rotating cam located 


inside the distributor. As the 
points open and close, a very 
high electrical current ix 
produced by another com¬ 
ponent in the system—the 
coil—which functions like a 
transformer. This electrical 
jolt travels along the spark 
plug wire to the spark plug, 
where it jumps a small air gap 
at the tip of the plug, creating 
the spark that ignites the air- 
fuel mixture inside the 
cylinder. 

The points are subject to 
mechanical wear and 
deterioration and must be 
adjusted and replaced 
periodically, otherwise the 
engine will run less efficently 
or misfire. In addition to 
wasting gasiline, engine 
misfire typically increases 
exhaust emissions tenfold. 

Most electronic ignition 
systems eliminate the points 
by substituting electronic 
switching device^. Since these 
components do jiot wear, the 
engine “holds fits tune” for 
much longer iiArvals. 

These systems typically 
generate a morfc powerful and 
longer duratioi spark. This 
allows for mire complete 
burning of the air-fuel mixture, 
resulting in bftter economy 


and reduced emissions. The 
increased capacity of some 
electronic ignition systems 
also helps to fire fouled spark 
plugs and start flooded 
engines.

Watch out 
for children 
on bicycles 

Vacation for more than 
977,000 Massachusetts 
elementary school children, 
particularly those with 
bicycles, will mean six hours of 
additional daylight exposure to 
the perils of crowded 
highways, the Insurance 
Information Institute warns in 
a safety reminder to parents 
and motorists. 

The Institute cited statistics 
of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, showing that the 
highest incidence of pedestrian 
and bicycling deaths and in¬ 
juries among children of school 
age involves those between the 
ages of five and 14. 

Records for 1972, latest 
available complete year, show 
that 49 children in this age 
group were killed as 
pedestrians on Massachusetts 
highways, while 1,937 were 
injured. In addition, 14 children 
were killed while riding 
bicycles and 1,488 were in¬ 
jured. 

Parents are asked to make 
sure their children are familiar 
with the road before allowing 
them to ride bikes on public 
ways. The Institute cautions 
motorists to always give 
cyclists the right of way and to 
approach and pass children on 
the highway with caution.

Cicadas have popped up on 
Cape Cod in such numbers that 
the natives insist the insects’ 
whirring song can be heard 
above the roar of the traffic. 

One must keep in mind, of 
course, that this is an early 
estimate or. the decibels. The 
roar of traffic had not rached 
the Fourth of July crest when 
experienced listeners made the 
test. 

The cicada is the “17-year 
locust”, a winged, one-inch 
long insect that vaguely 
resembles a house fly. Both the 
males and females have drums 
on their abdomens, but only the 
males tune up and buzz. If the 
females also buzzed, one might 
have difficulty hearing the 6 
p.m. news on television 
duringa bmper crop year for 
cicadas, such as this one. 

Cicadas always have in¬ 
terested naturalists not 
because they have a loud, 
monotonous song, but because 
in many ways they are un¬ 
typical insects. The caggage 
aphid, for instance, has 16 
generations in a summer and 
each generation results in an 
average of 41 young. To make 
matters worse, all 41 usually 
are females and they 
reproduce without being fer¬ 
tilized directly. So an aphid in , 
one summer could have 
1,560,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 
descendants! Theoretically, 
that is. Thank heavens 
predatory insects cut 
wholesale swaths through the 
aphid packs. 

But the female cicada flies to 
the twigs of a tree and inserts 
fewer than 500 eggs. And that is 
it for the cicada for the next 17 
years! The young hatch, drop 
from the twigs, burrow un¬ 
derground and for 17 years 
rummage around, chomping 
on tree roots and the like. Then 
they take their turn in the sun, 
and Cape Codders hear another 
massive serenade for a few 
weeks. 

There are two things in that 
formula that are unusual for 
insects: they usually lay more 
eggs in a lifetime (termites 
may lay 6000 to 7000 daily), and 
few i sects live so long. 

One would think that the slow 
breeding rate would imperil 
the future of the cicada. Yet, as 
Cape Codders can testify, the 
insects are astonishingly 
successful. Entomologists 
have counted as many as 40,000 
cicadas emerging from the soil 
from beneath the limb-spread 
of one large tree. The holes 
through which they emerged 
were so dose together that 
they averaged 84 per square 
foot. 

Not all cicadas require 17 
years in which to complete the 
cycle from egg to egg. A few do 
it in three or four years. And 
there is more than one 
population of 17-year cicadas, 
so a different population may 
complete its 17-year cycle in 
three or four years from 1974. 

It is unfortunate that cicadas 
were misnamed “lucusts” for 
they are not the locusts that 
scouraged the earth in Biblical 
days—and still scourge the 
Middle East. ±

Due to the number of queries 
generated by our previous 
column on interstate land 
sales, it was deemed wor¬ 
thwhile to devote another 
entire column to this subject. 

Q. My husband and I have 
been invited to a dinner party 
at a local hotel by a lareg out- 
of-state land development 
company. Gan you give us 
some clues to potential 
deceptions we might be on the 
look-out for? 

A. Your question might be 
answered better by listing 
what selling practices a 
reliable sales firm would 
avoaid: 

1) Concelaing or 
misrepresenting facts about 
current and resale values. 

2) Failing to honor refund 
promises or agreements. 

3) Misrepresenting facts 
about the subdividion relating 
to legal title, claims against it, 
latent dangers such as swamps 
or cliffs, unusual physical 
features, such as poor 
drainage, restrictions on use, 
or lack of necessary facilities 
and utilities. 

4) Failing to execute the 
subdivision as planned. 

5) Failing to deliver deeds, 
title insurance policies. 

6) Subjecting potential 
customers to Abusive treat¬ 
ment and high pressure sales 
tactics. 

7) Failing to make good 
inducements such as free 
vacations, gifts, etc. 

8) Participating in "Bait and 
Switch” tactics whereby lots 
are advertised at extremely 
low prices and then pressure 
the shopper to buy one that is 
much more expensive. 

9) Failing to grant rights 
under the Interstate Land 
Sales Full Disclosure Act. 

Q. Supposing I were a con¬ 
sumer who feels he was 
deceived by one of those In¬ 
terstate land sales companies, 
where could I turn for help? 

A. There are several places 
to go for assistance such as: 

Housing and Urban 
Development Agency, Office of 
Interstate Land Sale 
Registration, 451 Seventh 
Street, S.W., Washington D.C. 
20410; or Boston Regional 
Office, Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission, 150 Causeway Street, 
Boston, Mass. 02114. Phone - 
617-223-6621. 

Then there is your State 
Attorney General or your State 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs or your local Better 
Business Bureau. 

Q. Have there been any at¬ 
tempts at self-regulations by 
these land sales firms? 

A. Yes. There is an American 
Land Development Association 
(ALDA). They have adopted a 
10 point code of ethics which 
support full disclosure. 
Unfortunately, ALDA has 


approximately 500 members of 
the stlmatod 10,000. None of the 
larger companies are included. 
Since ALDA has no effective 


sanctions, the aggrieved 
consumer is better off seeking 
help from federal or state 
agencies or a private attorney.

Green plant 
ideal for 
picture window 

If your home has a large 
picture window that lets the 
sun shine in, you may have an 
unnecessary energy problem. 

If the sun shines through that 
window you have what 
amounts to a "greenhouse” 
inside, with temperatures far 
higher than they need be. That 
means your air conditioner will 
be working overtime, using 
energy you would really rather 
not spare. 

The American Assn, of 
Nurserymen suggests a novel 
remedy — a green, growing 
awning of leafy vines to 
screenout the sun’s rays. The 
way they describe it, it sounds 
like a fairly simple project. 

Put up a trellis, they instruct, 
coming out horizontally from 
the roof overhang above the 
window. Train your deciduous 
twining vines on that trellis, 
und after a couple of growing 
seasons you will have an 
atrractive and highly practical 
addition to your home. 

The nurserymen suggest you 
select a deciduous vine for this 
purpose because its leaves will 
fall off when winter comes to 
let the sun stream in through 
the window to save on heating 
energy It’s an awning that 
natuic herself adjusts to meet 
your heating and cooling

Dimitri's suit and coat 


Fall heralds the 
country gentleman

“The man of fashion this fall will find his search well 
rewarded with men’s wear fashions to suit his individual 
needs. In addition to a collection of hats and overcoats, 
there is heavy concentration on tailored clothing. Fully 
constructed two and three piece suits, though seen as the 
rising young star in today’s new fashions, will not replace 
the classic suit.” So spoke Chip Tolbert, Fashion Director of 
the Men’s Fashion Association at the opening seminar of 
MFA’s four-day Press Preview of Men’s Fall-Winter 
Fashions held in the turn-of-century Monmouth Hotel in 
beautiful Spring Lake, New Jersey. 

Pierre Cardin, the world famous French designer, was 
present for the opening of the press preview of fall fashions. 
Cardin, credited with revolutionizing men’s fashion, has 
two basic concerns: the man’s idea of himself, and his 
desire for an understanding of dressing for different moods 
and moments in time. 

Cardin designs for the contemporary man (who can 
afford his fashions)-this man, claims the designer, “rarely 
goes to bed taking off the same clothes he wore that mor¬ 
ning”. Cardin blends his futuristic vision with a rare sense 
of taste and fit as well as his love for new and luxurious 
fabrics and materials. 

Shaped Clothing sustains the classic Cardin fit with 
prominent shoulders and suppressed waist. Pants are plain 
fronted or forward tucked, sometimes full and always 
flaring slightly from knee to trouser bottom. He also con¬ 
centrates on slope shoulders, slightly narrower lapels, 
somewhat shorter jackets with different vent treatments. 

Another European designer highlighting the men’s 
fashion scene is Piero Dimitri, winner of the 1973 Coty 
Fashion Award in Menswear Design. After working as 
apprentice to top European designers, he will be Design 
Consultant for all Michaels-Stern lines as well as stylist for 
the “Dimitri for Michaels-Stern line. Lester Frankenstein, 
president of the 125 year old firm feels confident that 
Dimitri will inject creative vitality into menswear ’74.

THE COAT STORY: Lots of camel, loden green, navy 
and tweeds. Such as: the golden-camel wool tweed single 
breasted fly-front topcoat with fly front closing, epaulets 
and buckle free tab s.

Here it is for those who missed it when 
it was printed in 1969. 

AUNT GERT’S STRAWBERRY 

WHIPPED CREAM PIE 
WITH GLAZE 

Prepare and bake a 10-inch pie crust. Cool. Whip 4 pint 
heavy cream and pile into crust-smooth out. Have ready 2 
bought sponge layer cakes. . . put 1 layer on top of the 
whipped cream. Slice the second layer and fill in spaces. 
You’ll need 2 pints strawberries. Reserve 1 cup of 
strawberries. Wash, dry and stand up remaining 
strawberries on top of layer cake. Make the following glaze 
and spoon carefully over strawberries: 

STRAWBERRY GLAZE 

1 cup strawberries, crushed 

1 cup sugar 

2 heaping teaspoons arrowroot 


Onc-thlrd cup water 

3-4 drops red food color 

Combine crushed strawberries and sugar. Combine 
arrowroot and water and mix well. Combine strawberries 
and arrowroot mixture and cook until thick-add 3-4 drops 
red food color - do not allow to boil. Spoon carefully over 
strawberries. Refrigerate for 2 hours before serving. 
Serves 10 

Mrs. T.A., Norwood has sent in an unusual relish which 
she serves with barbecued meat or poultry. Yummm, 
delicious! 

MELON-PIMIENTO RELISH 

1 cup cider vinegar 

1 cup granulated sugar 

2 teaspoons whole allspice 

1 teaspoon whole cloves 

2 jars (4 oz. ea.) pimientos, drained and diced 

1 cup finely chopped cantaloupe 

1 cup finely chopped green pepper 

4 cup finely chopped onion 

Combine vinegar, sugar, allspice and cloves. Bring to 
boiling point. Boil gently about 15 minutes. Strain liquid. 
Discard spices. Combine pimientos, cantaloupe, green 
pepper and onion. Pour vinegar mixture over cantaloupe 
mixture. Refrigerate, covered, overnight or longer. Serve 
with meat or poultry. Makes about 3 cups. 

Question: We attended a very informal brunch lately 
and the hostess served a most unusual omelet. . . though 
I’ve asked her many times since then for the recipe, she 
keeps telling me that she can’t find it. So, I’m asking you if 
you ever heard of an omelet that has cooked fine noodles 
and cheese in it.

CHEESY NOODLE OMELET 

8 eggs 

1 teaspoon salt 

Vh teaspoon pepper 

2 cups noodles (fine) cooked

2 tablespoons chopped green pepper 

1 tablespoon chopped pimlcnto 

2 tablespoons butter, melted 


In a bowl beat eggs with salt and pepper. Stir in 
noodles, cheese, green pepper and piminento. In large 
covered skillet melt butter; pour in egg mixture. Cover and 
cook over medium heat for 15-20 minutes or until set. Do not 
stir.

Make ice cream mix and chill. Use 
packaged crushed ice to give the ice cream 
finer texture. If you start with a block of ice or 
cubes, chip ice from block; place in a canvas- 
type bag and crush with mallet or hammer. 
Pour chilled mix into freezer can, filling it no 
more than two-thirds full to leave room for 
expansion. I^ayer ice and salt 1 cup salt to 2 
quarts ice, until tub is tightly packed. To 
harden ice cream: carefully remove cover, 
left out dasher and scrape ice cream back into 
the can. Pour off brine and pack container 
with more salt and crushed ice in same 
proportions. Cover with towels or newspapers 
to insulate; let stand 1 hour to harden.

Cool ice cream sodas 


For centuries the most popular dessert, 
especially in the summertime, has been ice 
cream. 


Frozen desserts trace their ancestry to 
the time of Charles I of England over 300 
years ago. The king’s French chef came up 
with “frozen milk” that so pleased the king 
that he pensioned his chef with 500 pounds a 
year and swore him to secrecy about the 
recipe. 


Forerunners of frozen desserts graced the 
table of Louis XIV, where they were 
described as “delicious sweetmeat, cold and 
compact as marble”. Ice cream made the 
society pages when Dolly Madison was the 
First Ixidy...she served strawberry ice cream 
to the delight and amazement of her guests. 


Today ice cream is an American favorite 
and it’s easy to see why. No other food is so 
rich in flavor, refreshing in taste or can be 
served with such a minimum of effort, and 
speaking of effort, though it does take a bit of 
doing, many people are discovering the 
pleasure of making their own ice cream. It’s 
fun to make in your own kitchen, using either 
the ice cube tray of your refrigerator or an 
electric (or hand-cranked) freezer. 

With so many ice cream flavors available 
today, vanilla remains the most popular. If 
you would like to “guild the lilly” try any one 
of the following toppings for a real treat: 

VANILLA ICECREAM TOPPINGS 

Pour warmed maple syrup over vanilla 
ice cream and sprinkle salted almonds on 
top...or, Combine equal parts of whole 
cranberry sauce and marslunaliow cream 
and spoon over vanilla ice cream...or, spoon 
canned warm applesauce over vanilla ice 
cream and add a dash or two of ground nut¬ 
meg...or, in a saucepan combine 4 cup 
bourbon, 4 cup light cream, 4 cup corn 
syrup and simmer gently for 20 minutes. 
Serve warm over ice cream or store in 
covered container in refrigerator and serve 
chilled. Makes about 2 cups delicious sauce 

There are two methods of making ice 
cream at home. The hand-cranked or electric 
freezers produce a fine textured cream 
because air is beaten into the freezing mix¬ 
ture by the dasher. To make the churn type 
ice cream, follow manufacturer’s directions. 
The following is a checklist for successful 
homemade ice cream: 


FRENCH VANILLA 
ICECREAM 

4 egg yolks 

1 cup sugar 

V 4 teaspoon salt 

2 cups milk 

1 vanilla bean split lengthwise or 2 
tablespoons pure vanilla extract 

2 cups heavy cream 

For crank type freezer method: In top 
part of double boiler, beat egg yolks with 
sugar and salt. Thoroughly blend in milk; if 
using vanilla bean, add now. (To use vanilla 
bean, remove and scrape inside part into 
custard mixture.) Cook, stirring constantly 
over hot, not boiling water until thick and 
mixture coats a metal spoon. Remove from 
heat; cover with waxed paper, touching 
surface of custard; chill. Stir in cream and 
vanilla extract (if used). Pour into freezer 
container of ice cream maker. Insert dasher; 
put on lid and fit into crank unit. Pack freezer 
alternately with crushed ice and coarse salt 
(see above checklist tips). If using hand 
crank, turn until it turns with difficulty. 
Remove container and carefully clean lid- 
remove dasher and pour ice cream into a 
large freezer container to within 4 inch from 
top. Cover well and freeze 3 hours or longer. 
FOR REFRIGERATOR METHOD: Make 
custard as above and cool, but do not stir in 
cream. Pour cooled custard into ice cube tray 
without cube divider, freeze until mushy and 
partially frozen, about 1 hour. Whip cream 
until soft peaks form; turn partially frozen 
custard into chilled bowl and beat until 
smooth. Fold in whipped cream. Pour into 2 
large freezer contains to within 4 inch from 
top. Cover and freeze 3 hours or longer, 
stirring often during first hour. Makes 1 
quart. FRUIT ICE CREAM-Add 2 cups 
pureed strawberries, raspberries, peaches or 
crushed pineapple. PEANUT BRITTLE ICE 
CREAM — 2 cups crushed peanut brittle. 
Prepare French Vanilla Ice Cream; after 
adding cream stir in one of the above 
variations. 


APPLE BLOSSOM 
ICE CREAM SODA 
2 cups apple juice 
1 pint peach or vanilla ice cream 
Pour one-half cup cold apple juice into 
each of four 10-ounce glasses. Divide ice 
cream equally among glasses; fill with 
chilled ginger ale and stir gently. Makes 4 
servings.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (UPI) 
— A computer that reads, and 
talks, once the figment of 
writers of science fiction, is 
now a reality. 

Engineers at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) 
have developed a computer 
which can pronounce any word 
in the English language, or any 
string of words. 

Under the guidance of 
Associate Profm Jonathan 
Allen, the MIT engineers have 
programmed the computer so 
that it can pronounce any 
English word correctly, even if 
it has never encountered it 
before. 

The computer, much in the 
manner of humans, figures out 
the word by applying literally 
thousands of learned rules of 
pronunciation. And the voice 
which comes out of the loud¬ 
speaker atop the computer is 
completely nonhuman in 
origin, constructed by a model 
of the human vocal tract 
programmed into the com¬ 
puter. 

It is a far cry from the back- 
talking, troublesome “Hal” of 
the movie ‘‘Space Odyssey: 
2001,” but scientists have a 
history of eventually catching 
up with the imaginations of 
science fiction writers. 

The MIT talking computer 
speaks in flat, featureless 
tones, but the engineers are 
working on this aspect and are 
teaching it how to pause and 
inflect at the proper place in a 
sentence, and even to change 
the pronunciation of words 
according to how they are used 
in a sentence. 

Allen said the reading ma¬ 
chine project involved two 
primary problems —building a 
machine to scan and recognize 
printed matter and to trans¬ 
form it into computer 
language, and building a 
computer to transform the 
scanned text into un¬ 
derstandable speech. 

Both were solved by drawing 
on earlier efforts in MIT’s 
Research Laboratory of Elec¬ 
trics (RLE). This text-to- 
speech project began as part of 
an overall effort at RLE to 
build a machine to read to the 
blind, but one practical near¬ 
future application might be, 
Allen said, using a phone —in a 
library, for example —to dial 
up the computer and having 
the desired information 
automatically read to the 
caller. 

Allen said he and his 
colleagues avoided force-feed¬ 
ing the computer so that it 
would memorize all the words 
in the English language. 

‘‘We could have attempted to 
feed all the words in the 
English language into the 
computer’s memory, and in¬ 
structed the computer to 
match each word in a text with 
a pronunciation,” he said. But, 
he added, “this would have 
been unwise because the 
number of English words is 
enormous — several-hundred 
thousand -and because new 
words are constantly being 
invented. 

“It is much better to proceed 
from a basic understanding of 
the general linguistic rules of 
pronunciation,” he said. “The 
basic properties of English 
would be applicable for a much 
longer period than mere word 
lists.” 

Allen said a much simpler 
method was to use “morphs,” 


SEARSPORT, Maine (UPI)

A person gets served 
from an ancient, marble-top 
fountain that was salbaged 
from a nearby drug store. 
Lined up behind the fountain 
are metal paper-cup holders, 
“Coke” glasses and large glass 
soda containers. 

Completing the Victorian 
atmosphere are bent wood and 
wire chairs clustered around 
small antique tables. Children 
can purchase penny candy 
from an antique candy counter. 

“We’re very proud of our 
fountain,” said Mrs. Schofield. 
“There’s not that many 
around. Matter-of-fact, they 
are practically extinct.” 

The Schofields moved here 
several years ago from 
Rochester, N.Y., because ‘‘we 
wanted a change of pace and a 
way to get out of the rat race.” 
They started out with an an¬ 
tique shop but are selling it to 
devote fulltime to the ice 
cream parlor. 

“My husband had managed a 
large supermarket and the 
pressure was pretty great,” 
said Mrs. Schofield. “We 
decided to make the break and 
haven’t been sorry.” 

She and her husband found 
that by stocking sandwiches 
they could remain open year- 
round. “The tourist like it too,” 
she said. “I suppose part of it is 
the nostalgia thing. They like 
the way it looks with the Vic¬ 
torian furniture and the tin 
walls.” 

As a special treat for 
visitors, the Schofields have 
installed an old roller-type 
music box that plays eight 
different tunes. “They’re 
mostly Scottish and Irish 
tunes, but people seem to get a 
kick out of them.” 

The Schofields are sold on 
this historic sea port and 
probably hand out more free 
tourist information than the 
local gasoline station. 

About The Ice Cream Poar- 
lor: “We thought it would be a 
nice thing for the town. It is a 
little different—a special place 
to eatm” 


which make up all words. He 
said there are only about 11,000 
morphs. The computer, he 
said, can understand aot 10 
times that number of words by 
using morphs. 

To that Allen and his 
colleagues added some 400 
letter-to-sound rules and came 
up with a computer which 
would pronounce individual 
syllables strung together. And 
by drawing on rules of 
linguistics developed by many 
researchers, the engineers 
taught the computer how to 
combine the syllables into 
correctly pronounced words. 


HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) - 
Charles Garcia is trying to get 
the Connecticut National 
Guard to give an even break to 
the kind of guys he grew up 
with in Harlem —blacks and 
Hispanics. 

Garcia, a former Air Force 
captain, has been hired as the 
guard’s Equal Employment 
Opportunity officer to ensure 
that minorities have a fair 
chance for advancement in the 
state’s military. 

Garcia said, however, he 
doesn’t know just how far and 
fast his new bosses want him to 
push for equality. 

“I am still feeling my way 
around and I really don’t know 
to what extent they want me to 
do the job they hired me for,” 
said Garcia, a typical native of 
Cuba with blond hair and blue 
eyes. 

“Most of these military types 
are not really racist but just 
afraid of change,” he said. 

There is discrimination in 
the military, he saidn “but no 
more than in private business 
or the government.” 

Garcia has met with Connec¬ 
ticut National Guard Com¬ 
mander John F. Freund, a man 
Garcia says he respects. But so 
far, he said, his duties haven’t 
been defined. 

Earlier this year Freund 
announced that Connecticut 
Guardsmen would no longer 
carry weapons into civil dis¬ 
turbances until it is certain 
they have been fired upon. 

“He doesn’t seem to be 
afraid of change. He’s got a lot 
of guts and that decision of no 
weapons during riots shows 
he’s got guts,” he said. 

Garcia already has spotted a 
number of regulations he feels 
are biased, but he is waiting for 
a clarification of a rule he 
believes may bar him from 
taking action until a specific 
complaint has been filed. 

One such regulation, he said, 
prevents female civilian em¬ 
ployes of the Guard from rising 
above a certain salary unless 
they ljoin the Guard as 
members. 

Garcia said he would also 
like to become involved in 
recruiting work, especially 
with minorities, since the 
elimination of the draft has 
caused a sag in Guard 
enrollment. 

“The middle class guys who 
used to join the Guard to avoid 
doing full military service 
aren’t signing up any more,” 
he said. 

Minorities traditionally have 
gone into the Army where the 
prospects of leaving home and 


learning a skill have been 
powerful magnets, he said. 

Stepped up recruitment 
drives also may bring the 
Guard’s ethnic makeup in line 
with that of the rest of the 
state, he said. 

Two years ago, he said, there 
were less than 60 blacks, 
Hispanics and women in the 
Connecticut National Guard. 
He said the number has In¬ 
creased to more than 400 but 
still doesnt reflect a cross- 
section of the state’s 
population. 

Garcia said his recruitment 
activities will be aided by a 
number of public help projects 
lie has already discussed with 
members of the National 
Urban League. 

This year, disadvantaged 
children on their way to 
summer camp may be given 
free medical checkups by 
Guardsmen while children in 
Bridgeport’s Beardsley 
Terrace housing project may 
get a baseball field through the 
courtesy of the Guard. 

“This is the post-Kent State 
era of the National Guard,” 
said Garcia, referring to the 
killing of four students by 
Guardsmen during a 1970 riot 
at the Ohio school. 

Garcia, who was born in 
Havana, Cuba, was raised in 
New York City. He is a 
graduate of Fordham 
University and joined the Air 
Force in 1963. He was super¬ 
visor of a training academy in 
the Panama Canal Zone for 
South American Air Force 
officers. 

He, his wife and three 
children live in Bloomfield.

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electrical conduits, shabby 
paint. Remodeling can hide the 
evidence of the subterranean 
termite. 

"You may not have thought 
of this," Watson said, 'but your 
nice, new dropped ceiling and 
beautiful wall paneling are 

( going to hide many nooks and 
crannies from sight for good. 
I And these are just the kinds of 
| places where early signs of 
| termite infestation occur." 

| Such signs, he said, include 
' very tiny pellets, the ex- 
l crement of termites, which 
digest the cellulose content of 
| wood, paper, cardboard or 
i cloth; thin mud tubes on 
' basement walls or columns, 

I the "tunnels" termites use to 
get from the floor up to wood 
ceiling joists, window sills and 
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other wood parts of a house. 

The presence of tiny wings 
anywhere is something else to 
look for, Watson advised. 
"When termites settle in some 
place, usually in late spring or 
early summer, they don’t need 
their wings any more so they 
simply drop them and burrow 
in. After that, their presence is 
difficult to detect because they 
are silent, and they tunnel 
around totally concealed. 
They’re careful not to disturb 
the surface appearance of the 
wood, or box, or book they’re 
feeding on. A termite-eaten 4’ x 
4’ beam might look struc¬ 
turally sound, yet you can poke 
your finger into it." 

Inspection 

Watson suggests careful ter¬ 
mite inspection as a forerunner 
to any large remodeling job. A 
house must be gone over 
carefully from top to bottom, 
inside and out. Dark areas, 
such as crawl spaces, should be 
checked with the aid of a 
flashlight. Wood parts should 
be prodded with a sharp in¬ 
strument. Ivook for the physical 
evidence of termites; the 
excrement, discarded wings, 
the mud tunnels. 

Problem areas that call for 
extra careful inspection, and 
remedying, include wood 
siding that’s in direct contact 
with the ground outside; leaky 
faucets, inside or out, which 
might provide necessary 
’moisture for termites; 
firewood or lumber piled 
directly against the house. 

If you have the slightest 
doubt, a professional in¬ 
spection is in order and, 
Watson says, the cost is 
nominal. 

To find a reliable firm, he 
advises looking for a local 
company with an established 
office location which you can 
inspect; one which advertises 
its services and its association 
with the National Pest Control 
Association and the state 
association. A check with the 
local Better Business Bureau 
and following up on references 
given by the firm will provide 
added insurance. 

Beware Itinerants 
Beware itinerant salesmen 
who appear uninvited, often in 
unmarked trucks, offer free, on 
the spot, termite inspection, 
subsequent “evidence" of 
severe infestation and dire 
warnings of what will happen if 
you don’t have extensive 
treatment "right away." Wait 
until you can check further. 
The house won’t fall down. 

If termites are present, 
however, they must be 
eliminated. They can do 
thousands of dollars worth of 
damage to a home and its 
contents. Watson advises a 
professional job since it 
requires special skills, training 
and equipment and the han¬ 
dling of chemicals. 

“What the pest control 
operator does," he explained, 
"is put a chemical barrier 
around the house which ter¬ 
mites won’t cross. Those in¬ 
sects outside, living in their 
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Hints 

If your hose has been in the 
sun all day, drain off the water 
in it before sprinkling your 
garden. Otherwise, you may 
scald both plants and roots. 


Plants that do well in 
hanging baskets include 
fuchsia, ivy geranium, some 
species of peperomia, spider 
plantn asparagus fern and 
African violetsm 


Set up a washup area near 
your gardening storage shed. It 
will help keep your tools and 
garden boots clean. 


Shrubs act ^s windbreaks 
and provide homes and food for 
birds and animals. 


Shredded paper, wood chips, 
straw, hay and rotted sawdusts 
make good mulches. 

If your house is near a noisy 
road, plant shrubs and tail 
evergreens to screen out the 
sights and sounds of motor 
traffic. 


Strongly perfumed flowers 
such as honeysuckle and phlox 
attract hummingbirds and 
honey birds. 


Pots for container gardening 
should match the plants they’ll 
hold: talln thin pots for tall 
plants; shallow, wide ones for 
short ones. 

subterranean nests, won’t go 
through it to get to the house 
for wood. They have to move on 
or perish from lack of food. 

Termite Prevention 

"If there are termites in the 
house, they won’t cross the 
barrier to get to the soil for 
moisture, which they need 
every 36 hours. They simply 
dry up and die." 

In areas where termite in¬ 
festation is moderate to heavy, 
particularly in parts of the 
country that are fairly warm 
the year around, Watson 
suggests termite protection as 
a preventive. 

If you’re building a home, he 
advises, preventive treatment 
is simple and inexpensive 
before the basement floor or 
slab is poured and should be a 
must. 

In home improvement jobs 
that involve room additions 
with new foundations, Watson 
stresses, wood scraps must not 
be buried along the foundations 
during backfilling. “They’re 
just an invitation to an enemy 
that attacks five times as many 
homes in the United States 
each year than fires, and does 
up to half a billion dollars 
worth of property damage." 


From dawn until darkness, 
Americans are rallying around 
the vegetable patch these days. 

They are doing it, most of 
them, to pare the food bill. 
Included are young families, 
college students, retirees, wel¬ 
fare recipients. Many of the 
latter garden in public plots. 

Millionaires are in the great 
hoedown, too, for other 
reasons. Stewart Mott, one of 
these, gardens on a penthouse 
terrace in an apartment on 
New York’s Park Avenue. The 
General Motors heir, political 
activist and patron of the arts 
started his high in the sky 
vegetable patch to have better 
food— crops not contaminated 
by pesticides. He also keeps 
chickens up there and tends 
fruit trees. 

Another rooftop garden is in 
New York’s Harlem—at Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin High School. 

The affluent in the garden 
movement are into growing 
their own vegetables for much 
the same reason cited by Mott. 
Others garden for pleasure—to 
stretch their minds and let 
their spirits soar. 

Even on Windowsills 

Some gardeners do their 
digging with small tools aimed 
at the soil in tiny tubs and pots 
on office and apartment win¬ 
dowsills. An officemate has 25 
tomatoes coming along on a 
plant in a nine inch plastic pot 
on her living room window sill. 

Where space is a problem, 
some homeowners are putting 
tomato plants and others in any 
sunny spots available —even if 
they fall in the middle of a 
small prize lawn. 

The many styles of American 
gardening came into focus in a 
United Press International 
check of large and small 
vegetable patches in dozens of 
towns. 

The really most unusual 
place for a garden is Hart 
Island off Manhattan—a place 
where unidentified dead are 
put to rest, called “Potter’s 
Field." The gardeners working 
on the 10-acre “farmlet" are 
from Phoenix House, a drug 


rehabilitation program. The 
recovering former addicts, 
who ferry back and forth, 
garden as therapy and also to 
help make Phoenix House 
support itself. 

In Ghetto and College 

Also in New York, Liz 
Christy, an architect, has 
founded The Green Gorillas. 
Youngsters who are Green 
Gorillas garden on empty lots 
in broken down parts of town, 
their neighborhoods. For Ms. 
Christy, it is a labor of love. 

In St. Ixmis, students from 
St. Louis University help 
elderly and nearly indigent 
persons garden in their 
neighborhoods. There is a lot of 
this spirit— help the less for¬ 
tunate-in the garden 
movement. 

Vegetable gardens are thriv¬ 
ing in the San Francisco Bay 
Area, but few admit the high 
price of food has anything to dt 
with the rush to gardening. 
Most say they want to be 
outdoors or they like to see 
things grow. 

The city of San Francisco 
offers 25 sites of unused city 
land for use by citizens as 
gardens. They range from 
minisize to half an acre. The 
city provides insurance and 
composted soil. The rest is up 
to the gardeners. 

Vegetable Bonanza 

For the fifth year the 
University of California at 
Berkeley has offered students 
plots. The six-acre garden is 
near a married students’ 
housing project. The six acres 
provide 486 plots about 20 feet 
by 25 feet. Ellen McKeon, 
mother of one and married to a 
UC graduate student, has had a 
plot for the past three years. 
Her crops include peas, chard, 
carrots, lettuce, beets, broc¬ 
coli, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
green beans, onions, com and 
pumpkins. 

She estimates the family 
saves $5 to $6 a week in the 
summer months from the crop. 
She started the garden “just 
out of the joy of it."

“I’d rather see a man eat 
only half a pound of steak and 
have all the cream he wank in 
his coffee. Two tablespoons of 
light cream contain only 54 
calories, but a pound of steak 
has about 1,000," Dr. Has im 
said in an interview. 

His work focuses on atheros¬ 
clerosis and obesity. He said 
he’s not looking specifically for 
links between the two.

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behavior modification that 
changes obese patients’ eating 
patterns. 

For starters, each fatty is 
asked to answer about 600 
questions. He’s asked not just 
what he ate and when, but what 
else was on the table. 

The idea is to turn off ap¬ 
petites by keeping extra food 
out of sight. 

The doctor said tests show an 
overweight person generally 
will not push to get food when 
he is deprived of it by an under¬ 
stocked refrigerator or pantry. 

“To stop overeating and to 
exercise in our society is a hell 
of a problem," Dr. Hashim 
said.

“There’s hardly a magazine, 
a (television) commercial, or 
supermarket with 50,000 differ¬ 
ent varieties of food, that 
doesn’t pressure us to eatm 

“The overweight individual 
is influenced by these external 
pressures. The non-obese re¬ 
sponds more to internal cues, 
to hunger." 


The fever pitch of the gar¬ 
dening movement is felt 
especially at the hundreds of 
County Agricultural Extension 
Agent offices. 

The agent in Bernalillo 
County, Albuquerque, N.M., is 
James Sais. “My calls from 
people asking about gardening 
have increased 75 per cent," he 
said. "That’s the trend in New 
Mexico and across the nation." 
Enough Seeds for Most 

Nurseryman Randall 
Haroldson agrees with Sais. 
Seed sales in the spring in¬ 
creased 600 per cent from 
previous years, Haroldson 
says. Many brokerage seed 
companies in the midwest 
worked 24 hours a day to fill 
seed orders. 

In Wethersfield, Conn., a 
seed distributor, the Hart Seed 
Co., reports $ shortage of 
carrot seeds. This was due to a 
poor crop. The nation’s biggest 
seed supplier, Burpee’s in 
Philadelphia, says however 
that the general seed shortage 
some had forecast did not 
materialize— mainly because 
the upped demand had been 
anticipated. 

In Boston, there arc some 350 
community garden sites. Each 
is 10 by 15 feet. The Park 
Department provides loam and 
water. Across the river in 
Cambridge a similar program 
at Fresh Pond has so many 
takers that the garden sites 
were assigned by drawing. 

The First National Bank in 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, is into 
renting garden plots. President 
Hal Booth says the garden is a 
nonprofit venture and the first 
year, 1973, the bank lost money 
on it. 

$15 A Plot s 

“But it brought a lot of 
people together," Booth said, 
"and more than 2,000 of them 
had nice, fresh vegetables 
from their own gardens." 

To rent a plot costs $15. The 
bank provides seeds and does 
all the planting and early 
cultivating. Later, the patron 
must tend the garden himself 
when plants are too large to be 
cultivated by tractor. 

Each plot is 1,000 square feet, 
providing thirty rows of 
vegetables. One woman got 270 
quarts of canned vegetables 
out of her plot last year. 

She is the wife of an employe 
of another bank. The bank in 
the gardening movement 
doesn’t restrict plot rentals to 
its customers. 

And so the gardens grow 
around the nation. Got yours 
started yet?

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Committee discusses lawsuit 


Members of the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee Monday 
night met briefly In executive 
session to reportedly discuss a 
lawsuit that has been pending 
for almost a year. 

The suit, challenging the 
Board of Aldermen’s policy of 
having apartment developers 
agree to give 10 per cent of 
their units to the Newton 
Housing Authority for sub¬ 
sidized housing, was instituted 
by developer Michael Iodice. 

Iodice owns an apartment 
development that is now 
nearing completion in 
Auburndale. When granted 
permissive use to build last 
year by the Board, he agreed to 
donate units for elderly 
housing but not larger apart¬ 
ments for family housing. 


The I .and Use Committee 
also held two brief public 
hearings and postponed the 
third hearing that was on its 
agenda because of questions 
over proper notification of 
abutters. 

Few residents were present 
in the stifling aldermanic 
chamber for the hearings. 

Newton at 128 Industrial 
Park developers Edwin M. 
Howard and Isadore 
Wasserman have asked for 
permission to build a 
warehouse and office facility 
and locate some parking within 
the Charles River floodplain. 

Aid. Alan Barkin pointed out 
the developers’ plans call for a 
supporting pier for the building 
to be in the floodplain too and 
suggested that if the pier is 
part of the structure, it could 


not be built in the floodplain. 

Gene Brown Volvo Village, 
located on Beacon Street in 
Newton Centre returned 
seeking permission to park on 
adjoining land. 

The dealer has been turned 
down several times on requests 
similar to this one. This time, 
he has modified his proposal 
and is asking for less space for 
parking. 

A hearing on Boston 
College’s request to conduct a 
day care facility at 258 
Hammond St., was not heard 
because of complaints from 
two abutters that- they did not 
receive the required legal 
notice of the hearing. 

It was rescheduled for Aug. 
19, the next meeting of the 
Land Use Committee.

Alternative education focuses 
attention on 'antiachievers' 


Stanley Elkerton gives talk 
on wastewater treatment 


Perhaps the only private 
school In the country that will 
not accept a top-notch student 
is the Center for Alternative 
Education in Boston. 

The Center was created six 
years ago by two counseling 
psychologists from the 
research division of University 
Center who were overwhelmed 
in their private practice with 
adolescents unable to cope with 
academic demands and, as a 
result, becoming socially 
maladjusted. As their self¬ 
esteem suffered, these 
youngsters found themselves 
unable to satisfy their parents, 
their teachers, or even 
themselves. 

The Center for Alternative 
Education was founded with 
the avowed purpose of getting 
answers to that question. The 
staff was required to explore 
and evaluate every approach, 
technique, and skill they could 
call upon. Several years of 
testing out various models 
proved to all the professional 


staff that it was possible to turn 
a failure into a success- 
oriented person, but traditional 
approaches were as doomed as 
the supplying of alcohol to 
alcoholics. 

Youngsters in academic 
trouble are prone to all sorts of 
symptoms which, if not 
treated, often become the 
disease known as "an¬ 
tiachievement.” 

Antiachievers have clearly 
defined behavior patterns - the 
most destructive being 
irresponsibility. So long as a 
child is unable to be respon¬ 
sible commensurate with his 
age and unique personality 
characteristics, that is how 
long he is assured of being 


Center for Alternative 
Education has one overriding 
goal: teaching for respon¬ 
sibility. Once that goal is ac¬ 
cepted by all staff members, it 
is not necessary to waste time 
philosophically discussing 
permissiveness, love, 
discipline, punishment, 
grades, or even homework. 

Every course at CAE relates 
to the teaching of responsible 
behavior and as soon as a 
student accepts responsible 
behavior as his goal, there is no 
possible way to stop him from 
learning. At that point, 
academics become a source of 
pleasure, parent-child 
relationships improve, and 
student:; begin to grow

I spent $36 a couple of days aog for 
baseball cards. At a drug store, that used too 
mean 3,600 cards and 720 pieces of bubble 
gum. 

All I received was about 140 cards, and a 
few moments of doubt about the sanity of my 
purchase. 

Baseball card collecting has become a 
serious hobby. Single cards from the late 
1950’s can now sell for over $1 apiece. Cards 
from the 1930’s sell for $10 and $20 apiece. The 
guy I bartered with last Week told me that he 
had about 30 responses to his ad for selling 
cards. 

Until a few days ago, it had been seven or 
eight years since I last collected baseball 
cards. Sometime in 1967, my happiness 
became less dependant on the dail feats of 
professional athletes. It became no longer 
important for me to have a card of Carl 
Yastrzemski in my pocket when I went to 
school in the morning. Of course, this 
liberation was a little late, since I was already 
16 years old, but my social growth has always 
been a little retarded. 

Back in those innocent days of flipping 
and playing colors, I had thousands and 
thousands of cards. One summer in 
California, to the dismay of my father, my 
brother and I spent day after day playing 
games with baseball cards rather than en¬ 
joying the beach my father was trying too 
treat us to. 

Over the years, the balance of power in 
card collecting switched over to my younger 
brother. For unremembered reasons, he 
always had more money than me, and I 
gradually sold off much of my collection. 

To this day, however, if anyone is in¬ 
terested, I still have six 1961 cards of Chuck 
Essegian. According to the back of the card, 
one of Chuck’s claims to fame was that he led 
the Northwest League in 1956 with a .366 
batting average. 

Sometimes I resent the fact that my mind 


is cluttered with names like Jake Woods, Hip 
Repulski (he had the same birthday as me), 
and Harry Chiti (watch your pronunciation). 
I even have brain cells remembering that 
George Scott played high school ball in 
Greenville, Miss. 

The highlights of my collection are some 
ancient cards I bought from a New York 
company when I was a kid. Included in these 
are four cards from 1910 with cagarette ads 
rather than statistics on their backs. 

The cards from the 1930’s seem more 
given to prose than statistical information. 
One card tells me that “nimble footwork and 
ability to make one hand stops ranks Sam 
Leslie the Brooklyn first baseman as one of 
the most useful players in the game at his 
comer of the infield.” Even without using 
commas, it seems like the author wasted a lot 
of space. Nowhere on the card am I told how 
many triples Leslie hit in 1934. 

Although no other kind of card seems to 
have ever caught on as much as baseball 
cards, numerous attempts have been made to 
attract the bubble gum chewing public. 
Wrapped in rubber bands, I have cards 
picturing the Beatles, Fabian, The Three 
Stooges, racing cars, basketball players, and 
the stars of television’s Gilligan’s Island. 

My interest in baseball cards was 
renewed recently when a guy came into the 
office and mentioned that he collects cards 
from the late 1940’s. We talked about old 
players for awhile, and he asked if he could 
trade for my 1948 Stan Musial. 

During the last few days, I have been 
sorting cards the way I did when I was 12 
years old. There have been piles of cards on 
my living room floor as I have tried to place 
Turk Lown with his 1957 Chicago Cubs 
teammates. 

Hopefully, this madness will end soon. 
The old cards which must have cost a penny 
apiece originally were available for a nickle 
each 10 years ago. Now they cost 20 or 30 cents 
each. 

I am not worried about being too old to 
collect baseball cards. I am afraid that I 
cannot afford them.

Operating an electrically 
controlled wheelchair, Jill 
maneuvered a ramp 
(especially built for her) at the 
Hawthorne School in Beverly 
Hills and came to a stop in her 
office. She has been a teacher 
in remedial reading at the 
grammar school for seven 
years. 

“I’m what they call a partial 
quadraplegic,” Jill said cheer¬ 
fully enough. “But I get around 
beautifully.” 

Jill Kinmont smiles a great 
deal. At 37 her face is 
youthfully beautiful, 
displaying no inkling of the 
physical pain and 
psychological torture she has 
suffered in the 19 years since 
she broke her neck on the 
slopes in Alta, Utah. 

With the help of braces Jill 
feeds herself with her left hand 
and writes with her right. 

“This movie has had an 
emotional impact on me,” she 


said. “It’s strange to see 
someone else playing your own 
life. But I thought it would be 
more traumatic for me than it 
has been. 

“I was on the set the day they 
did the accident up in Mam¬ 
moth (Calif.). It was so in¬ 
credibly done —in three or four 
separate stages —that it 
seemed unrelated to me. 

“The way it was filmed isn’t 
the way it really happened. It 
was all over in a matter of a 
split second, compared with 
the two days it took to film it 
with stunt girls and stunt men. 

“For me the emotional 
impact was being up in the 
mountains and the snow. I had 
a tremendous urge to ski.” 

For a moment Jill’s eyes 
held a faraway gleam. There is 
an esthetic quality to skiing, 
she said, that surpasses sport. 
At age 18, when the accident 
took place, skiing was prac¬ 
tically Jill’s whole life. 

Jill, too, had to accustom 
herself to seeing actress Mari¬ 
lyn Hassett playing Jill Kin¬ 
mont. It wasn’t an easy ad¬ 
justment. 

“It wasn’t so bad when she 
was skiing,” Jill said. “But it 
was strange seeing her in the 


wheelchair with her hair fixed 
like mine and wearing the 
same kind of t clothes. It was 
eerie —like seeing myself. 

“In scenes where she is 
working with children —as I do 
here —I was really pulling for 
Marilyn. The director pulled a 
lot of emotion out of her.” 

Jill and Marilyn have not 
become fast friends —pur¬ 
posely. Marilyn doesn’t want to 
copy or imitate Jill. To avoid it, 
she relies on information given 
her by Jill’s brother, Jerry, to 
give accuracy to her portrayal. 

“I love it here at the school,” 
Jill said. “There isn’t time to 
look back or to indulge in 
regrets. 

“Not being able to use my 
hands and fingers bothers me 
most of all. But the first thing 
that flashed into my mind when 
I realized my condition was to 


deal with the situation —not 
remorse.” 

Jill Kinmont flashed her 
everready grin and the 
wheelchair was forgotten.

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In defense of expansion in professional sports 



Commentary by 
Bruce Cornblatt 


I am here today to defend expansion in 
sports. I realize that this stand is about as 
popular as a matzah ball in Charles Colson’s 
soup, but it is something about which I feel 
very strongly. 

Nothing annoys me more than those with- 
it sports fans who let you know how 
knowledgeable they are by dropping the key 
phrase “expansion is diluting the product.” 
These phrase droppers are an insufferable 
lot. I first ran into them in my college days. 
My major was sociology and the key to a good 
grade in any sociology course was looking 
worried and remarking that college needs 
“more relevance”. Mention relevance and 
you had it made. So it is with sports 
discussions and “diluting the product”. 

Firstly, let us stipulate that certain ex¬ 
pansion moves are indeed ridiculous. Letting 
the ABA and the WHA expand is like advising 
the old woman who lived in the shoe to in¬ 
crease her family. Adding teams in¬ 
discriminately and without careful study and 
research will lead to a cheapened product and 
a distinct lessening of the sports quality. 
Anything done to an extreme leads to 
disaster. However, this should not lead to a 
blanket dismissal of expansion. 

Let us look at the watering down of talent 
•argument. Initially, expanding a sport will 
water down the talent at that time. But that is 
not the end of the story. Think for a moment 
that you are a great natural athlete growing 
up in Atlanta. You have excelled at every 
sport you have tried but you’re sixteen and 


it’s time to concentrate on one sport. It’s 1969 
and you might choose football or baseball.. 
But in 1973 you become an Atlanta Flame fan 
and really take to hockey. You like the sport 
so much that you decide to push your natural 
athletic skill toward a hockey career. Without 
expansion, a young athlete in Atlanta would 
hardly choose hockey. However, with ex¬ 
pansion, the young man is exposed to the 
sport and a potentially great career begins. 
Here we see that the initial dilution of hockey 
talent can lead to a new supply of talent in 
previously untapped areas. TTiis can happen 
with basketball in Kansas City of Baseball in 
San Diego. With expansion, you are setting up 
this special kind of farm system all over the 
country, the kind that never dries up. 

My support of expansion does not, 
however, rest solely on these athletic con¬ 
siderations. Even the most fanatic Bruin fan 
(is there any other kind?) had to admire the 
incredible love affair between Philadelphia 
and their Flyer’s Stanley Cup victory. I was in 
Philadelphia in late February, about the time 
that the city was beginning to realize how 
good the Flyers really were. Reading the 
newspapers and listening to the street 
chatter, one really got a sense of the city’s 
pride and love for their hockey team. No 
longer was Philadelphia the home of the 
losers. I have been a frequent visitor to 
Philadelphia, but this time the town seemed 
happier, more alive. You remember how it 
was those great September days with the 1967 
Red Sox. So it was with the Flyers. Without 
expansion, the Flyers would not exist. 


Philadelphia during the hockey playoffs 
was indeed a remarkable phenomena, but 
even that is dwarfed by Miami at football 
season. You have your Don Shula shows, Nick 
Buoniconti commercials, Jake Scott articles 
as well as the sellout crowds and wild 
celebrations. More importantly, however, is 
the sense of pride and dignity that takes over 
the city. This is not to say that everything 
changes in these cities. Philadelphia is still a 
crummy city. It just becomes less crummy. 
Miami remains a vulgar place. It just 
becomes less vulgar. Even if it is only three 
hours on Sunday, one can be in Miami and not 
get ripped off for twenty dollars worth of 
souvenirs, or watch overweight businessmen 
flaunting their money. Without expansion, the 
Dolphins would not exist. 

For those of us who live in Boston, it is 
easy to become indignant and self-righteous 
about expansion and complain that the 
Candadians only play here twice or the 
Knicks only come to the Garden four times. 
But one must look at the bigger picture. 
Atlanta and Kansas City should get to see 
Bobby Orr, just as Seattle and Portland 
should get to see John Havlicek. To ignore 
this dimension of expansion is like having all 
the food in your neighborhood and refusing to 
understand the rationale behind sharing it. 
You might not east as well, but the rest of the 
neighborhood won’t starve. Most im¬ 
portantly, after they discover food, your 
neighbors may start growing it themselves.

Buyer's 'billboard 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
you’re thinking about buying 
an air conditioner before 
summer settles in, here’s 
something to keep in mind. 

Some manufacturers of room 
air conditioners are now 
placing tags on the units to tell 
you how efficient the machines 
are in terms of using energy. 
With electric bills going up in 
many parts of the country, that 
information may prove valua¬ 
ble in terms of your future 
utility bills. 

Up to now, it’s been hard to 
choose between two units with 
about the same cooling capaci¬ 
ty but which require different 
wattage. One that uses more 
watts is usually cheaper than 
one that runs on less wattage ~ 
even though both might cool 
your room about the same. 

To a degree the buyer still 
has a problem in making that 
choice. If you dont use the air 
conditioner very much, cyou 
may not save that much in 
electric bills by buying a more 
expensive, more energy-effi¬ 
cient air conditioner. 

Formula Proposed 
But in most cases efficiency 
is a good buy. And on May 1 of 
this year the government 
decided on a formula for 
manufacturers who want to 
may give efficiency in¬ 
formation to the buyer in a 
standard formula on tags that 
will read the same throughout 
the industry. 

The central feature of this 
tag is a number called an 
“energy efficiency ratio.” The 
higher the number, the more 
efficient —and cheaper —the 
unit is to run. 

The number is arrived at by 
dividing the unit’s BTUs per 
hour (the cooling capacity) by 
the number of watts it uses. 
The tags not only will list that 
number, but also will show 
what the range of numbers is 
likely to be for other models 
with about the same cooling 
capacity. And the buyer is 
advised in writing on the tag 
that the higher numbers mean 
the unit will cost less to run 
over the yearsm 
Tliere are no firm figures 
available on how many of the 
5.3 million window air condi¬ 
tioners turned out in the United 


States each year will be 
carrying the tags since cthe 
whole program is voluntary — 
although there are proposals 
pending in Congress to make it 
mandatory. 

Helpful to Buyer 

But there are indications 
some of the bigger companies 
are offering the information. 
Sears Roebuck & Co. tells us 
that energy efficiency ratio 
numbers are listed both in their 
catalog and on labels pasted on 
top of window units when they 
leave the factory. 

General Electric reports GE 
’and Hotpoint air conditioners 
have carried the efficiency 
numbers derived from the 
same formula for two years. 
The company plans to adopt 
the whole government formula 
tag for production starting this 
summer —meaning the tags 
will probably start showing up 
on their products later this 
year. 

The Commerce Department 
now is working on a similar 
formula for refrigerators and 
freezers, but no firm date has 
been set on when it will be 
finished. 

While the energy efficiency 
ratio number formula has been 
in use for some time, the fact 
that the information —and the 
explanation of what it is —will 
now be available on a standard 
tag should be a big help to the 
buyer. 

Recent discussions in this 
column on how to avoid 
possible fire hazards with 
“instant on” television sets 
prompted yet another possible 
solution from a reader in 
Alexandria, Va., who writes: 

“My husband purchased an 
‘AMF Nite-Owl TV Timer’ and 
connected it to the wall plug. 
The TV plugs into it. The timer 
may be set for six hours or less, 
and to watch, one must turn on 
both the TV and timer. 
However, it is necessary to 
turn off the TV only. Although 
at this point the ‘instant on’ is 
still burning, the timer will au¬ 
tomatically shut off everything 
shortly without further atten¬ 
tion. 

“As I have a small child I 
would not want her to fiddle 


with anything at the back of the 
set, and find that we do have 
much greater peace of mind 
now.”

Previous suggestions, in case 
you missed them, involved 
turning off the “instant on’’ 
switch behind the set, or in¬ 
stalling an extension cord with 
a line switch between the plug 
and the TV cord so the power 
can be shut off without pulling 
the plug.

Magoon, a seven-year 
veteran of offshore power boat 
racing and king of the circuit 
for the past five years, plans to 
average 50 to 60 m.pmh. in his 
80 m.p.h. boat, running in the 
open ocean all the way with 
rare exceptions.

Newton remote from inflation?

Inflation seems to be having some 
difficulty gaining access to Newton. 

Out of 23 interviews conducted at 
Crystal Lake to determine whether the 
lake was being used more this year due to 
the gas shortage and inflation, one one 
person said that their summer life style 
was affected by inflation. 

Mrs. Marie Clancy said that this was 
her first summer at Crystal Lake and that 
due to inflation her family was “going 
“away for two weeks instead of four.” She 
also pointed out that last year she didn’t 
come to the lake at all. 

Although Mrs. Suzanne Ross was not 
planning a vacation, she commented that 
“I think people are paying through the 
nose to live in Newton.” 

Vacations seem to be the last thing 
sacrificed, however, many complained 
about the high cost of food. And Mrs. Jean 
Holtey said she had “converted more of 
the front yard into a vegetable garden.” 

Food was also on Mrs. Marie 


Mahoney’s mind when she stated that 
“this summer will be the proof. . . we’ll 
see how much it will cost to eat when we 
are away.” She and her family will 
vacation at a summer home which is “in 
the family.” 

Mrs. Connie Kant also said she was 
putting her “energy into a vegetable 
garden and cutting down on the food bill.” 

While some residents were going to the 
Cape, Canada and even exotic places such 
as Lapland, other Newton residents were 
making good use of the available facilities 
in both Boston and Newton. 

Mrs. Joan Witt, one of these residents, 
said “we go to all the free plays and 
concerts on the river.. those are the things 
we like to do.” Mrs. Witt added that “if we 
didn’t live in Boston, perhaps we would be 
affected by inflation.” 

However, in at least one home, 
lifestyles were being seriously recon¬ 
sidered. Mrs. Barbara Zolli said “we are 
getting rid of our car, taking fewer trips 
out of Newton and rediscovering public 
transportation.” 


Aldermen question 766 provisions 


The implementation of 
Chapter 766, a law which shifts 
the responsibility for the 
education of mentally and 
physically handicapped 
children from the state to the 
cities and towns, has been 
questioned by the aldermanic 
Finance Committee. 

Faced with a request from 
Health Commissioner, Dr. 
John Athans for almost $60,000 
for Health Department 
screening of preschool 
children and provision of 
medical services for known 
handicapped children, the 
Finance Committee has 
suggested that the School 
Department assume the cost, 
which is reimbursable. 

Health services to school 
children, other than those 
mandated through Chapter 
766 , are normally paid for out 
of the general city budget, 
then in part billed to the 
School Department. 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small would 
prefer to see the School 
Department spend its money 
and receive the reim¬ 
bursement directly from the 
state. 

When Chapter 766 first 
became law, no money was 
provided by the state for 
implementation, only the 
promise that the extra money 
spent by communities would 
be reimbursed. 

Reimbursable money from 
the state often is delayed. 

Recently, according to 
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Comptroller Lawrence 
Marino, a bill providing 
“startup” money for the 766 
program was passed, but 
Newton’s expected amount, 
$162,000 has not been received. 

Small and other committee 
members also questioned the 
$50 per hour fee charged by 
doctors participating in the 
screening program, but 
Athans called the cost 
“competitive” for specialists. 

Aid. Ernest Dietz suggested 
that the screening and other 
health services under Chpater 
766 be done by the Health 
Department’s part-time staff 


of eight school physicians, 
some of whom are 
pediatricians. 

These doctors are paid 
$2,800 per year for 210 hours of 
work, about $13 an hour, ac¬ 
cording to the Health 
Department. 

Athans said Newton’s 
handling of the program is 
important because “the 
country is looking at 
Massachusetts to see how it is 
going to handle Chapter 766, 
and Massachusetts is looking 
at Newton because we are one 
of the few communities with a 
head start on the program.” 


First low income 
project underway 


The Newton Housing Authority broke 
ground June 17, for the first low income 
family units in the history of the city 
amidst a large, happy, excited crowd. The 
homes, 20 duplexes, will be built on 
Beaconwood Road, Newton Highlands. 

Chairman James Miller, speaking 
before the assemblage asserted that 
“much has been written about the city of 
Newton and its long-standing efforts 
aimed at providing housing for its low 
income families and elderly persons. 
Many have written the city off as a com¬ 
munity that talks a good game, but which 
cannot produce when the chips are down .. 
. we are here today to take a modest step in 
the direction of dispelling that notion 
forever.” 

Miller’s wife, Toni, was present at the 
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ceremony saying, “I wouldn’t have missed 
this for the world . . . we’ve had a long, 
hard winter and this is like having a new 
baby.” Mrs. Miller was referring to the 
difficulties faced by the authority in 
passing the project through. 

Mayor Mann began his address to the 
group stating that “it is better to light one 
candle than curse the darkness.” The 
mayor’s role in making possible the units 
on Beaconwood Road was praised by 
Miller and Sylvester Sylvia, a represen¬ 
tative from the Department of Community 
Affairs. Sylvia said that Newton is the only 
other community in which “the mayor has 
come forth and stood up 1,000 per cent for 
low income housing ... it takes courage 
politically.” 

Sylvia Joked that he didn’t understand 


why there was “opposition” to the site. On 
the way to the groundbreaking ceremony, 
Sylvia got lost and asked “41 citizens and 
no one, not taxi drivers nor policemen 
knew where the site was.” 

The homes, which will cost an 
estimated $1,125,000, are funded under the 
State’s “705 scatter site family housing” 
programs. The only two other projects 
funded under this 705 program are in New 
Bedford and Haverhill. 

The duplexes, designed by Architect’s 
Collaborative of Cambridge, will have 15 
three-bedroom units and five four- 
bedroom units. In addition, there will be 
two units for the handicapped. 

Almost suffering an early demise, the

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One woman acidly said that “we have 
been living a bargain in America,” in¬ 
dicating that inflation was righteously 
catching up with us at long last. 

Could it be possible though, that in¬ 
flation really skipped over Newton? Not 
so, claimed Mrs. Fran Putnoi who helps 
run the Peace Boutique on Washington 
Street and said that she feels “many 
people are living on credit.” 

“For the first time, I have had twenty 
requests for Master Charge, something 
that never happened before,” said Mrs. 
Putnoi and adding that all transactions 
hitherto had been made in cash. Mrs. 
Kantar backed up that statement saying 
“we are borrowing more money from the 
bank and trying to buy things now.” Doing 
just that is the essence of the Pan Am radio 
commercial indicating if you don’t do it 
now, tomorrow it may be out of your 
reach. 

Mrs. Putnoi theorized that “we may 
not see the results of inflation until after 
January.” And if she’s right, when the bills 
come due, it may a grim winter in Newton.

3SIRA close to settling 
with former landowner 


Newton has been working on 
integrating handicapped 
children into regular schools 
and providing special services 
to such children to a con¬ 
siderable extent of the past 
few years. 

Tse request for the $60,000 
has been held in the Finance 
Committee until the School 
Dapartment has found out 
about the channels and 
mechanism of funding. 

Small’s parting shot was, “I 
don’t expect the typical School 
Department pitch with 60 
people telling us where we 
were wrong.” 


The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority is reportedly “on the 
verge of a settlement” with 
Martin Roach, former owner of 
the commercial parcel to 
undergo redevelopment in 
Lower Falls, according to 
Edmund Mangini of the 
Department of Community 
Affairs. 

The land dispute arose after 
the authority said the piece 
was “blighted” and took it by 
eminent domain in 1969. Roach 
vigorously fought the action 
charging that he was being 
“robbed.” He felt that the 
amount that he was paid for the 
land, $191,000 or 51 cents a 
quare foot was $1 million less 
than he was entitled to. He then 
instituted a lawsuit against the 
NRA, however, the case has 
not been tried yet. 

The amount awarded Roach 
was based on three appraisals 
ranging from less than $200,000 
to over $600,000. According to 
Jeffrey Pollock, assistant 
secretary in the Executive 


Office of Communities and 
Development, the third and 
highest appraisal was based 
“on the assumption that the 
land was to be imminently 
rezoned.” The other two were 
based on the land value at the 
time of the taking. 

Pollock and sources close too 
the authority have indicated 
that as long as Roach owned 
the land, the city would never 
have granted a zoning change 
because they were concerned 
that Roach would “over¬ 
develop” the parcel. 

At the March 14 meeting of 
the authority, the subject was 
reopened by member Richard 
Clarey. In a follow-up letter, 
Mangini suggested the 
authority get a third appraisal 
and disregard the high ap¬ 
praisal. The NRA has referred 
the matter to its attorney, 
Robert Muldoon Jr. of 
Withington, Cross, Park and 
Groden, for consideration. 

Mangini said he hopes this 
can be settled without going too 


court and that a third appraisal 
would provide “best 
justification” for a settlement. 

NRA Executive Director, 
Gerald Early, stated that the 
authority will have to sit down 
“with its attorneys, Mangini 
and HUD to set up the ground 
rules to choose an appraiser 
who will be acceptable to 
everyone.” HUD will be in¬ 
volved because a portion of the 
land is federally owned. 

Roach says he has waited 
five years to sit down and 
negotiate and “at my age, I 
would very muck like too 
settle, but I will have to see 
what they offer as a set¬ 
tlement.” 

During the height of this 
argument, the authority had 


three members who were 
controversial in the com¬ 
munity and have since 
resigned. They were Mario 
DiCarlo, I^awrence Sullivan 
and Robert Davidson. They 
were replaced by Margaret L. 
Smith, A. Morris Kobrick and 
Otis B. Robinson. 

This dispute did not affect 
the July 11 signing of the land 
disposition agreement with 
commercial developer 
Spaulding and Slye which 
signaled the go-ahead for the 
redevelopment project. 

However, there is one 
stumbling block. After the 
Board of Aldermen approved 
the subdivision of the lots on

McDonald's to fight city on restaurant

Revocation of a building 
permit issued to McDonald’s 
Restaurants last week were 
part of a whirlwind of activity 
in city government to try to 
prevent McDonald’s from 
going ahead with plans for a 
148-seat restaurant in 
Newtonville. 

In turn, McDonald’s will 
“certainly go to court,” Ben 
Mattingly of McDonald’s said. 
Mattingly is the chain’s real 
estate administrator. 

McDonald’s was granted a 
license to operate a restaurant 
on Walnut Street near 
Madison Avenue last March. 
The Licensing Board at that 
time claimed that a lack of 
parking in the immediate area 
was not sifficient grounds for 
denial. 

Neighborhood and aider- 
manic opposition to the 
Newtonville location grew 


increasingly vehement after 
the issuance of the license. 

The resurrection of a 
pending ordinance change 
requiring owners of properties 
whose use is being changed to 
provide off-street parking 
forestalled an application by 
McDonald’s for a building 
permit for alteration of the 
building. 

During the long Land Use 
Committee discussions of the 
ordinance change, 
McDonald’s announced 
through Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce 
President Aid. Robert Ten¬ 
nant that it was no longer 
interested in the Newtonvill 
property as a location for a 
restaurant. 

The ordinance change, 
which the Chamber and other 
businessmen in the city felt 
was unfair to business, was 
denied by the Board of 
Aldermen on June 18 to allow 
the Planning Department 


more time for work on the 
proposed changes. 

After the denial of the 
proposed parking ordinance, 
McDonald’s interest ap¬ 
parently revived suddenly, 
and they took steps to acquire 
the property and applied for a 
building permit on July 1. 

Under the impression that 
the filing of an application for 
a building permit precluded 
any subsequent action by the 
city to change parking 
requirements, Building 
Commissioner Gene Larson 
issued the permit July 10. 

Although Mayor Theodore 
Mann and several members of 
the Board of Aldermen were 
aware a week earlier that 
McDonald’s had applied for 
the permit, at a special 
meeting of the Board last 
week. Several aldermen 
called I^arson on the carpet for 
granting the permit. 

I .arson explained that there 
was no reason not to grant the 


permit and said he had not 
known until that moment, 
when City Solicitor Howard 
Levine so ruled, that the date 
of franting the permit, not the 
date of applying for the per¬ 
mit, would be the cutoff date 
for aldermanic action to 
prevent McDonald’s from 
opening a restaurant. 

Aldermanic response to the 
news that McDonol’s has a 
building permit was a letter to 
the Licensing Board, 
requesting that it reconsider 
its vote to give McDonald’s a 
license on the grounds that the 
license is not in the best in¬ 
terest of the city; a special 
meeting of the I.and Use 
Committee tonight (Thur¬ 
sday) to “investigate” the 
circumstances surrounding 
the withdrawal of interest by 
McDonald’s and the sub¬ 
sequent resubmission of a 
request for a building permit; 
and the scheduling of a public 
hearing on Sept. 9 on an or¬ 


dinance based on a Cambridge 
ordinance to regulate “fast- 
order food establishments and 
automobile-oriented food 
service establishments.” 

Then late last Friday 
I^rson notified McDonald’s 
that the already-issued 
building permit was revoked 
because the application had 
been signed by the wrong 
person. 

A meeting in the mayor’s 
office with representatives of 
McDonald’s on Monday did 
not accomplish a change of 
heart on the part of 
McDonald’s, which indicated 
on Tuesday that it still intends 
to fight the city. 

The adaptation of the 
Cambridge ordinance, on 
which Aid. Edward Richmond 
is basing his Newton version, 
allows a fast-food establish¬ 
ment to enter the city by 
special permit only, based on

IRVING FISHMAN 

More legislation sponsored by State 
Senator Irving Fishman, Democratic 
candidate for reelection in the newly 
created Senate district that includes 
Newton and Brookline, has been signed 
into law. 

Fishman bill requiring insurance 
companies to offer individual accident and 
sickness policies to blind persons and a 
county tax law changing distribution 
formulas were signed. 

"Consumer protection and tax reform 
have been the areas of my greatest 
legislative concern,” Fishman said. "I am 
pleased we are moving forward on both 
fronts.

JACK BACKMAN

LOIS PINES 

State Representative Ixiis G. Pines, 
Democratic candidate for reelection in 
Newton’s 19th Middlesex District, 
reported this week that her bill allowing 
citizens to go to court to enforce the anti¬ 
discrimination law has become law. 

"Victims of discrimination previously 
had to file a complaint with the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD) and wait for that 
agency to take action,” she noted. 

"This new law allows a complainant to 
file a lawsuit 90 days after he or she 
originally filed a complaint with the 
MCAD. This means that victims of 
discrimination can have their day in court 
or before the commission, whichever 
authority they feel will act sooner,” Rep. 
Pines said. 

DAVID MOFENSON 

A legislative proposal to provide 
firefighters with added protection in the 
course of duty has passed the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
and is now before the State Senate. 

State Rep. David J. Mofenson, 
Democratic candidate for reelection in the 
18th Middlesex district, filed the measure. 


It authorizes a joint committee of the 
legislature to serve as a focal point for the 
latest developments in firefighting 
equipment and techniques. 

"A better equipped firefighter will be 
better able to protect himself, and, in turn, 
to save lives and protect property,” 
Mofenson commented. 

PAULGUZZI 

Democratic candidate for secretary of 
state Paul H. Guzzi of Newton this week 
asked incumbent Democrat John F. X. 
Davoren and Republican nominee John 
Quinlan to join him in a series of regional 
debates. He asked the League of Women 
Voters to sponsor them. 

Guzzi said he hopes to "reduce ex¬ 
penses while bringing the three candidates 
before the public.” 

CHRIS IANNELLA 

Boston City Councillor Christopher A. 
Iannella, Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor this week asked his 
opponents to set what he called 
"meaningful limits on campaign spen¬ 
ding.” 

In a letter to all other candidates for 
lieutenant governor, Iannella asked 
candidates to agree to a $50,000 celling on

THOMAS O’NEILL III 

Rep. Thomas P. O’Neill III, 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor, Monday released a complete, 4 
certified statement of his net worth and 
financial income. 

His net worth, as of July 1, was $59,950. 
For the five-year period of 1969-73, O’Neill 
and his wife Jacqueline earned an average 
income of $32,209 and paid an average of 
$6,559 in federal taxes and $1,381 in state 
taxes per year, the statement indicated. 

"The voters of Mausachusetts can 
rightfully expect any candidate seeking 
public office to disclose his financial 
background,” the candidate said. 

CHARLES CABOT 

Charles Cabot, Republican candidate 
for attorney general, this week challenged 
one of his opponents, Josiah Spaulding, to 
a debate. 

Cabot said he had accepted an in¬ 
vitation from the Republican Club of 
Massachusetts to appear in a debate to be 
held Sept. 5 and that Spaulding had turned 
down the invitation stating he would not 


accept unless both GOP candidates for 
governor would also agree to debate at 
that time. 

Cabot has urged reconsideration. 

"Spaulding and I are running for at¬ 
torney general, not governor,” Cabot 
commented. "For a Republican candidate 
to win the attorney general’s office in this 
state this year, he is going to have to stand 
up to the Democratic nominee after the 
primary. 

"It seems to me that if a candidate is 
unwilling to even face a fellow Republican 
in a direct discussion of the issues, he will 
have no chance in November.”

WILLIAM COWIN 

Republican candidate for attorney 
general William I. Cowin of Newton this 
week said that he too has accepted an 
invitation from the Republican Club of 
Massachusetts to debate his GOP op¬ 
ponents. 

He called the proposed debate 
"clearly the best method by which 


thoughtful people can choose among 
competing candidates” and was critical of 
Josiah Spaulding’s rejection of the debate.

Legislation to lower the age 
of eligibility tor real estate tax 
exemptions to 65 years of age 
has been signed into law by 
Governor Sargent. 

The measure, co-sponsored 
by Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton) and part of a large 
package of legislation for the 
elderly, goes into effect in 
September. 

The bill applies to a person 65 
or over occupying a home as 
his or her legal resident to a 
husband and wife owining a 
home jointly as their legal 
resident if eitli of them is 65 or 
over, and to persons owning 
and occupying a home jointly 
or as a tenant in common with 
a person not his or her spouse. 

The legislation requires that 
the person applying for the 
exemption has owned and 
occupied the home for five

The city of Newton has been 
awarded a grant of $21,490 
from the State Department of 
Youth Services for the purpose 
of supporting the Newton 
Adolescent Project, sponsored 
by the Newton Community 
Service Centers. The grant is 
effective for fiscal 1975. 

The new grant enables the 
project to continue the 
programs currently in 
operation which deal with 
referral, counseling and 
placement of delinquent or 
alienated youth. 

The Newton Adolescent 
Project was initiated in 1968 
after students at Newton senior 
high schools, the local courts 
and several social agencies 
voiced concern about the lack 
of a youth-oriented assistance 
project. 

Since its inception, the 
Newton Adolescent Project, 
directed by Rick Williams, has 
expanded to include six major 
programs which help young 
people adjust to themselves, 
their peer group, and society. 

Through the Job Bank, 
Newton youth are put in con¬ 
tact with possible employers. 

The project also does liaison 
work with the courts and the 
Department of Youth Services 
to help in the return of young 
offenders to the community 
and to provide foster homes 
when necessary. 

Other programs of the 


project are a group work- 
therapy program, workshops 
held in the Community Cen¬ 
ters, a counseling and referral 
service, and an outreach 
worker, in addition to the 
operation of the six neigh¬ 
borhood youth centers. 

In the workshops, par¬ 
ticipants have already com¬ 
piled a booklet on drugs and 
are considering preparing a 
bimonthly newsletter telling 
about activities for youth 
available in the city. 

The continued response to 
the project and its consequent 
growth attest to its acceptance. 
Last year, the Newton 
Adolescent Project filled 2,345 
job openings with 2,307 Newton 
adolescents and placed 37 out 
of 45 referrals from the 
Department of Youth Services. 

The project is affiliated with 
the Newton-Wellesley-Weston 
Multi-Service Drug Center 
Inc., Family Counseling 
Service Inc., and Freeport 
Inc., which serve as con¬ 
sultants and referral agencies. 
Volunteer help is also provided 
by 25 Newton high school 
students who man the 24-hour- 
a-day Hotline.

, According to McGrath, the 
Newton Fire Department some 
time ago classified the building 
as hazardous and recom¬ 
mended that the former store 
be demolished, but he was 
unable to get action on the 
hazard from the city. 

During the fire, a building 
next door “received a good 
scorching,” McGrath said, and 
he is afraid that if another fire 
occurs the two abutting houses 
may be set afire.

June 25 after she decided to go 
ahead with her candidacy.

Doona said. She also denied 
that Levine said none of the 
Law Department employees 
could run for office. 


“I have the right, and I 
believe that right has been 
abused,” Mrs. Doona said. 
“There is no city ordinance 
prohibiting my running, ar.d 
the Hatch Act applied only to 
state employees.” 

“My primary concern is the 
constitutional issue,” Mrs. 
Doona said emphatically. 


Morris Robinson of MCAD 
confirmed this week that the 
commission has received the 
complaint. The Law Depart¬ 
ment has been notified and has 
been sent an interrogatory, he 
said, which must be answered 
in 20 days from its receipt. 


After the interrogatory has 
been returned, Robinson said, 
an investigator will look into 
the substance of the complaint. 


Possible remedies, if the city is 
found at fault, are restitution of 
Mrs. Doona’s job, if the firing 
is found to be due to sex 
discrimination and forced 
payment of underpayment of 
salary. 

The Civil Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts said only that 
Mrs. Doona had contacted the 
group, but no decision had yet 
been made about whether to 
accept the case. They are 
waiting for a meeting with her. 

The Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission 
refused to comment on 
whether Mrs. Donna had filed a 
charge.

stamp their names on the 
tickets.

Another proposal — to use

Part of the rationale behind 
the all-night ban is too make 
the presence of an out-of-town 
or out-of-state car obvious to 
patrolling police vehicles.

Illegal polliticing 

A number* of persons high in the 
organization of Senator Edward W. Brooke 
are convinced that Brooke’s political in¬ 
terests would best be served if Governor 
Francis W. Sargent is defeated for reelec¬ 
tion next November. 

Brooke himself has declared that he is 
neutral in the fight between Governor 
Sargent and former State Commerce Com¬ 
missioner Carroll Sheehan for the 
Republican nomination for Governor. 

He has asserted that he will support 
the primary winner in the final election. 

That in itself is a rather unusual 
attitude for a Republican U.S. Senator to 
take toward a Republican Governor in his 
home state. 

When Governor Endicott Peabody was 
challenged by the then Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Francis X. Bellotti in the 1964 
Democratic primary, Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy publicly supported Peabody and 
urged his nomination even though Ted was 
hospitalized with a broken back at the 
time. 

Some people close to Brooke point out 
privately that if Sargent were defeated for 
reelection next autumn, Brooke would be 
the undisputed leader of the Massachusetts 
delegation to the 1976 Republican national 
convention, and his only Bay State adver¬ 
sary for a place on the GOP national ticket 
would be former U.S. Attorney General 
Elliot Richardson. 

But they have been clumsy in 
manifesting their hostility to Sargent, and 
they are taking a gamble that the resent¬ 
ment, which is certain to flare up against 
Brooke in the Republican party if Sarge is 
defeated, will be forgotten by 1976. 

Subject of much discussion in GOP 
circles is the fact that Albert A. Gammal, 
Jr., for years one of Brooke’s top political 
lieutenants and now the regional head of 
the federal government’s General Services 
Administration, is supporting Carroll 
Sheehan against Governor Sargent. 

Brooke, of course, got Gammal the 
job. In case you are wondering, Brooke has 
been able to work both sides of the political 
street. He has done very well at getting 
patronage from the Nixon administration 
while at the same time blasting Nixon and 
calling for his resignation. 

Actually, Gammal is violating the law 
when he involves himself in a contest for 
the Governorship. As a federal employee, 
he is prohibited by the Hatch Act from 
participating in a partisan election cam¬ 
paign. But with the protection and support 
of Brooke, Gammal apparently doesn’t 
have to worry about the Hatch Act. 

In fact, it seems that the only persons 
who have to concern themselves about the 
law are those close to President Nixon. 
Senator Hubert H. Humphry and 
Congressman Wilbur Mills recently were 
requested to appear before the Watergate 
Committee for questioning concerning 
alleged illegal campaign contributions. 
They ended that probe by flatly refusing to 
submit to interrogation. 

When Edward W. Brooke was elected 
U.S. Senator, he pledged that he would 
represent all the people in Massachusetts. 
He could start doing that by instructing his 
friend, Albert Gammal, to cooperate with 
either the State or the City of Boston by 
turning over the Boston Naval Shipyard at 
no cost. 

After all, we are supposed to be 
friends, not enemies. Gammal could be 
thrown out on his ear a little more than two 
years from now, and possibly sooner. 
Meanwhile, some of the people in the 
Sargent camp might blow the whistle on 
him for his illegal politicing.

State GOP managed in 
very sloppy fashion 

It is absolutely incredible that the Republican party in 
Massachusetts is managed so sloppily that no one obtained 
the necessary nomination signatures to place on the Sept. 10 
prijary ballot the names of the persons who had been 
drafted to stand as candidates for State Treasurer and State 
Auditor 

This indicates the state of confusion and 
disorganization into which the GOP in Massachusetts has 
sunk. It also points up one of the reasons Governor Francis 
W. Sargent may be unable to gain sufficient new support to 
escape defeat next November. 

If Sarge should be toppled by a narrow margin in the 
final election, the cause of his downfall may well be traced 
to his failure to have a complete supporting cast behind 
him. 

Ms. Erna Ballentine of Roxbury and Charles Geer of 
Cambridge certainly are no powerhouse vote-getters. But 
their names on the ballot might just draw out some people 
who otherwise wouldn’t bother to go to their polling places. 

It will be the first time in all the years this writer has 
been covering politics that one of the two major parties 
failed to field a complete state ticket 

Theoretically, Ms. Balantine and Mr. Geer could get 
their names on the November ballot by polling 10,000 
‘‘sticker” or write-in votes apiece in the September 
primary. 

But that is a difficult undertaking, and Governor 
Sargent’s office obviously is not well enough organized to 
excute it. Geer, clearly disgusted with the bungling by the 
GOP high command, pointed out there was no way he could 
collect 10,000 valid signatures in the short period available 
to him and added he will not run as a write-in candidate in 
the primary. 

Ordinarily, the task of collecting nomination signatures 
for a candidate endorsed by the unofficial Republican State 
Convention might br performed by the Republican State 
Committee. 

But relations between the Governor and the official 
GOP state organization aren’t all that good. Ten State 
Committee members didn’t even bother to show up for the 
unofficial convention which the State Committee itself 
ordered and scheduled. 

Sombody undoubtedly would be fired if this happened in 
the administration of almost any other Governor than 
Francis Sargent. But the evidence is that Sarge himself was 
at least partly responsible for the blunder of monumental 
proportions. 

Governor Sargent has been immersed in his political 
problems since the polls showed him trailing both Attorney 
General Quinn and former State Representative Michael 
Dukakis, and he has not been an effective leader. 

Political observers expected that Sarge would launch a 
campaign to raise his fallen political fortunes and boost his 
political stock, bat he hasn’t done that He certainly does 
not act like the Francis Sargent of four years ago. 

Persons in the Governor’s office, in their efforts to 
explain away the failure to obtain nomination signatures 
for Erna Ballantine and Charles Geer have offered a 
number of reasons and alibis for the unbelievable bungle. 


One explanation was that for the last 20 years the 
names of candidates endorsed by the Republican State 
Convention automatically went on the primary ballot with 
no signatures required. The trouble with that excuse is that 
they didn’t forget to collect signatures for Sarge. 

The truth seems to be that Governor Sargent and his 
aides and advisers have been in almost a state of shock as a 
result of recent developments, have been concentrating 
almost entirely on what to do about Sarge’s problems and 
have neglected other matters. This has placed them in even 
deeper political trouble and made them look somewhat 
silly. So far they aave defeated their own purposes. 

Drinan facing tough 
final election fight 

Democratic politicians in the fourth congressional 
district were preparing for a knock-down, brusing primary 
battle between Congressman Robert F. Drinan of Newton 
and State Representative Jon Totenberg of Brookline 
wheniRotenberg suddenly changed his mind and decided to 
stand against Father Drinan as an independent candidate 
in the final November election. 

That gives Congressman Drinan a free ride in the Sept. 
10 primary because other Democrats who expected 
Rotenberg would challenge Drinan remained out of the 
contest 

But it sets up a tough final election fight for 
Congressman Drinan who will be opposed in a three-way 
clash by a strong independent in Rotenberg and a sturdy 
Republican in former Congressman Laurence Curtis of 
Brookline. 

Drinan and Rotenberg are both liberal Democrats. 
Rotenberg up to now has centered most of his fire on Father 
Drinan, describing him as a ‘‘one-issue Congressman,” 

(impeachment being Drinan’s sole issue) and charging that 
Father Drinan has been an ineffective Congressman who 
has done practically nothing for his district during his four 
years on Capitol Hill. 

Rotenberg charges that Drinan has done nothing in a 
four-year span to bring any new industries into his district 
or to help protect those it already has. By contrast he points 
to his own record of accomplishment on Beacon Hill for his 
legislative district and its residents. 

Congressman Drinan and Representative Rotenberg 
are both Democrats. If they cut up the Democratic vote in 
the final election, as they almost certainly will, former 
Congressman Curtis, a tested veteran of the political wars, 
might just slip in between them. 

Drinan, Rotenberg and Curtis presumably will coast 
through the warm summer weeks, when it is difficult to 
arouse the interest or attract the attention of the voters, and 
take to the hustings immediately after the Sept 10 primary. 

Congressman Drinan is a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee which has been hearing evidence on 
the impeachment of President Nixon. 

He has been called upon to disqualify himself from 
voting on impeachment because he filed a resolution 
seeking the impeachment of Nixon more than a year ago, 


and he was demanding that Nixon resign before any 
evidence was submitted to the Judiciary Committee. 

One of those who claimed Father Drinan has prejudged 
the impeachment case was a fellow Jesuit priest, Father 
John McLaughlin, who works as a speech-writer for 
President Nixon. 

During a speech while on a visit to Boston, Father 
McLaughlin, who is as colorful and political as Father 
Drinan, told an audience that if President Nixon walked on 
water, as Christ did.iTime and Newsweek magazines would 
headline the story on the feat: “Nixon Can’t Swim.” 

Newton and Brookline will be two of the political bat¬ 
tlefields in the three-way fight shaping up between Drinan, 
Rotenberg and Curtis. Both Republican communities only a 
few years ago. 

Political analysts believe Rotenberg may be able to 
carry Brookline but that Father Drinan probably can hold 
Newton. Curtis for 10 years represented both Newton and 
Brookline In Congress. He provided outstanding service for 
his district and still has a substantial following in both 
communities. 

Their battle could develop into one of the most in¬ 
teresting contests in Massachusetts for a seat in Congress. 

It will be waged in a sprawling district which extends from 
Newton and Brookline out toward central Massachusetts 
and takes in communities where there still is some public 
resentment against Congressman Drinan because he 
toppled the late Congressman Philip J. Philbin in the 
Democratic primary four years ago. 

Margaret M. Heckler's 
position on abortion 

Congresswoman Margaret M. Heckler of Wellesley, 
one of the nation’s leaders in the fight for equal rights and 
recognition for women, is opposed to abortions under most 
circumstances. 

A Catholic, Mrs. Heckler would allow abortions only in 
cases of rape or physical or mental illness. 

A law now in effect, which resulted from a bill she 
sponsored, gives hospital employees the right to refuse to 
participate in abortions and allows hospitals to decline to 
perform abortions for religious reasons. 

This is how Congresswoman Heckler states her position 
on the abortion issue: 

“Based on my philosophy, my religion and my personal 
cooviction, I am a firm believer in the right to life. Fgr this 
reason, last year I authored legislation to protect the right 
of the individual not to participate in an abortion, and the 
right of hospitals and other health care institutions to refuse 
to perform an abortion for religious reasons. 

“I received great support in Congress for this measure, ■ 
and am pleased to report that this is now enacted into law.. 

“I feel abortion procedures would be justified only in 
cases of rape or physical or mental illness. I will continue to 
vote on this issue according to my stated philosophical 
position.”

The current famine in Africa 
will hit U.S. Birds rather hard 
next winter. 

It’s the old story about any 
single, thing on earth being 
attached to everything else. 
John Muir generally is credited 
with expressing that en¬ 
tanglement theory. But Adam 
must have been the first to 
notice it. 

At this point in summer, it 
would appear that wild bird 
feed mixtures will cost about 50 
percent more next winter than 
they did last winter. 

A few specialty seeds may be 
unobtainable. Thistle seed, for 
instance, will be scarce. The 
thistle seed available next 
winter already is in the United 
States. Ethiopia which 
produces the seed has placed 
an embargo on all shipments. 
The seed is being pressed for 
edible oils, needed to combat 
famine in that nation. 

Indeed, bird feed buyers will 


s Ways 

be competing against the same 
economic forces which have 
boosted the priCe of premium 
margarines almost to butter 
prices. 

Sunflower seeds, for in¬ 
stance, are pressed for 
margarine. With a reduced 
African crop on the market, 
manufacturers will bid up the 
price on domestic sunflower 
seeds in buying to fill their 
needs. 

Peanut hearts, which several 
years ago were thrown away 
but later became an ingredient 
of wild bird feed mixtures, will 
be difficlut to obtain. Much of 
the peanut-based cooking oils 
now come from peanut hearts. 

That old standby, millet - the 
little round seeds in most bird 
feed mixtures - seems to be in 
good supply. The main 
domestic millet source is the 
Dakotas and the crop appears 
to be good. A little more ex¬ 
pensive, of course, but ample. 

Hemp seed has tripled in 
price. Buckwheat, that favorite

of mourning doves, also has 
tripled. The buckwheat price 
has been affected by the floods 
last year in the Mississippi 
Valley which wiped out much 
of the crop. 

But there’s good news, too. 
Cracked corn should be in good 
supply and its price has 
remained comparatively 
stable. In the search in recent 
years for morr exotic bird 
food, birders generally have 
overlooked the value of plebian 
com. Cracked corn not only 
serves the needs of most seed¬ 
eating birds but also is the 
favored food for many, in¬ 
cluding blue jays and car¬ 
dinals. 

In addition to the scarcity of 
some seeds, the general 
economic situation has af¬ 
fected bird feed prices. 
Inflation, of course, catches 
grower and buyer alike. At the 
same time, freight rates and 
surcharges are rising, and the 
ingredients of bird feed mix¬ 
tures usually make the long 
trip from west to east in 
carload lots.

Anti-freeze in short supply 


Union Power Making Itself 
Felt in East Europe 

The proletariat isn’t sup¬ 
posed to strike in Communist- 
ruled countries, but workers 
are beginning to get the idea of 
union power. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Antifreeze may be in short 
supply this winter, and you and 
your Beau Brummell friends 
are to blame. 

The problem is that ethylene 
glycol used in making anti¬ 
freeze also is used in making 
polyester fabrics, such as the 
popular double-knits. 

And right now the ethylene 
glycol industry finds it more 
profitable to channel available 
supplies into wearing apparel. 
Here’s a quote that sums up the 
situation beautifully. 

"It’s really a consumer 
decision...The consumer 
decides whether he wants to 
wear the ethylene glycol on his 


back or pour it into his car 
radiator.” 

That quote, incidentally, did 
not come from Herbert Stein, 
President Nixon’s economic 
adviser, who recently blamed 
inflation on the public’s unwill¬ 
ingness to accept tax in¬ 
creases. 

It came from a spokesman 
from a large chemical cor¬ 
poration, who explained that in 
opting for the higher profits in 
polyesters "the company is 
just responding to consumer 
demands.” 

It does no good to protest that 
you didn’t know that buying a 
new blue double-knit blazer 


would cause your car to freeze 
up this winter. 

You should have been listen¬ 
ing closer when the salesman 
sold you the garment. 

Like the other day I went into 
a clothing store to try on a pair 
of plaid slacks that were on 
sale for $11.90. 

I had a tough time choosing 
between the slacks and the 
antifreeze. What I did finally 
was take the slacks and also 
buy a wool blanket which I plan 
to wrap around my car’s 
engine on cold nights this 
winter. 

It’s all a part of better living 
through chemistry.

Rock'n Suzi 


If you like rock ‘n’ roll, you’ll 
love Suzi Quatro. 

She realizes the recurring 
nightmare of every suburban 
mother with a tomboy daught¬ 
er. Suzi comes out on stage in 
black leather with an enor¬ 
mous Les Paul Gibson bass 
slung on her hip, plants her feet 
wide apart and rips into a song 
with the kind of violence 
traditional to Detroit rock *n’ 
rollers. 

Bom and raised In the Motor 
City, Suzi headed an all-girl 
rock band called The Pleasure 
Seekers In 19®, when she was 
just 15. The'band evolved Into 
Cradle and for a while included 
Jerry NAn (now of the New 
York Ddjjs) on drums. 

In 197tythe moved to London 
and—like so many American 
musicians—finally made it in 
Britain and Europe, before 
most folks on this side of the 
Atlantic had even heard of her. 

Though her first U.S. tour is 
now history, that situation 
hasn’t changed much; Suzi is 
still a far bigger star in Europe 
than in her homeland. But 
there is a legitimate and 
growing "cult” interest in her 
music. 

Suzi’s band looks like a gang 
of drunken English street 
hoods and Suzi tries (rather 
less successfully) to look like 
one of them. Faced with an 
unresponsive audience, her 
Roller Derby Queen image 
tends to crumble a bit around 
the edges, the lowlevel 
acrobatics seeming a little 
forced. 

The hand is raw and raun¬ 
chy, Suzi’s voice and bass lines 


perfect. Her music is the most 
basic, direct kind of rock, with 
a healthy shot of "what’s it to 
ya’’ enthusiasm. She can make 
you laugh at yourself, just by 
noticing how much you're 
enjoying it. 

Suzi’s debut American 
album, appropriately titled 
"Suzi Quatro’’ (Bell 1302), is 
for folks who like to roll up the 
rug at parties—non-stop 
boogie, starting with her big 
European hi, “48 Crash," and 
finishing with the classic 
"Shakin’ All Over.” It’s a lot of 
fun, which is as much as you 
can ask of rock *n’ roll anyway.

Cole P. Dodge, projects 
director of Oxfam-America, 
the international development 
agency with headquarters in 
Newton, returned last week 
from an intensive tour of the 
famine zone of Ethopia with 
the nes that the rains fave 
finally come to the provinces of 
Tigre and Wollo. 

“The worst of the famine is 
probably over,” Dodge said, 
“but the continuing poverty of 
the people of Ethiopia remains 
a disaster of even larger 
proportions.” 

A veteran of both the Biafran 
conflict in Nigeria, where he 
headed up a Quaker Relief 
team, and three years as a 
Peace Corps Volunteer in 
India, Dodge was appalled by 
the extent of poverty and the 
extreme need of the people 
living in northern Ethiopua. 

Rain fell during most of the 
time he and Peter Oakley, 
Oxfam Field director, made 
their way by land rover 
through the rugged and 
raodless disaster area. 
Following relatively good 
“short rains” this spring, the 
moisture has generated a 
feeling of confidence and hope 
among the people they en¬ 
countered. In the highland 
regions, teff (a sorghum of 
high proteim value unique to 
Ethiopia) looked good, and 
even on the arid plains of the 
eastern, slope, agricultural 
plots have been planted in 
anticipation of the “long rains” 
which, it is hoped, will continue 
during the coming six weeks. 


Asked about the effect of the 
current military take-over of 
Emperor Haile Selassie’s 
troubled country and how the 
change in government may 
affect relief for famine victims 
and future development ef¬ 
forts, Dodge pointed out that 
communications are so limited 
and distances and terrain so 
formidable that “what happens 
in Addis Ababa means little too 
a destitute Afar nomad or a 
peasant farming on a terraced 
hillside.” 

The military take-over was, 
in fact, at least partially 
generated by the central 
government’s lack of response 
and failure to alert the in¬ 
ternational community to the 
widespread stzrvation caused 
by the long drought in the 
northern provinces. The 
arrival of food, medical sup¬ 
plies and transport vehicles to 
the famine areas has added to 
the political unrest by placing 
unprecedented administrative 
burdens on the provincial 
governments, already 
besieged by an influx of 
starving refugees, Dodge 
pointed out. 

He visited a program funded 
by Oxfam-America to provide 
gasoline and out-of-station 
allowances to drivers of 
emergency vehicles in a 
remote area of the drought 
zone. Food coming from the 
port of Aseb is now stored here, 
close to need, rather than in the 
capital city of Dessie. 

This program is in line with 
Oxfam’s goal, and one shared

by provincial officials, to 
provide food to people in their 
villages, rather than in central 
feeding stations where 
problems are compounded by 
the necessity to furnish housing 
and medical care, plus the 
health and social problems 
arising from crowding and 
displacement. Getting the 
people back to the land where 
they can plant and care for 
crops and be provided with the 
seeds and draft animals being 
distributed by a number of 
intemaotional agencies, is a 
priority. 

Oxfam-America, an 
organization more interested 
in preventing famine than in 
sending relief after a disaster 
occurs, is now seeking con¬ 
tinuing projects in the drought 
zone which will alleviate the 
compounding of circumstances 
which led to the deaths of an 
estimated 100,000 people 
(mostly children) in this area 
during the past year. Currently 
under study for possible fun¬ 
ding is an integrated 
development program for 
Wollo and Tigre provinces 
being researched by a water 
resource engineer, an 
agriculturalist and a maternal- 
child health specialist. 

Support for such long-term, 
comprehensive projects 
requires financial commitment “ 


well beyond the present 
capacities of Oxfam-America, 
whose headquarters at 474 
Centre St. in Newton, field the 
four-year-old American ver¬ 
sion of the internationally 
respected British Oxfam 
organization. 

“Such programs require 
serious financial commitment 
that goes beyond contributing 
after a disaster has alread) 
taken 100,000 lives,” Dodg< 
commented. “Oxfam’s ap¬ 
proach is to make grants 
before a disaster occurs. The 
sad thing about very poor 
people in developing countries 
is that every misfortune 
becomes a disaster. When 
you’re malnourished to start 
with, further deprivation can 
easily mean death.”

Cheller did admit there was 
one problem—a personal one—

"I have to travel light when I 
start out so I usually end up 
buying clothes I don’t need 
when I get back,” he said. "As 
a result, I have extra war¬ 
drobes stored iri Paris, London 
and San Francisco.” 

Cheller spends nine months a 
year traveling with American 
Express escorted tour 
groups— ”in peak seasons I 
may guide three or four tours 
in a row, flying around the 
world to meet each new 
group.” 

Does he do any traveling 
during his three-month 
holiday?

"People will grumble at 
times, especially if the weather 
is bad, but you have to be 
patient and remember that 
they may be on a once-in-a- 
lifetime vacation and expect 
everything to be perfect. You 
have to deal with their 
problems tactfully,” he said. 

“But the best thing a tour 
guide can have is a keen sense 
of humor.”

My Friends’ House, Inc., a 
world foundation for children 
based in Newton, is expanding 
its Saigon-based program of 
care for Vietnamese-American 
orphans, according too MFH 
Executive Director Sally 
Darby. 

Operating a nutrition center 
for badly malnourished and 
diseased children, the foun¬ 
dation has begun proceedings 
to double its capacity in the fall 
to 100 with a second center. 

The Vietnamese staff of the 
My Friends’ House center were 
trained in child care, nutrition, 
and hygiene by an American 
nurse. The center takes in 
critically ill infants from 
nearby institutions and 
families, administers intensive 
medical and nutritional care, 
and returns them. 

The nutrition center is one of 
only three such establishments 
in South Vietnam. It was 
established in response to the 
need for adequate child care 
facilities in that country. 

The first response in South 
Vietnam had been the founding 
of more than 130 orphanages. 
The next step, according to 
Wells Kline, advisor to Senator 
Edward Kennedy, is for the 
American people to turn their 
concern too other child welfare 
programs like the MFH center. 

The function of My Friends’ 
House is to support the services 
of other agencies, and to 
provide care where none is 
available. Its staff has trained 
personnel in several or- 
phanges, and it has restruc¬ 
tured the diet of one orphange 
to include fruits, eggs, and 
meat. 


MFH has recently initiated a 
daily feeding program for 
neighborhood children, and is 
oerating a weekly medical 
clinic on an outpatient basis. 

"Disease is often rampant in 
South Vietnam,” Mrs. Darby 
said. "People don’t even get 
enough decent food to maintain 
a basic level of health. The 
children are highly susceptible 
to such diseases as whooping 
cough, hepatitis, typhoid, polio, 
and intestinal parasites. We 
hardly hear about such 
diseases in our own country 
anymore.” 

Estimates on the number of 
orphaned children in South 
Vietnam run as high as 700,000, 
with a possible 200,000 fathered 
by Americans. “We’re talking 
about almost 5 per ceni, of the 
population of the entire 
country,” Mrs. Darby noted. 
"That’s the equivalent of more 
than 10 million such youngsters 
in our own country. 

"The real tragedy is when we 
realize that half of the kids 
under five may die within a 
year,” she said, quoting 
figures from the U.S. Walter 
Reed Army Research Institute. 
The death rate for the young is 
so high because of the lack of 
child care services. Can you 
imagine half the pre-schoolers 
in our community dying as 
horribly as most of these kids 
are?” 

The need for the nutrition 
center of My Friends’ House is 
underscored by the fact that 
orphanages are usually un¬ 
derstaffed, sometimes with one 
nurse-aid to care for 100 small 
children. Since government 


support amounts to only 
pennies a day per child, most of 
the facilities can prepare only 
watery soups to feed the 
children. Toddlers are often 
roped together to keep them 
from wandering, and infants 
are continously left in their 
cribs. 

In some orphanges, the death 
rate is as high as 80 per cent. 

"Our short range goals are to 
save the lives of some of these 
young children,” Mrs. Darby 
remarked. "By training people 
in caring for the types of 
nutritional and medical 
problems prevalent in South 
Vietnam, we exercise our long- 
range goals of extending our 
skills into the Saigon com¬ 
munity.” 

Mrs. Darby heads an 
American staff of eight, only 
tow of whom are salaried. "It’s 
heartwarming too see what 
people will do when they want 
too express their love in a 
concrete way.” 

She noted that most of their 
funds come from volunteer 
fund raising done by church, 
civic, and youth groups, and 
through donations from in¬ 
dividuals. 

She said that the 
organization welcomes 
volunteer work on any scale, 
and that it presently needs 
someone with typing skills to 
volunteer in the Newton office.

Feds hike smuggling crackdown 


AUGUSTA, Maine (UPI) - 
The federal government has 
stepped up its offshore surveil¬ 
lance of the New England coast 
in a crackdown on smuggling 
of contraband ranging from 
drugs to frozen bull semen.

Thirsty? If there’s one way to take the sizzle out of 
summer, it’s with a tinkling tumbler filled to the brim with 
a thirst-quenching beverage. 

About the most refreshing cooler you could conjure up 
is iced tea which never teases the parched palate. Did you 
know that tea as a beverage was discovered in the year 2737 
B.C. legend has it that the Chinese emperor, Shen N’umg, 
known throughout his land as "The Healer” for his 
discovery that by boiling water it could be made safe to 
drink, was strolling through his forest. Resting a mo¬ 
ment, the emperor began to boll some water when a great 
puff of wind blew some leaves into the pot. The boiling 
leaves gave off such a delightful aroma that the emperor 
tasted the amber brew with the result that it pleased him so 
much that he christened the brew "tea” and issued an edict 
that everyone in the kingdom must drink the beverage. 

There are some 3,000 varieties of tea which take their 
names from the districts where they grow. According to the 
process used, they are converted into one of three major 
types of tea: black, green or oolong. 

Following are some unusual ways,to quench that 
summer desire for a long cool drink. You’ll find that 
summer refreshers take on a new flavor and interest when 
they begin with a base of pureed frozen fruit. Simply whirl 
the frozen fruit of your choice (strawberries, raspberries, 
blueberries, melon balls) with a complementary frozen 
juice concentrate, add plain or sparkling water and ice 
cubes, stir to blend and you have a cool refresher. For 
example: 


RASPBERRY LEMONADE 

1 pkg. (10 oz.) frozen raspberries with syrup, partially 
thawed 

2 cans (6 oz. ca.) frozen lemonade concentrate, thawed 
and undiluted 

1 qt. plain or sparkling water 

Ice cubes 

Fresh mint 

Combine raspberries and lemonade concentrate in a 
blender and whirl until smooth. Pour mixture through a 
strainer to remove seeds. Transfer to a 24 qt. pitcher; add 
water and a few ice cubes; stir to blend. Serve over ad¬ 
ditional ice cubes in tall glasses. Garnish each with a sprig 
of fresh mint. Makes 10 to 12 servings. 

NOTE: Iced tea or coffee will cloud up if stored in the 
refrigerator. To prepare good chilled tea or coffee, prepare 
it stronger than usual; cool to room temperature and pom- 
over ice cubes. Any left over can be frozen in ice cube trays 
for use with more iced tea or coffee. 

For perfect iced tea use 50 per cent more tea than used 
for making hot tea. For example: you would use 4 teabags 
to make 4 cups of hot tea; for 4 glasses of iced tea, you use 6 
teabags. Here’s an easy way to make 2 quarts, about 10 
I servings: 1. Bring 1 qt. freshly drawn cold water to a full 
rolling boil in a saucepan. 2. Remove from heat and im¬ 
mediately add one-third measuring cup loose tea or 15 
teabags. 3. Stir, cover and let stand for 5 minutes. 4. Stir 
again and strain into a pitcher holding an additional quart 
of freshly drawn cold water. (If tea should "cloud,” restore 
_ its amber-clear color by adding a little boiling water. Pom 
into ice-filled glasses and serve with lemon and sugar. 

SPICED TEA CUBES IN LEMONADE 

10 whole cloves 

2 sticks cinnamon 


14 cups boiling water 
4 tea bags or 4 tups, loose tea 
14 cups cold water 
fresh or frozen lemonade 
Lemon slices 

Combine cloves, cinnamon and boiling water. Reduce 
heat and simmer, covered for 5 minutes. Add tea. Steep 5 
minutes. Strain. Add cold water. Pom into ice cube tray. 
Freeze until firm. To serve, put several ice tea cubes in tall 
glasses and add lemonade. Stir briskly. Garnish with fresh 
lemon slice. FRESH IJ5MONADE: For each serving, 
squeeze the juice from one lemon; add one to three 
tablespoons honey or sugar and 4 to 4 cup cold water. Stir 
until well blended. 

COLD BREAKFAST IN A GI ASS : 

COFFEE CACKLE 
1 cup milk, chilled 
1 egg 

1 teaspoon instant coffee 
1 tablespoon maple flavored syrup 
Combine all ingredients in shaker, glass jar, blender, or 
mixing bowl. Shake or beat to a froth or blend well at low 
speed. Pom into tall glass. Serve immediately. Serves 1. 

PINEAPPLE SANGRIA 
1 can (1 lb. 4 oz.) pineapple chunks in juice 
1 cup sliced fresh strawberries 
1 lemon, thinly sliced 

1 bottle (4-5 quart) rose wine, chilled 

2 bottles (12 oz. ea.) club soda, chilled 
Mint leaves 

In a large pitcher or punch bowl, combine pineapple 
chunks and all of the juice, strawberries and lemon. Add 
rose wine and soda. Garnish with mint leaves. Add ice 
cubes if desired. Makes 8-10 servings. 


FRESH MELON PUNCH 
1 medium sized honeydew melon 
1 medium sized cantaloupe 
4 cup fresh lemon juice 

4 cup fresh lime juice 
1 quart ginger ale 

Peel, seed and finely dice melons. Puree melons by 
beating a small amount at a time in electric mixer or by 
blending in an electric blender. (Makes about 4 cups 
honeydew pmee and 24 cups cantaloupe pmee). Stir in 
lemon and lime juices. Just before serving, add gingerale. 
Sweeten to taste. Serve in tall glass over ice cubes. Makes 
about 3 quarts punch. 

FOUR WAYS FOR 
MAKING ICED COFFEE 

QUICK: Make your coffee extra strength, using 1 coffee 
measure of coffee to 4 ounces of fresh cold water. Pom over 
ice cubes. The extra strength hot coffee compensates for 
the melting ice. P RE COOLED: Brew your coffee the 
regular way using 1 coffee measme of coffee to each 6 oz. 
cup of cold water. Cool no more than 3 horns in a tightly 
covered non-metal container. Pom over ice cubes. COF¬ 
FEE CUBES: Make coffee cubes in the ice tray by freezing 
freshly brewed, regular strength coffee instead of water. 
Use instead of plain ice cubes, pouring hot, freshly brewed 
regular coffee over them. This gives the extra strength 
brew necessary for best results. INSTANT Mix about twice 
the usual amount of instant coffee, according to taste, with 
a little water in each tall glass (based on 12 oz. cooler-type 
glasses). Add ice cubes and fill with cold water. 

CHOCOLATE FROST 
24 cups cold extra-strength coffee 

5 tablespoons chocolate syrup 
1 pint vanilla ice cream 

Combine ingredients; blend with rotary beater or 
blender until smooth. Serve in tall glasses. Serves 4.

2 teaspoons crushed oregano 

Bone and cube the lamb in 1-4 pieces, removing all the 
gristle and most of the fat. Add all the other ingredients and 
mix well.

I would like to make Chicken with 
Mushrooms (Mou Goo Gai Peen) and would 
appreciate the recipe if possible. Thank you 
very much.

Answer: The following recipe is quite 
good, serves two and may be doubled. I am 
quite sure you will enjoy it—from "The Easy 
Way to Chinese Cooking” by Beverly Lee. 

CHICKEN WITH MUSHROOMS 
(MOU GOO GAI PEEN) 

4 pound boned chicken breast 
3 4 cup Chinese cabbage 

4 cup bamboo shoots 

5 water chestnuts 

4 cup canned or fresh mushrooms 
12 snow peas 

1 wedge ginger size of quarter 

2 teaspoons cornstarch mixed with 2 
teaspoons water 

Dash pepper 

4 teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
4 teaspoon sugar 
2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 cup chicken stock or water 
1 tablespoon sherry 

Preparation: Bone breast and divide into 
thin uniform slices. Slice Chinese cabbage, 
bamboo shoots, water chestnuts and 
mushrooms if fresh ones are used. String 
snow peas and if very large cut in half, using a 
diagonal cut. Smash ginger. Mix cornstarch 
solution and add pepper, monosodium and 
sugar. Set beside pan. 

Cooking: Using a high flame, heat pan 
and add 1 tablespoon of oil, 4 teaspoon of salt 
and ginger. Add Chinese cabbage, 
mushrooms, bamboo shoots, and water 
chestnuts. Stir for 30 seconds. Next add stock 
and cover for 2 minutes. Remove and set 
aside. Reheat pan and add remainder of oil 
and salt. Add chicken and flatten against 
sides of pan. Add sherry and cook for 1 minute 
or until color changes from pink to white. 
Turn over and cook other side until nearly 
done, add vegetables and snow peas. When 
stock reaches boil, add cornstarch solution 
and stir until thick. Serves 2. 

Question: Oftentimes I am stuck with 
leftover chicken or turkey and though my 
family loves to pick away at the carcass, I 
would like to be able to get another meal out 


of the leftovers. Can you suggest an easy meal 
with leftovers the main*attraction?

Answer: Left over chicken or turkey can 
indeed be made into a memorable main dish 
and the surprise in both the Chicken 
Fricassee recipe, as well as the baked bean 
recipe I am including, is canned applesauce! 
Enjoy: 

SUPER CHICKEN FRICASSEE 
Sliced, leftover chicken or turkey 
2 cans (104 oz. ea.) chicken gravy 
1 can (16 oz.) applesauce 
1 can (3 oz.) chopped broiled mushrooms 
drained 

Hot baking powder biscuits (from the 
refrigerator case in supermarket) 

Heat slices of chicken or turkey, wrapped 
in foil, at 350 degrees. Meanwhile, combine 
gravy, applesauce and mushrooms; heat to 
serving temperature. Arrange chicken slices 
on platter, top with some of the gravy; 
surround with hot biscuits made with a mix. 
Serve remainder of gravy separately. Makes 
6 servings. 

APPLESAUCE BAKED BEANS 
1 large can oven-baked Boston style 
baked beans 

1 can (1 lb.) applesauce 
Y 4 lb. salt pork 

Arrange layers of beans and applesauce 
in 4 or 6 individual bean pots or casseroles 
depending on size. Remove rind from salt 
pork, score surface; cut into chunks. Bury 1 
chunk in each casserole, leaving only the 
scored rind exposed. Bake at 350 degrees 
about 4 hour or until pork is golden brown 
and beans are bubbling hot. Makes 4 to 6 
servings.

25 cherry tomatoes

2 teaspoons cider vinegar 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon mayonnaise 
1 tablespoon finely minced onion 
V4 teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 
Cut thin slice from top of cherry 
tomatoes. Scoop out center of tomatoes, 
removing all pulp and seeds. In small bowl 
flake tuna and mix with remaining 


ingredients. Fill each tomato with 1 teaspoon 
filling. Yield: 25 tomatoes, 13 calories each. 

LOW-CALORIE VEGETABLE DIP 
2 cups (1 lb.) creamed cottage cheese 
1 cup finely chopped pared and seeded 
cucumber 

1 small tomato, peeled and seeded and 
chopped 

4 teaspoon dried dill weed 
4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 
Mix all ingredients in bowl. Cover and 
chill. Serve with crisp fresh vegetables such 
as carrot and celery sticks, raw zucchini 
slices and cauliflowerets. Yield: 24 cups; 13 
calories per tablespoons. 


CHICKEN WING NIBBLES 

8 chicken wings 

2 tablespoons honey 

1 tablespoon prepared mustard 

2 tablespoons water 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 

Cut chicken wings in half at joint. Mix 
remaining ingredients in small bowl. Dip 
pieces of chicken into sauce and place on 
shallow baking pan. Broil 6 inches from heat 
for 10 minutes on one side, turn and broil for 5 
minutes on second side. Wings may be 
sprinkled with additional salt before serving.

Telly Sava/as 


Prime time 

"He bent over and kissed my hand and WOWt*’ she 
laughed nervously. "He makes Paul Newman look like a 
boy scout!" 

Some young ingenue speaking? No. She was a seasoned 
newspaper woman excited as a schoolgirl because TV and 
motion picture celebrity Telly Savalas had greeted her in 
the continental manner at a recent Men’s Fashion 
Association luncheon. 

A certain magnetism seems to draw men as well as 
women of all ages to this tall, completely bald, imperfectly 
featured man. Typifying the well dressed, intelligent police 
detective in the CBS hit series "Kojak”, Savalas in person 
comes off like the kid at the merry-go-round who has caught 
the brass ring. He’s bent on enjoying all that life has to 
offer. 

His frankness is disarming. Still in awe at his own 
success, he shrugs and says, "To be working at all as an 
actor remains a surprise to me. Twelve years ago I was far 
removed from this thing called ‘Show Business’. 

"For example. I would pursue people just to talk to 
them. I’d go up to a pretty girl and say, ‘Hello, I’m Telly 
Savalas’, and she’d keep walking. Ah, but things have 
changed. All of a sudden people are interested in what I 
wear, what I say and what I think.” 

Bom Aristotle Savalas in Garden City, New York, he 
grew up in a lively family of four brothers and a sister. 
Following high school he interrupted his education to enlist 
in the Army when the United States entered World War II. 
After three years of military service, Savalas resumed his 
schooling at Columbia University, majoring in psychology. 
He graduated with honors and a Bachelor of Science 
degree. 

Disillusioned with his initial entry into the field of _ 
psychology, he joined the Information Services of the State 
Department where he moved quickly through the ranks to 
become Senior Director of News and Special Events for the 
American Broadcasting Company. He created the "Your 
Voice of America” series which won both a Freedom 
Foundation and a Peabody Award for the network. 

Telly credits pure neglect on his part with bringing 
about his acting career. “When I was with the government 
as Executive Director, I traveled all over the world and got 
to know many foreign personalities. One day I received a 
call from a director’s agent who said he needed someone to 
play an old European judge on television, and the accent 
had to be genuine. I promised to help and then forgot about 
it until he called a few days later. 

"I quickly figured out a way to get him off the hook—I 
told him I found just the man (and of course that man was 
me). I had been curious for a long time about the acting 
profession and this was a good opportunity to find out what 
it was all about. 

"So I went for the audition. They gave me a script and I 
read it with a heavy accent. The director said that I looked 
young for the part but he would use me. I went home and 
told my mother who, by the way, is one of the loveliest 
chicks—the greatest broad in the world (I call all women 
‘broads’ and I use that term with love and respect). She 
said, ‘Telly, you’ll do beautifully! ’ So I did the show and I’ve 
never looked back since." 

Very much today’s woman, his mother was Miss 
Greece and is an American writer as' well as artist. 
Her son marvels at her capacity, "She is a magnificent 
human being . . talented . . beautiful . . . and you say to 
yourself, ‘So where did this gorilla come from?’ " 

At one time Telly Savalas considered that wearing a 
shirt and tie was "dressing up.” He now explains that he is 
largely responsible for the dress and dignity evident in his 
portrayal of Theo Kojak on the television series. His love of 
clothes and proper accessories stems back to a childhood 
when, as he put it, "In our house all my parents cared 
about was that we were clean. With four brothers to contend 
with, the first boy up in the morning was the best dressed. 

When asked about his clean shaven head (which he 
admits to shaving every time he shaves his beard), he 
pauses for a moment and then launches into an explanation. 

"When I did the picture "The Greatest Story Ever 
Told," the director felt that since I was playing the role of 
Pontius Pilate it would give the role extra dimension if I 
shaved my head. I kinda worried about it since I had little 
kids at home and they wouldn't want to see poppa so 
drastically changed. To my surprise, the director suggested 
we bring the children onto the set and allow them to see the 
change take place. Production for the day was cancelled to 
the cost of fifty or sixty thousand dollars and the next day 
the kids were there observing everything. You know what— 
they never noticed! I’ve shaved my head since!” 

"Oh, by the way, when I called my mother and told her 
that I was being cast in "Hie Greatest Story Ever Told," 
she said, 'Telly, you’ll make a great Jesus. And I said, ‘No, 
Ma, I’ll be playing Pontius Pilate.’ She said, ‘Alright Telly, 
without rewriting history, play him sympathetically.’ " 

Telly Savalas enjoys life the way it is right now. There’s 
unabashed wonder in his voice as he says, "It seems as 
though it was just yesterday when I worked in the govern¬ 
ment where conversations with Andre Groineko and other 
lieads of state were routine. But when I went to Cannes for a 
film festival and saw Burt Lancaster in person... I was so 
in awe I couldn’t catch my breath! 

"I used to dream about the time I would be able to make 
twenty to thirty thousand dollars a year, and quite suddenly 
I find myself in a profession where they are paying me at 
least that weekly! People come up to you and tell you how 
wonderful you are . . . believe me, it’s not hard to take as 
long as you’ve reached your maturity. I consider myself a 
pretty lucky guy!"

Dr. Charles C. Richardson of 
Newton, a Professor of 
Biological Chemistry at 
Harvard Medical School, was 
awarded a clinical in¬ 
vestigation grant to study 
DNA, the genetic substance. 

Richardson’s research is 
focused on the mechanisms 
which set into motion the 
body’s ability to manufacture, 
control and repair damage in 
DNA- processes whcih may 
well play a role in thee an- 


cerous transformation of cells. 

Dr. Gerald D. Fasman of 
Auburndale, a member of the 
Brandeis Uneversity Graduate 
Department of Biochemistry, 
will use the Amercan Cancer 
Society clinical investigation 
grant to study the interaction 
of nucleic acids and proteins. 

Nucleic acids, which contain 
the biological cell’s hereditary 
information, carry out the 
function of cell replication. 
Proteins vary gratly in their 
biological function, and there is 
very limited understanding of 
why and how certain proteins 
perform certain functions 
Fasman’s project will examin 
e the functions of both sub¬ 
stances; knowledge of how 
their functions are controlled 
will increase understanding of 
the normal cell, and hopefully, 
the avnormal cell, such s those 
affected by cancer.

Camp Florian, a summer 
camping program for young 
adult victims of mucular 
dystrophy and related 
neuromuscular diseases, was 
officially dedicated in 
ceremonies held at the camp 
site, the Sisters of Saint Joseph 
Farm in Haverhill. 

Camp Florian is names in 
recognition of the support that 
Muscular Dystrophy Assns. of 
America has received from 
fire fighters. Saint Florian is 
the fire fighters’ patron sdint. 
In opening remarks, Michael 
P. Baldino, MDAA regional 
director said, "Firefighters 
have substantially increased 
public awareness of muscular 


dystrophy and have demon¬ 
strated a profound compassion 
for those who are less for¬ 
tunate.” He continued, 
“Through camister 
distribution, tag days, 
residential appeals and similar 
activities, they have been 
instrumental in raising funds 
to finance the camping 
program which is offered free 
to patients.” 

Camp Florian’s aim is 
toward a normal camping 
experience. The program itself 
involves daily activjties in four 
major fields. Ther«jire water 
activities, arts 0 crafts, 
adaptive outdoor sports and 
educational seminars to help 


those afflicted with 
neuromuscular disease cope 
with the challenges in their 
pursuit of higher education, 
occupational training and 
employment.

muscular abilities. Certain 
modifications of recreational 
programs are necessary but 
playing such games as 
baseball from a wheelchair is 
not only possible, it’s also great 
fun. 


WOMAN'S WORLD 


NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Warren Farrell, a young 
egghead with a nifty black 
beard, intends to liberate the 
men of America. 

Over chicken with walnuts in 
an Oriental eatery he told how 
the Men’s Liberation 
Movement he heads will make 
life happier for men, women 
and children. 

Farrell, of Arlington, Va., 
was in town to run a two-day 
meeting of the National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW) Task Force on the 
Masculine Mystique. He is 
national coordinator of that 
group. 

The Men’s Liberation Move¬ 
ment was spawned at that 
conference. 

The spirit of it all in many 
ways runs on tracks put down 
by the Women’s Liberation 
Movement. Lib and let Lib 
seems the thrust in each 
movement. 

"We want to give every 
person the freedom to get into 
any area and pursue it,” 
Farrell said. "Regardless of 
sex.” 

Farrell’s wife, Ursula, is a 
mathematician and White 
House Fellow. She is executive 
assistant to the Secretary oft 
the Treasury. 

Farrell lectures on the 
movement and leads con¬ 
sciousness raising groups —the 
latter being key to the male 
liberation movement. He also 
writes and will tell all about the 
movement in a book that’s to 
come out in the fall. It’s called 
"The Liberated Man” (Ran¬ 
dom House). 

Farrell, who will be getting a 
Ph.D. from New York 
University soon, said on the 
male problem about 300 con¬ 
sciousness-raising groups are 
functioning in the nation —on 
the male problem. 

The participants include 
males, females, and groups 


consisting of males and 
females —coed groups. 

Problems of masculinity are 
considered at the meetings. 
Men meet alone, women meet 
alone, then they meet together 
to discuss the problems. Then 
they go back to several 
meetings of the single sex 
format. The meetings last 
about four hours and span 
several months’ of weekly 
sessions. 

The Consciousness-Raising 
groups are mostly composed of 
single and married middle-age 
persons. 

"Middle-age is when men 
realize how the male mystique 
has been hurting them.’’ 
Farrell said. 

“They’re on the corporate 
ladder and know they aren’t 
going to make it to the top in 
middle-age—or else they may 
even fall off. They think 
they’ve been working all their 
lives as a way of showing love 
for their families. 

In middle age they find they 
don’t know how to express love 
to wife or children.” 

At this stage the men find 
some time to spend with the 
children —something they 
have been promising for many 


years. They make the time 
only to find the children are 
grown and they don’t really 
have the time to spend with a 
dad who’s just discovered 
them. 

Farrell said a society that 
makes "success objects” out of 
men keeps the men in the rat 
race. This success object —win 
the game, bring home the 
bacon —role is just as unfair to 
men as is the sex object role 
thrust on women. 

“The key to masculine 
liberation is giving every man 
a chance to ask —’What do I 
want to do with my life; How do 
I make a living doing it?’” 
Farrell said.

The top five males and females from 
Newton will advance to district com¬ 
petition on July 27. Newton North is a 
possible site for the district meet. 

The top scorers in six district meets 
will compete in the final at Boston College 
on Aug. 3. 

Nick Pasquarosa, Barry Harsip, and 
James Blackburn of Newton will join 
Yaitaines and Bonistalli at the district 
meet. Other woman qualifiers were 
Jeanne Pasquarosa, Kathy Tippo, Jane 
Cedrone and Dorothy Guinan. 

Yaitaines said after the local com¬ 
petition that he had thought he had a 
“pretty good shot” to do well. Yaitanes’ 
top finishes included a first in the obstacle 
course, a second in the shot put, and fourth 
places in street-hockey shooting, the 880, 
and the long jump. Points were awarded to 
the top 12 finishers in each event. 


Yaitanes noted that he had “pretty 
good knowledge” of the events through 
coaching. He said that he did some running 
beforehand and that it “paid off.” He in¬ 
tends to train “in all events” for the 
district competition. Yaitanes pointed out 
that there was “tough competition” in the 
local meet. 

Yaitanes graduated from Stoughton 
High in 1968 and Northeastern University 
in 1969. He is working as a tennis instructor 
at the Waltham YMCA this summer. 

Ms. Clarke said that she found out 
about the competition from a friend in 
Boston three or four days before it was 
going to be held. She remarked that it was 
“a lot of fun” and that the people were 
enthusiastic. She said that she “entered 
for fun.” 

Ms. Clarke reported that she planned 
to start running. “The 880 might kill me if I 
don’t.” 

Ms. Clarke ran track and did gym¬ 
nastics in high school. She taught gym¬ 
nastics at Wheaton College, where she was 
a first semester freshman. 

Bonistalli, 24, is a third-year law 
student at Suffolk University. He 
graduated from Boston College in 1971 
after playing four years of football as a 
split end. 

Bonistalli said that he “wasn’t sure 
what kind of competition there would be.” 
He added that “I’m not really in great 
shape; I figured I’d do my best.” 

Bonistalli had a first place in the long 
jump and tied for first in the 100. He was 
second in the 880, fourth in the shot put, 
tied for fourth in the obstacle course, and 
eighth in the baseball throwing. 

Bonistalli ran track in high school on 
Long Island and presently plays BNBL 
basketball and tennis. He also jogs. 

The oldest competitor at the Newton 
meet was Abraham Jaffe, a 42-year old 
accountant from Brookline. The youngest 
competitor was 18, the minimum age. 

Alkon said after the meet that he 
wished to thank the Newton Recreation 
Department for its help in organizing the 
event and for providing equipment. He 
oxpressed special appreciation for the help 
of Fran Towle and Carol Stapleton. 

“Because it was the first year, it took a 
lot of work,” Alkon commented. 


It had been hoped that there would be 
a larger turnout in Newton. Of those who 
showed up, Alkon said, “I don’t think I 
talked to anyone in the sports part who had 
a bad time.” 

Alkon also wanted to thank the Newton 
American Red Cross which had a first aid 
tent at the field. There were 34 officials, 
including Jaycees and local sports 
coaches. 

In several events there was little 
disparity between the results of the top 
male and the top female. In the 100-yard 
obstacle course, Ms. Garke finished in 18.8 
seconds while Yaitanes led the men with a 
time of 16.4 seconds. Ms. Garke ran the 100 
in 12.6 seconds while the top male time was 
11.0 seconds. 

In the shot put, basketball shooting, 
baseball throwing, and 880, the top males 
showed great superiority over the top 
females. Warren Pitts of Newtonville 
threw the shot 47’4” while the best throw 
by a woman was 25’10”. 

In the baseball throwing, the top male 
threw eight times into a tire while no 
woman had even one successful toss in 20 
attempts. Five males also failed to throw 
into the tire. 

In the free throw shooting, the top 
males had 17 baskets in 20 attempts, while 
the best female score was nine. In the 880, 
Harsip finished in 2:15.2 while Ms. 
Garke’s 3:10.5 was the best female time. 

Street-hockey shooting produced more 
even results. Newton firefighter Jim 
Boudreau had 17 goals in 20 attempts while 
Ms. Pasquarosa led the women with 15 
goals. 

In the long jump, Bonistalli led the 
men with a leap of 18’4” while Ms. Garke 
topped the women with a jump of 13’. 

The meet began around 9 a.m. and 
continued until early afternoon. Credit 
must be given to the Newton Jaycees for a 
well-organized effort. 

One of the only delays of the day came 
when the competitors were waiting for the 
final results. One athlete shouted up to 
Alkon, a C.P.A., that it took less time for 
Alkon to prepare Ms taxes. 

The retort from the officials was that 
this was because of how much money the 
athlete earned last year.

Survey provides data on athletic injuries 


A statewide survey of 
athletic injuries has revealed a 
total of 19 goal post injuries in 
hockey, football and soccer, it 
has been reported by the 
Massachusetts Chiropractice 
Society (MCS) which sent a 
questionnaire to 347 athletic 
directors in April. 

The survey also revealed a 
need for more full-time 
trainers, better coaching 
supervision, more conditioning 
and calisthenics, a greater 
responsibility on the part of 
athletes, proper equipment and 
better maintained playing 
surfaces. 

Hockey players reportedly 
sufferd the most goal post 
injuries with 16, followed by 
football with two and one in 
soccer. 

One of the recommendations 
received was to make it 
mandatory that hockey posts 
not be anchored to the ice 
during contests, thus making 
them movable when players 


skate into them. It was pointed 
out that this can be ac¬ 
complished by rule of the 
Headmasters’ Association. 

Lack of goal post padding 
was a finding in the survey. In 
only 46 instances were they 
padded in football, hockey and 
soccer whereas in 241 other 
cases they were not. 

Several of the athletic 
directors (20) expressed a need 
for better care and con¬ 
ditioning of playing field 
surfaces while many others 
suggested more experienced 
trainer personnel were 
necessary. 

The lack of proper equip¬ 
ment when school budgets are 
cut. This forces the athletic 
director to buy less costly 
equipment in the hope it will do 
the job. 

Some of the officials stressed 
the need for immediate access 
to doctors and hospital 
facilities in case of injury, 


especially when playing away 
from home. 

Football was listed as the 
sport with the highest in¬ 
cidence of injury by 145 of the 
officials, followed by soccer, 
18; hockey, 7; basketball, 4 and 
baseball, 1. 

Sprains were listed by 120 as 
occuring the most, followed by 
strains, 46; fractures and 
dislocations, two each, and 
contusion just once. 

The ankle was reported by 
134 as the area most frequently 
injured, followed by the knee, 
33; foot, six and hip, low back 
and neck, two each. 

In answer to the query on the 
frequency of checking of 
equipment, more than half 
(109) said it is only checked 
annually while 25 said it is 
checked daily and 23 on a 
weekly basis. 

The survey was initiated 
because of the number of in¬ 
juries reported to MCS by its 


member doctors over the past 
several years. 

More than 52 per cent of the 
officials replied and the data 
and recommendations will be 
most helpful to the society in 
pursuing further action to 
correct serious situations such 
as lack of padded goal posts. 

The athletic directors 
displayed a genuine interest in 
the survey and expressed 
appreciation too the MCS for 
initiating it. 

As a result of the publicity at 
the time of the mailing of the 
questionnaire, the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association and others have 
expressed a willingness to aid 
in the achievement of the 
survey goals. 

Dr. Paul M. Hamilton of 
Salem and Dr. William H. 
McKinley of Framingham are 
the co-chairmen of the com¬ 
mittee which is part of the 
Public Information and 
Education Program of the 
MCS.

On Saturday, I pretended I was 
George Plimpton. 

I competed in the “Good Sports 
Competition” at Newton North High 
School. When the events were over, Norm 
Walker, football coach at Newton North, 
looked over my 205-pound bulk and said, 
“It’s good to see guys like you out for this.” 
Thanks, Norm. 

My day included one moment of 
triumph, several failures, and a lot of 
mediocrity. But it was all fun. 

My first event was one you do not 
normally find in a decathlon: street- 
hockey shooting. We traveled to the tennis 
courts and lined up 60 feet away from a 
goal we were supposed to shoot tennis balls 
into. 

My practice shots were all failures, 
but in the stress of competition I managed 
to send 10 of 20 balls rolling into the net. 

I then moved on to baseball throwing. 
Our objective was to toss balls from 60 feet 
away into a tire hanging on a fence. 
Having had a tendency to either walk or hit 
batters as a Little League pitcher when I 
was young, I did not expect to do well. 

I attempted to sacrifice speed for 
accuracy on my first 19 throws, but was 
credited with only two strikes. Before my 
20th throw, I warned the official to move 
well out of the way, and wound up for a 
fastball. This, too, was no good, as I 
missed several inches wide of the strike 
zone. 

Next was my moment of glory. I 
crossed the field to punt footballs. On my 
final attempt I achieved the physical 
:oordination which is usually limited to 


ping-pong backhands, and I booted the ball 
slightly more than 46 years. This was good 
enough for second place in the com¬ 
petition. The winner, possibly one of Eddie 
Andelman’s “super foots,” had a punt of 55 
yards. 

On the way to free-throw shooting in 
the gym, I stopped to throw the shotput. 
Having never done this before, I had to get 
instructions from a friend on how to do it. 

My best throw was about 30 feet, but I 
forgot the most important part of shot¬ 
putting: the grunt. At the moment of 
release, a shotputter should convince the 
audience of his effort with a loud ex¬ 
pression of strain and pain. 

I had not shot a basketball since a 
friend of mine broke one of my fingers in a 
pick-up game several months ago. I 
surprised myself by making my first five 
warm-up attempts. Realizing that I was 
•vasting shots when they did not count, I 
threw my next shot off the backboard and 
waited for the real test. 

My feeling proved correct, as I made 
maybe six of my first 10 shots in the 
competition. I finished strong, however, 
using a shot which would hit two sides of 
the rim and then drop in, to end with 15 
baskets in 20 attempts. This, and my punt, 
gave me my only points of the day. 

My last four events were not to be my 
strong ones; they involved running. After 
what must of looked like trotting to a 13.0 
in the 100-yeard dash, I moved on to the 
long jump. 

TTiis was another event in which I 
lacked much experience. Three times I 
loped down the runway, placed one foot on 
the board, and sort of took one long step 
forward. My best “jump” was about 13 
feet. 


It was the obstacle course that made 
me really feel silly. I held up the line for 
about five minutes before finally finishing 
the 100-yard-long course. 

On my first attempt, my departure 
failed to coincide with the firing of the gun. 
The next time they tried to send me off the 
gun did not go off. On the third try, I finally 
got out of the starting area, but my feet 
went out from under me as I approached 
the first set of tires I was supposed to step 
through. 

A friendly official gave me one more 
chance after this, and I eventually 
negotiated numerous tires and hurdles en 
route to an undistinguished time of around 
21 seconds. 

All that was left after this was the 
grueling 880. I had several goals for this 
event: to not vomit, to finishe the race, and 
to not die. My priorities were not set before 
the race began. 

After about 100 yeards it looked as if I 
were about 100 yards behind. I had com¬ 
pany until the far straightaway in the first 
lap, but I was soon left alone as my run¬ 
ning partner raced by me. 

I had noted earlier that the runners ' 
who got the most applause in the 880 were 
those who finished first and last in each 
heat. I hoped to be able to savor the latter, 
but after about 350 yards, I decided that I 
did not want to die. On the turn before the 
grandstands at the end of the first lap., I 
slipped to the sidelines and became a 
spectator. 

The 880 was the day’s last event, and 
we sat on the grass waiting for the final 
results. After applauding the winners and 
acting like a journalist for a couple of 
minutes, I went home and took a well- 
deserved shower.

NEW YORK (UPI) - All his 
life, which really comes to only 
14 years, Jorge Lebron has 
been praying, dreaming and 
waiting for this day. 

Today is the day he becomes 
a professional baseball player 
in the truest sense of the word. 

It is the day Jorge Lebron, 
14, Patillas, P.R., reports to the 
Philadelphia Phillies’ Auburn, 
N.Y., farm club in the New 


York-Penn League and puts on 
a uniform as possibly the 
youngest player ever to sign a 
professional baseball contract. 

Ruben Amaro, the former 
major league infielder and now 
chief scout for the Phillies in 
the Caribbean area, originally 
signed the toy, who came up to 
Philadelphia from Puerto Rico 
Monday. 

Rather than have him stay in 


a hotel all by himself, Amaro 
put Jorge up in his own home in 
Philadelphia the past few days 
and will make the 278-mile trip 
to Auburn with him today. 

“You’re going to be gone 
from home a month and a 
half,” Amaro said to the kid 
shortstop before they took off. 
“Do you think your mother and 
father will be worried about 
you?” 

“No,” replied Jorge Lebron 
firmly. “I think I have a job to 
do. “My father trusts people in 
baseball, especially you, and 
all the others with 
Philadelphia. Everybody has 
to leave home sometime. My 
time has come now.” 

All this conversation was in 
Spanish. 


Ruben Amaro is of Mexican- 
Cuban ancestry, has spent half 
his life in this country and 
speaks excellent English. 
Jorge Lebron has never been 
out of Puerto Rico before and is 
getting his first real exposure 
to the English language now. 

He is quiet and rather 
reserved, yet friendly with it 
all. 

Whenever he’s introduced to 
someone, the Phils’ 5-foot-10, 
152-pound prodigy says “hi!” 
He picked that one up from 
some of his buddies back home. 
Jorge's English ^lso includes 
the word “yes,” after which 
the water sometimes gets a 
little deep for him.

Planning Project selects director 


The governing board of the 
Metropolitan Planning Project 
recently appointed Marcia 
Marker Feld executive 
director of the project which is 
developing educational 
programs for the reduction of 
minority student isolation in 
teh Boston Metropolitan area. 

The new director, previously 
coordinator of support 
research and planning for 
MPP, was recommended by a 
multi-racial committee of the 
governing board and received 
its unanimous approval. 

Ms. Feld is one of the first 
women to hold a Ph.D. in urban 
planning from Harvard 
University. She is a member of 
the American Institute of 
Planners and was assistant 
professor of community 
development at Rutgers 
University, Department of 
Urban Planning and Policy 
Development. She is a pioneer 
in applying technical urban 
planning skills to education 
systems and her background 
reflects involvement in 
community development and 
integration efforts. 

During the Lindsay ad¬ 
ministration in New York, she 
worked for the Mayor’s Office 
of Education Affairs 
developing community input 
into the decentralization 
legislation. 

Earlier, Ms. Feld par¬ 
ticipated in an evaluation of an 
Education Parks Proposal in 
New York City. The study led 
to the development of the 
“Linear City” concept as an 
alternative to meet the com¬ 
munity need for quality in¬ 
tegrated education. 

After returning to Boston, 
Ms. Feld was coordinator of 
planning and assessment for 


the Institute of Learning and 
Teaching at the University of 
Massachusetts before 
assuming responsibilities at 
the Metropolitan Planning 
Project. 

Ms. Feld said “This fall, we 
will complete the feasibility 
study which was begun last 
September with research ef¬ 
forts, test pilot projects and 
community meetings. 

“We will be working with 
school districts and community 
groups in the development of 
voluntary, integrated 
educational programs which 
will be metropolitan in scope. 
These program alternatives 
will be presented to the 
Metropolitan Project gover¬ 
ning board, school committees, 
school groups, community 
people, students and teachers 
throughout the standard 
metropolitan statistical area 
for their review. 

“Once we have developed an 
operational plan, we will begin 
to pilot programs which will 
lead to the reduction of 
minority group student 
isolation.” 

Ms. Feld is married and a 
mother of three. Her husband 
Alan is a professor at Boston 
University Law School. They 
live in Newton. 

Among Ms. Feld’s 
publications are the following: 
“Impact of a New School on an 
Aging Community: Integrating 
the Cnanges into Neighborhood 
Planning,” ‘‘Funding 
Educational Parks,” and 
“School Politics.” Her thesis 
chronicled the New York City 
decentralization movement 
from 1967 to 1969 through an 
analysis of citizen par¬ 
ticipation into the municipal 
decision making process.

Polarized glasses and foreign cars don't mix 


NEW YORK (UPI)-So you 
own a foreign car and wear 
polarized sugnlasses. 

You may need to give up one 
or the other, according to the 
American Optometric Associa¬ 
tion (AOA). 

The problem, says the AOA, 
is that studies show that 
polarizing lenses expose stress 
patterns in the windows of 
some foreign-made cars, and 
some drivers find this distrac¬ 
ting. It adds up to a potential 
safety hazard on the road. 

Now if you are a head-tilter, 
to boot —forget it. Polarizing 
lenses just aren’t your thing. 
Studies also show that while 
such lenses are effective in 
reducing glare, head-tilting 
cuts this effectiveness. 

So you expect to keep the car 
and discard the glasses. Then 
comes this problem: protec¬ 
ting your eyes from the sun. 

For real eye protection —not 
just sunglasses —optometric 
studies now clearly favor grey 
tinted lenses, in medium or 
dark densities. 

This tint offers maximum 
protection without distorting 
color perception. Green is a 
second choice but does affect 
color vision slightly. All other 
colors, including formerly 
recommended smoke, haze 
and brown, and lightly tinted 
fashion glasses are strictly for 
funwear and should not be used 
as sunglasses, says the AOA. 

What about those new photo- 
chromatic lenses that adjust 
automatically to changing 
light? They do indeed change 
density, going from light to 
dark and vice versa, indoors as 
well as outdoors. However, 
yyour optometrist will point 
out these reservations: 

—Photochromatic lenses do 
not absorb all the harmful light 
rays and are not the best choice 
for consistent exposure to 
bright sunlight outdoors. 

—Photochromatic lenses re¬ 
quire a breaking-in period. 
They must be subjected to a 
number of lightening- 
darkening cycles before 
maximum change can be 
achieved with relative ease. 

—An automobile windshield 
can interfere with the photo¬ 


chromatic darkening process 
by blocking out ultra-violet 
rays neeed to trigger the 
process. 

If you wear glasses, your 
lens prescription can be ground 
into photochromatic, tinted or 
polarizing sunlenses and 


usually are a oetter choice than 
clip-n sunglasses. 

Plastic lenses are lighter and 
more impact-resistant but are 
more easily scratched than is 
glass. Your choice may depend 
on how active you are outdoors. 

A note to contact lens 


wearers: the new soft contact 
lenses do not increase senstivi- 
ty to light, as hard lenses do. 

Yolit eye doctor is the best 
guide for your specific sun 
vision needs. He may even 
make an offer for your foreign 
car if you decide to keep those 
sexy-looking polarized shades. 


Catalytic converter EPA's 
answer to pollution 


DETROIT (UPI)-Like the 
seat belt-ignition interlock on 
this year’s cars, the catalytic 
converter is almost sure to be 
the most talked-about and 
leastliked feature of the 1975 
models. 

It’s an emission control 
device that will be on about 80 
per cent of next year’s cars, 
will add about $150 to the price 
of the car and will send 
motorists searching for 
unleaded gasoline. 

The catalytic converter is the 
auto industry’s answer to the 
government’s orders in 1970 to 
take the automobile out of the 
pollution picture by 1975. Many 
industry executives admit it’s 
not the best answer. 

But the mufflerlike device 
treats the exhaust after com¬ 
bustion and will allow 
automakers to retune their 
engines and take off some of 
the emissioncontrol equipment 
that has cut into both mileage 
and performance. Various 
estimates place the fuel 
economy improvement bet¬ 
ween 3 and 13 per cent. 

Basically, the catalytic con¬ 
verter is like a little chemical 
plant furnace mounted beneath 
the floorboard of the car. 

The hot exhaust gases con¬ 
taining noxious carbon monox¬ 
ide and unburned hydrocar¬ 
bons are passed through the 
device containing two noble 
metal catalysts —platinum and 
palladium —available only 
from South Africa and the 
Soviet Union. 

In the presence of heat and 
oxygen, the two gases are 
changed into harmless caroon 


dioxide and water. The 
catalyst metals only hasten the 
reaction. They are not affected 
by 4t and should last 50,000 
miles with no significant 
deterioration. 

That, at least, is what the 
industry now claims for the 
device which the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) 
says must last 50,000 miles. 

Along with the catalytic 
converter, automakers will 
offer an emission control 
package consisting of im¬ 
proved carburetors, early fuel 
evaporation system, exhaust 
gas recirculation, air injection 
pump, an evaporative control 
system, positive crankcase 
ventilation and a high energy 
ignition. 

All those devices may not be 
present on every car, but most 
will and the entire cost for 1975 
should average between $130 
and $155 a car. In California, 
where the requirements are 
even stiffer, there could be an 
additional cost of between $35 
and $45. 

According to EPA standards 
set for 1975 cars, hydrocarbon 
emissions in California will be 
reduced by at least 94 per cent 
from the uncontrolled cars of 
the 1960’s and 90 per cent in the 
other 49 states. Carbon monox- 
0 per cent in California and 8 
per cent elsewhere. 

Those levels aren’t as strict 
as the government originally 
wanted. They are interim 
standards set for 1975 and even 
more stringent levels are in 
store for 1976 unless Congress, 
as expected, pushes back the 
original standards even fur¬ 
ther. 


One industry scientist has 
raised the question of whether 
it’s necessary to get the lead 
out of gasoline. 

Dr. D. Maxwell Teague, 
chief research scientists at 
Chrysler which has fought the 
catalytic converters but will 
use them, says laooi atory tests 
indicate it’s not the lead ad¬ 
ditive that contaminates the 
converter. 

Teague identified the culprit 
as ethylene dibromide, one of 
two “scavengers” added to 
gasoline to pull unburned lead 
out of the engine, minimixing 
the accumulation of lead on 
spark plugs, exhaust valves 
and combustion chamber 
walls. 

While admitting his findings 
are preliminary because there 
has been no “on-the-road” 
testing, Teague did hold out the 
possibility that leaded fuel may 
be used if the ethylene 
dibromide is removed. 

Whether the catalystic con¬ 
verter will bring fuel economy 
won’t be known until the EPA 
begins its new mileage tests 
this summer. If it doesn’t 
materialize, many American 
motorists will question the 
extra cost of cleaning up the 
air.

Arthur Clifton Goodwin - 
called the Beau Brummel of 
Chelsea, a dandy, a forgotten 
man - was, above all else, an 
artist with an exuberance for 
life that overflowed into his oils 
and pastels. A.C. Goodwin is 
the largest exhibition of works 
by this little-known Bostonian 
ever presented. Ninety oil 
paintings and pastels will be on 
view at the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, through August 25. 

Goodwin, a self-taught 
painter, began his career in 
Boston around 1900. His per¬ 
sonal interpretations of city 
streets and parks invite the 
viewer into an intimate, poetic 
scene. From the Boston 
Common to Beacon Hill, and on 
to snow-dusted Copley Square, 
Goodwin’s paintings mirror his 
indirect influence by American 
impressionists. His delicate 
perceptions of the relations 
between light and color and his 
habit of improvising contribute 
to the easy spontaneity of 
Goodwin’s style. 


In the 1920’s Goodwin moved 
to New York where he focused 
on the monumental and 
majestic, bringing his subject 
matter to the foreground. 
Central Park and the Hudson 
River countryside were 
natural subjects for this out- 
doorsman. Eight years later 
when he returned to Boston, his 
preoccupation with volume 
added a boldness and grandeur 
to his style. 

Throughout his career, 
Goodwin’s work displayed a 
distinctly American character 
- natural, and full of simple 
grace. His impressions - parks 
in Boston or New York, hills 
and trees in Massachusetts and 
New York State - are among 
the significant achievements of 
the American impressionists. 

An illustrated catalogue 
compiled by the Painting 
Department and printed in 
conjunction with this exhibition 
is available for $2.00 at the 
Museum Shop. 


Special summer activities 
at Old Sturbridge Village 


STURBRIDGE, Mass 
Summer is alive at Old Stui- 
bridge Village, vibrating with a 
range of demonstrations and 
activities illustrating life in 
rural New England 150 years 
ago. 

The outdoor museum, 
focusing now on the seasonal 
pace and changes in a 
recreated setting, presents 
drama and music productions, 
as well as new and revised 
exhibitions that bring to life a 
sense of early America. 

Around the Common, the 
Village, following its tradition, 
offers these special music and 
drama activities: 

In the Meetinghouse, the. 
annual historical drama 
program includes daily (ex¬ 
cept Sunday) performances of 
“The Deed of Gift,” an 1822 
comedy written by Samuel 
Woodworth, and “Yankee: The 
Character of Early Nineteenth 
Century New England,” both 
made possible with the aid of 
funds from the Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities. “Yankee” is an 
interpretive historical revue 
based on excerpts from travel 
accounts, memoirs, reflections 
and other source material of 
the late eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. 

Visitors also may gather in 
the Meetinghouse each Sunday 
at 4 p.m. for a nonsectarian 
worship service. 

During July and August, the 
music of early New England is 
performed by the fifers and 
drummers of the Sturbridge 
Martial Band, by the ballad 
singer on the common, and by 
young women in the Indies 
Parlor of the Tavern, who play 
the pianoforte and sing the 
songs taught to young ladies of 
the Village period (1790-1840). 

The first of the Village's 
Martial Music Days occurs 
July 27 when the Concord 


Minute Men fife and drum 
group joins the Sturbridge 
Martial Band for an afternoon 
performance of the fife and 
drum music that roused early 
Americans. 

In addition, the demon¬ 
stration and interpretation of 
antique muzzle-loading 
firearms will be given each 
day, outside the Gun Exhibit 
building. 

New this summer is the 
Lighting Demonstrations 
exhibit. The building, located 
near the museum’s formal 
collection of Early Lighting 
Devices, includes the in¬ 
terpretation and demon¬ 
stration of candle dipping and 
other means by which early 
Americans lighted their homes 
and shops. 

Changed to reflect the 
summer season is the 
museum’s most recent 
restoration, the Asa Knight 
Store, moved to the Village last 
fall from Dummerston, Vt. 
Hay rakes and straw hats, gay 
ribbons and cotton prints have 
replaced axes, woolen caps, 
mittens and socks and woolen 
fabric, among the store’s stock 
of nearly 2,000 carefully 
researched items. 

Old Sturbridge Village is a 
living, outdoor museum where 
the agricultural way of life of 
early nineteenth century New 
England is re-created and 
presented to twentieth century 
visitors. Here, men and women 
do the work of another era in 
the homes, shops and fields of 
the 200-acre Village. 

At the museum’s working 
farm, the crops are doing well. 
The first hay crop is being 
taken while the rye grows ripe. 
In the Village houses, women 
tend daily household chores, 


spinning, weaving, washing, 
fireplace cooking, food 
preparation and preservation, 
and butter and cheesemaking. 

These activities and other 
craft demonstrations, per¬ 
formed by authentically- 
costumed people, serve to help 
interpret early, rural New 
England for visitors today. 

A nonprofit, independent, 
educational institution, Old 
Sturbridge Village is located on 
Route 20 at the intersection of 
Interstate 90 (Massachusetts 
Turnpike) and Interstate 86. 
The museum is open year 
round, from 9:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m. during the summer 
months. 

An admission fee is charged. 


Keep off the grass—and all 
other illicit drugs when travel¬ 
ing abroad. Getting busted 
overseas could cost you your 
life. 

Hundreds of young Ameri¬ 
cans already have found out 
the hard way that foreign 
countries are often tougher 
than the Uhited States when it 
comes to enforcing laws 
against drug use, smuggling or 
trafficking. 

Recent official figures show 
that about 900 Americans — 
most of them under 30 years of 
age—are being held in jails 
around the world on various 
drug charges. 

They include a man and two 
women, arrested in December, 
1972, who were sentenced to 
death by a Turkish court last 
year for smuggling 225 pounds 
of hashish into the country 
from Syria. The sentences 
were later commuted to life 
imprisonment and more 
recently reduced to about 12 
years under a general am¬ 
nesty. 

Penalties Are Severe 
sMany foreign countries do not 
differentiate between the so- 
called “soft” drugs like 
marijuana and the “hard” like 
heroin and possession of 
“grass” or “hash” can be 
punished with expulsion, 
prison terms and heavy fines— 
up to more than $100,000 in 
Spain, for instance. 

Penalties for smuggling or 
trafficking are much more 
severe, ranging up to life 
imprisonment in Canada and 
the Philippines and the death 
penalty in Turkey and Iran. 

A leaflet published by the U. 
S. Department of State notes 
that “prison conditions in some 
countries are deplorable.” It 
warns that many countries, 
including Mexico, have no 
provisions for bail on drug 
offenses and that pre-trial 
detention “can be prolonged- 
in some cases up to a year.” 

In many countries, the 
leaflet cautions, drug pushers 
are also informers who tip off 
police or customs officials 
after making a sale. 

No Protection 

“The pusher...collects twice 
in such cases: he receives 
money from the buyer and a 
reward... for acting as an in-

His choice for living near 
open country was not acciden¬ 
tal. Amos is an animal lover of 
gargantuan proportions. 

When he and Mrs. Amos 
separated she also won custody 
of three horses, 40 chickens, 
five cats, four kittens, three 
dogs and three goats. All of the 
critters were dear to the heart 
♦of John Amos. 

Wants Another Zoo 

Asked why, ~he answers: 
“After a hard day’s work in 
show business I like to come 
back to animals. They’re 
easier to be around. They’re 
passive and conducive to 
relaxing. I love to feed the 
chickens and go horseback 
riding.” 


Amos is looking to relocate 
near his former residence and 
establish another menagerie. 

As a rule he works from 9 
a.m. to 6 p.m. during the week.

former. Many young Ameri¬ 
cans have fallen into such a 
trap.” 

Americans traveling 
abroad— except those with 
diplomatic immunity—are 
subject to the laws of the 
country which they are 
visiting. They are not protected 
by U. S. law and the authority 
of American consular officials 
to intervene when a U. S. 
citizen breaks local laws is 
limited. 

When informed, consular 
officials will visit the detained 
American and provide him 
with a list of local lawyers and 
will also notify his family and 
friends of his predictment. 

“The consul may also act as 
an intermediary where the 
prison diet is below subsistence 
level, but prisoners’ families or 
friends must pay for food 
supplements,” the leaflet says. 
Drug Arrests Up 

At the same time, it stresses 
that U. S. officials can not ask 
for or obtain different treat¬ 
ment for Americans than that 
given other persons under the 
laws of the country concerned. 

In addition, it points out that 
U. S. laws prohibit the use of 
official funds to pay legal fees 
or other expenses for any 
American held for violating 
local laws. 

Americans returning from 
abroad can expect to be 
carefully scrutinized by U. S. 
customs inspectors as part of 
the intensfied anti-drug cam¬ 
paign. 

The U. S. Customs Service 
reported that illicit drugs 
valued at more than $432 
million were confiscated in 
more than 21,000 seizures 
during the 1973 fiscal year. 
That was an increase of more 
than 7,600 over the previous 
fiscal year, or a jump of 57 per 
cent. 

Arrests for narcotic 
violations were up 21 per cent 
to 9,454, while convictions for 
federal narcotic offenses 
skyrocketed from 2,202 to 3,978, 
or 80 per cent.

Rock 'n Roll 

Rock 4 n’ roll has always been 
the music of the young—and as 
such, it has been excessively 
self-conscious, often far too 
eager to justify its own 
existence. In 1974, the need for 
justification is gone, but the 
self-consciousness is, if any¬ 
thing, even more pronounced: 

“So there you are, you known 
as much as I do—(we’re) rock 
‘n’ roll laborers after the 
golden fleece. Still rock’s like a 
drug and I’m an addict. I’ll still 
be here when I get my pension, 
if anyone will have me.” 

The words are Hunter’s and 
are found near the conclusion 
of a book—’’Diary of a Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Star”—a record of Mott’s 
tour of the U.S. in late 1972. It 
was a good time to keep a 
diary, because though Hunter 
couldn’t have been certain of it, 
Mott’s music had finally jelled 
and the band’s fortunes wee 
about to bbegin a sudden up¬ 
turn. 

Besides making fascinating 
reading for those interested in 
the Inside Truth about the rock 
‘n’ roll biz, the book (currently 
available only in England ), Is a 
revealing portrait of Hunter 
himself. Not totally revealing, 
but close enough. 

Of all the tens of thousands of 
bands in the world there is one 
that is most representative of 
the best of rock in 1974: Mott 
the Hoople. Mott, fronted by 
the carefully nurtured 
charisma of lead singer Ian 
Hunter, has created its own 
niche in the convoluted 
hierarchy of 1970’s rock: more 
than a cult band, less than a 
super-group. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Los Angeles schools in the fall 
will be using a new book — 
M Free to Be . . . You and Me.” 

The book aims to lessen sex 
stereotyping at the pint-sized 
human level —giving boys 
chances to be nurses if they 
wish and freeing girls of guilt 
feelings if they aim to be 
firemen. Er firepersons. 

The “free” movement, of 
which the book is a part, also 
may be making itself evident in 
schools about your town. 

A television special by the 
name of the book, and based on 
its contents, and a record by 
that name (which started the 
book and the free movement) 
was co-produced by actress 
Mario Thomas and Carole Hart 
over ABC some time back. 

The other day Ms. Thomas 
and Ms. Hart received the 
Mass Media Award from the 
National Conference of Chris¬ 
tians and Jews (NCCJ) for 
advancing brotherhood 
through the free movement. 
Movement Takes Off 

The record that started it all 
was produced by the Ms. 
Foundation for Women Inc. It 
incorporated a few stories — 
sans sex stereotyping —that 
first appeared in Ms. 
Magazine. 

And then —the whole free 
children movement took off, to 
hear Ms. Thomas tell it, as she 
did during the award ceremony 
at a luncheon of the National 
Academy of Television Arts 
and Sciences. 

The book with the stories for 
little persons wanting to be 
what they wan to be, relardless 
of job roles imposed by 
stereotyping, is published by 
McGraw Hill. It is expected to 
be installed in other school 
systems as educators move 
away from sex stereotyping 
literature and programs in the 
era of woman’s lib —and a 
movement away from sexism 
and toward personhood. 

In accepting the award Ms. 
Thomas noted that it w*as for a 
contribution to Brotherhood. 
She said she thought there was 
room on the trophy for the 
insertion of the word sister¬ 
hood. 

She said her involvement 


with the “free” book, record 
and television special was a 
movement. 

Gift of Self 

“It has given much more to 
me than I gave to it,” she said. 

The idea behind it all, as she 
put it: 

“If we believe children are 
the hope of the future, we must 
let them develop their talents 
—without limits and boun¬ 
daries and give them a chance 
to be themselves.” 

When the record first came 
out, Ms. Thomas said there 
was an overwhelming 
response. Teachers wrote in 
and wanted more materials. 
That’s when the record became 
a book. 

“I’ve really put my whole 
self into this from my little 
girlhood,” Ms. Thomas said. 

“One day while this Was 
going on, the persons inside of 
me said, whatever became of 
the person who was inside of 
you.” 

As a result, she is “constant¬ 
ly receiving a new gift of self.” 

“I wish you all the same gift 
of yourself,” she said when 
accepting the award presented 
at the drop-in luncheon of the 
National Acadmey of 
Television Arts and Sciences in 
New York. 

One of the stories —in the 
book, on the record, in the TV 
special —is about William, a 
little boy who wants a doll. His 
grandmother understands, she 
buys him one. 

Among the letters Ms. Hart 
has received is one from a little 
boy. 

“My favorite is William 
wants a doll,” the boy wrote. 
“Could you do another called 
Stephen wants a doll.” 

The boy’s name, obviously, 
Stephen. He wanted a doll. 

Ms. Hart and Ms. Thomas 
are amazed how the book is 
changing adult lives, too. One 
letter told of a nurse who had 
read the “Free To Be . . . You 
and Me” book to children in the 
hospital. Then a reaction set in. 
The nurse with some time to 
herself later came to the 
conclusion that she was rail¬ 
roaded into being a nurse — 
because it seemed one of the 
“female” jobs.

Mott’s music is a calculated 
balance of theater and stops- 
out rock ‘n’ roll, more akin to 
Jerry Lee Lewis than to the 
Beatles. But while Jerry I>ee’s 
greatest moments Were genu¬ 
inely spontaneous, Mott’s are 
carefully planned. Mott the 
Hoople’s approach to its audi¬ 
ence is one of sophisticated 
emotional manipulation. 

That’s no criticism, simply a 
fact. And the key word there is 
“sophisticated”—the old rock 
‘n’ rollers did the same thing, 
just a bit more haphazardly. As 
a result, much of rock ‘n’ roll in 
1974 sounds about the same as 
it did two decades ago, except 
louder. 

And there is no better rock 
‘n’ roll band in the world today 
than Mott the Hoople

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Hero with a cause 


LENEXA, Kan. (UPI) - 
There are those who call 
Charlie Plumb, not com- 
plimentarily.a “professional 
hero.” He doesn’t like the tag 
but doesn’t duck it, either. 

Professional or otherwise, 
Plumb is a legitimate hero, 
decorated as such by the U.S. 
Navy. And he spent six of the 
best years of his life, 2,103 
days, in North Vietnamese 
prison camps where his body 
stagnated and his soul flouri¬ 
shed. 

The days of captivity, he 
says, were an unmatched 
learning experience and he 
believes he must tell his story 
and share his learning. He 
makes his living doing so, as a 
paid speaker. 

His heroism took seed on 
May 19,1967. It happened to be 
the birthday of Ho Chi Minh, 
then the North Vietnamese 
premier, and it was only five 
days before Plumb’s tour of 
duty was to end. 

Lt. Cmdr. Joseph Charles 
Plumb Jr., was threading his 
F4B Phantom fighter jet 
through antiaircraft fire on a 
bombing mission over North 


Vietnam. A surface-to-air misd 
sile brought him down. 1 
Unhappy Homecoming 

Six years later, on his first 
day of freedom at an air base in 
the Philippines, Plumb learned 
that his wife was divorcing 
him, his best friend had died of 
cancer and his country ap¬ 
peared p;p‘Teedom meant to a 
man denied it, of how he en¬ 
dured through love of God, love 
of country, pride, self- 
discipline. The children 
listened. 

“If I hadn’t been a prisoner 
of cwar, nobody would have 
wanted to listen to Charlie 
Plumb plug motherhood, apple 
pie and the American flag,” he 
says now. “We 566 guys were in 
an enviable position —we came 
back and people listened to us. 
Now I have a personal 
philosophy that when a person 
finds out he can do something 
right, something good, then it 
becomes far more—it becomes 
an obligation.” 

Keeping Out Front 

It’s been a year and some 
months since that decision. All 
but a handful of the POWs have 
retreated from the public

glare. Plumb and a few others 
have stayed in the forefront. 
He has made over 450 public 
appearances since returning, 
accepted some 60 plaques and 
other mementoes, cspoken to 
more than 200,000 students 
from New Mexico to Florida. 

Now Plumb says he has 
“slowed down": he gives only 
eight to 10 speeches a week. He 
has at least one scheduled 
every night for six weeks in 
advance. 

“I think interest in the POWs 
has died to a certain extent,” 
he says, “but I sure haven't 
seen it.” 

He found he was so popular, 
and he felt his message was 
needed so much, that he retired 
from the Navy in January and 
incorporated a public relations 
firm to promote Charlie Plumb 
full-time. He has one full-time 
employe, two part-time. 

Why does he do it? 

"I see a great need in 
reviving patriotism in this 
country, in reviving credibility 
in its leadership,” Plumb 
explained, his voice earnest. 
“The country’s just been up to 
its ears in the antiestablish¬ 
ment approach. 


Legislation in congress 
for "nuclear parks" 


MUSKOGEE, Okla.( UPI)- 
If Congress approves a new 
concept in energy develop¬ 
ment, a radically different type 
of park might one day rise in 
Oklahoma along the banks of 
the Arkansas River. 

legislation is now before 
Congress which would 
authorize construction of 
“nuclear parks,’’ or the 
clustering of atomic energy 
facilities now often widely 
separated. 

The Muskogee Chamber of 
Commerce was one of the first 
to make a determined bid to 
land one, hoping to use the 
wilderness within the grounds 
of Camp Gruber, a World War 
n training area. 

There are actually two 
different ideas of a nuclear 
park. 

One would be a huge power 
center, including a series of 
reactors to provide electric 
power for a group of states. 
The other would carry out the 
entire development of nuclear 


fuel and this is the concept 
considered most likely for 
eastern Oklahoma. 

Enrichment Plant 

The first step would be an 
enrichment plant, to supply 
nuclear fuel for burgeoning 
civilian nuclear power plants. 
The Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion has indicated a need for 
four more enrichment 
facilities, the first to begin 
production in April, 1981, cto 
augment the three present 
ones. 

Other steps in the cycle 
might include a conversion 
plant, pelletization and 
fabrication facilities, 
reprocessing plant and an 
installation to take care of 
waste byproducts. Each step, 
however, would be subject to 
separate licensing procedures 
with regard to safety and 
environmental impact. 

The Muskogee chamber re¬ 
cently flew a planeload of more 
than 60 persons, including 
some avowed foes of nuclear 


industry development, to Oak 
Ridge, Tennm, to hear from 
AEC officials what might be 
involved in such an un¬ 
dertaking 

Bill Oakley, an American 
congressional fellow on the 
staff of Sen. Henry Bellmon, R- 
Okla., has been in on planning 
by the Muskogee group from 
the beginning. 

“Nuclear fuel is the only 
thing that could stabilize the 
price of energy,” Oakley said. 
Future Generations 
Among the most outspoken 
opponents is Mrs. Rene Young- 
hein of Oklahoma City, repre¬ 
senting “Friends of The 
Earth.” She went on the Oak 
Ridge trip and askedn “Do we 
have the moral right to leave 
this to future generations?” 

Present fuel enrichment 
plants operate under the 
gaseous diffusion system, 
which increases the con¬ 
centration of uranium through 
thousands of steps by com¬ 
pressing uranium hexafluoride 
gas against a porous barrier 
containing millions of holes 
tinier than twomillionths of an 
inch. 

Bellmon said an enrichment 
plant in the Muskogee area 
would more likely be one of the 
newer gas centrifuge process. 

John Lewis Stone, editor of 
the Muskogee Daily Phoenix 
and Tiines-Democrat, is co- 
chairman with Harold Abitz of 
Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co., 
of the committee seeking 
support for the project. 

“There will be exhaustive 
public impact hearing,” Stone 
said. “We want to have a 
thorough study of the 
feasibility made. I would think 
even those who are opposed 
would be interested in having a 
study made.”

Nearly six months after the last aldermanic meeting on 
reorganization, Mayor Theodore Mann has prepared an 
extensive and detailed “working draft” of his sweeping 
reorganization program that will affect more than 500 city 
employees. 

The draft has been submitted to a special committee of 
the Board of Aldermen for its “review and comment.” The 
final plan must be approved without amendment or 
disapproved by the full Board. 

The main points of the plan are theses: 

The Public Works Department will take over all 
maintenance and construction functions previously per¬ 
formed by the Public Buildings and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. It will continue to perform the services done by its 
present divisions. 

Public Works then will have seven divisions — facilities 
maintenance and construction, equipment and vehicle 
maintenance, sanitation, parks and grounds, highways, 
water and sewer, and engineering. 

A new department, called Purchasing and Central 
Services, will handle mail, telephone, printing and City Hall 
custodial services, as well as present Purchasing Depart¬ 
ment functions. 

The present Public Buildings Department will become 
the Zoning and Inspection Department. The ZID will be 
responsible for an improved enforcement of building code 
and zoning regulations. The new department will also in¬ 
corporate the Department of Weights and Measures. 

The Recreation Department will be relieved of the jobs

Board investigates 
permit muddle 


An inquiry into the “McDonald affair” last week by the 
Ixind Use Committee of the Board of Aldermen yielded 
little new information and caused ill-feeling among several 
aldermen. 

After two and a half hours, one of the real estate 
brokers involved was heard to say, “Unbelievable, un¬ 
believable.” 

The investigation was held to try to unravel the tangle 
leading up to the issuance and then revocation of a building 
permit for McDonald’s Restaurants to remodel a building 
at 330 Walnut St., Newtonville, for use as a 148-seat 
restaurant. 

The permit was issued July 10 and revoked July 12 by 
Building Commissioner Gene Larson, who after 11 months 
on the job felt for the firt time the full wrath of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

At a special meeting of the Board on July 11, some 
aldermen castigated Iarson for not having let the Board 
know that McDonald’s, which had earlier indicated its 
intention not to go ahead with its plans for the property, had 
applied for the permit. 

The Board of Aldermen had denied a proposed or¬ 
dinance amendment on June 18 that would have required 
McDonald’s and all other businesses in the city to provide 
additional parking when the use of a building changed. 

Between June 18 and June 27, according to John Gor¬ 
man, a broker who had originally brought together 
McDonald’s and the then owners, Philip and Richard Bram, 
another tenant had withdrawn and McDonald’s again ex¬ 
pressed interest in a restaurant there. 

Much of the argument centered on statements by the 
Brams, and denials by Aid. Robert Tennant, that they had 
told Tennant on June 18 that McDonald’s was going to come 
back. 

Tennant, who is president of the Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce, did warn at the June 18 meeting 
that denial of the zoning amendment might clear the way 
for McDonald’s return, but denies that either Philip or 
Richard Bram told him that the agreement had been 
definitely consummated. 

Richard Bram said at the meeting last Thursday first 
that he had told Tennant in Tennant’s office on June 18 that

No landtaking for North parking now 


“There will be no landtaking before 
1976,” Mayor Theodore Mann said clearly 

about teacher parking at Newton North 

High School at last week’s School Com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

leaving open the city’s options after 
1976 regarding landtaking to provide 
parking at the school, Mann supported the 
newest revision of the parking plan, which 
now provides 336 teacher spaces, up 40 
from the last plan. 

Despite objections from members of the 
Newton North High School Neighborhood 
Association, Dennis Becker and Harold 
Scheibert, about the Planning Depart¬ 
ment’s disregard of neighborhood con¬ 
cerns and citizen participation, the plan 
was accepted by the School Committee by 
a 7-1 vote. 

Ward 3 School Committeeman Gerard 
Byrne was opposed. Ward 5 member Joan 
Needleman was absent. 

The latest plan goes next to the 
Engineering Department for detailed 
plans, then to the Design Review Com¬ 
mittee for design acceptance and a public 
hearing, then to the Public Buildings and 
Finance Committees of the Board of 
Aldermen, and finally to the full board. 

According to James Salter, the 
mayor’s chief administrative officer, the 


parking lot cannot be built this year 
because of all these steps. 

The “final” plan puts egress and 
ingress to the lot on Elm Road, pai t of 
which will be relocated to the north of its 
present location. The parking lot will have 
a large central portion opposite Kimball 
Terrace with extensions east and west. 

The easterly extension will follow the 
curve of the new part of Elm Road. 

Committeeman HerbeYt Regal 
questioned the effect that an Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency regulation on 
parking would have on the number of 
spaces sought by the School Department, 
saying, “We want to be in compliance with 
the law.” 

A reduction in parking spaces for 
employees of municipalities and 
businesses has been called for by the EPA, 
plans for which must be submitted by the 
end of this month. The reductions will go 
into effect May 31, 1975. 

According to the EPA, all employers 
of more than 50 people must reduce their 
present parking spaces by 25 per cent or by 
whatever amount results in parking for not 
more than 75 per cent of their employees, 
whichever reduction is greater. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
quickly followed up on Regal’s comment 


by saying, “We really need 500 spaces.” 

. Newton North High School employs 
280 teachers, according to School 
Department figures, plus some part-time 
special teachers. 

Students are not provided for by EPA 
regulations. 

Plans have not been completed by the 
School Department for submission to the 
EPA. Affected schools would be the two 
high schools and the five junior high 
schools. 

The final parking plan apparently still 
does not allow enough athletic-field space 
for the high school. Supt. Fink reportedly 
has said that busing students to other 
fields will still be necessary. 

At least two homeowners in the area 
that has been considered for landtaking to 
enlarge the parking areas were not 
satisfied with Mayor Mann’s statement on 
landtaking. 

Mrs. Dennis Becker of Elm Road 
complained that the uncertainty of land¬ 
taking “has put a damper” on any sale of 
property there, and Paul O’Connor, also of 
Elm Road, said that land at each end of the 
“spine” of the School — Main Street, a 
wide corridor that runs the length of the 
school — should be taken, since the two 
ends are the natural “end focuses” of the 
school.

The early childhood opportunities 
program (ECHO) at Bigelow includes 
children from nursery school to first grade 
age. 

According to summer principal Joseph 
Utka, the program is “trying to provide 
readiness skills for nurse r and pre¬ 
kindergarten children.” IT*.3 includes 
“how to get along with other kids” and 
finding out “what’s school like.” 

Nearly every day there is a field trip 
leaving the school. Utka says that if a child 
has not been to a zoo, a farm, or the swan 
boats, he will not understand a story if he 
reads about them. Field trips have already 
gone to the Jordan Marsh Circus, the swan 
boats, on a cruise of Boston Harbor, and 
Howard Johnson's. 

Utka commented: “Teachers are en¬ 
couraged to make every tie in with 
language and self-expression.” 


At Emerson School, where a similar 
program is being conducted, children read 
Dr. Seuss’ “Green Eggs and Ham,” and 
proceeded to make and eat green eggs. 

The program has accepted non-English 
speaking youngsters. “Its amazing how 
they pick up language, just hearing it.” 
Utka noted. 

Each teacher at Bigelow has a teacher 
aide, a student who will be a senior in the 
Newton high schools next year. 

“I don’t know what we would do without 
them,” Utka remarked. 

Most of the teachers are from the 
Newton school system. 

A four-week Italian program started at 
Bigelow this week. Each day, directed by 
Fasquale Puelo and three aides, 50 to 60 
children learn about Italian culture and 
language. 'The program includes the 
teaching of both Italian and English, 
depending on the needs of the children. 

The curriculum of the course includes 
such diverse activities as playing soccer, 
folk dancing, card games, cooking and 
playing bocce. 

Another program involves 20 Boston 
State graduate students teaching reading. 
Each teacher has two students from 
grades one through eight. 

There are also remedial math classes at 
the school. A math lab for students from 
grades two to eight is directed by Bill* 


Lorenz. According to Utka, some of the 
math students have brought friends to the 
lab. 

In one of the halls at Bigelow there are 
long strips of paper on the floor. Bigelow 
personnel were at first a bit leOry about 
having young children paint in the school, 
but a solution was reached, and the hall 
serves as an art room. 

This in addition to other art projects. 
Many of the math students participate in 
an art program which includes batiking, 
woodworking, macrame, and work with 
plaster of paris. 

The program at Bigelow hav^ not been 
limited to public school students. They 
have also included students from Newton 
Catholic and St. Jean’s. 

In all, there are approximately 291 
students involved in programs at the 
school. A way to identify one is to look at 
his head. If he is wearing a blue navy 
surplus hat he is probably going to school 
this summer at Bigelow. Utka acquired a 
large supply of these hats for 10 cents 
apiece from a warehouse. 

Newton is tied in this summer with the 
federal Food for Children program. Each 
morning, students get a snack of a sand¬ 
wich, juice, fruit, and milk.

LOIS PINES 

"Massachusetts elderly can now find 
some relief from the burden of rising 
property taxes in the period of their lives 
when they are most likely to be on fixed 
incomes,” State Rep. Lois G. Pines, 
Democratic candidate for reelection in 
the 19th Middlesex district, said this 
week. 

"The new tax deferment law will 
enable them to delay payment of their 
property taxes until the property is sold 
or passes to their estates,” she said. 

The bill was drafted by the Taxation 
Committee of which Mrs. Pines is a 
member. It applies to homeowners over 
65 whose gross incomes do not exceed 
$20,000. Deferments will be granted by 
the local board of assessors upon the 
singing of a tax deferral and recovery 
agreement. 

JACK BACKMAN 

A bill providing a yearly cost of living 
increase to recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, General Relief 
and Veterans Benefits, has been enacted 
by the legislature and sent to the 
governor. 


The bill was filed by State Sen. Jack 
Backman, Democratic candidate for 
relection in the newly created Newton- 
Brookline State Senate district. 

In 1973, the Brookline legislator 
secured a minimum income for the 
elderly, blind and disabled. This year, he 
sought to have the program extended to 
include the cost of living increase. 
Increases will occur annually beginning 
July 1, 1975. 

ROBERTQUINN 

Democratic candidate for governor 
Robert H. Quinn Friday urged his 
Republican gubernatorial opponents to 
make public disclosures of their 
financial net worth. 

Pointing out that both Democratic 
candidates have already made financisl 
disclosures, Quinn said, "the people 
have a right to know. It would be a 
demonstration of good faith and it would 
uphold the concept of an elected of¬ 
ficial’s accountability to the public.” 

Quinn made his financial position 
public June 11 when he formally an¬ 
nounced his candidacy. His net worth 
was slightly more than $112,000. 


MICHAEL DUKAKIS 

Michael Dukakis, Democratic can¬ 
didate for governor, testified in 
Washington, D.C., last week before a 
U.S. House subcommittee considering a 
national no-fault auto insurance law. 

The original sponsor of the 
Massachusetts no-fault law endorsed "in 
principle” a national no-fault system, 
but warned against setting “rigid 
standards which would force states with 
genuine no-fault systems to raise in¬ 
surance rates.” 

He urged enactment of a bill "that 
requires all states within a reasonable 
grace period to enact no-fault statues 
which will meet minimum standards set 
by Congress.” He called for a bill with a 
provision allowing states that alceady 
have no-fault laws to retain them. 

He suggested Congress use the 
Massachusetts law as a minimum 
national standard. 

JOHN P. LYNCH 

John Pierce Lynch of Springfield, 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
grovemor, this week advocated the 


installation of a hot line to "better serve 
the public.” 

If elected, he said, "I will install a toll 
free hot line in the lieutenant governor’s 
office so that a citizen may call with a 
problem.” 

"I believe that new lines of com¬ 
munication are necessary today,” the 
candidate observed. 

CHARLESCABOT 

Republican candidate for attorney 
general Charles Cabot this week urged 
the State Legislature to take action on 
"an effective gun control law.” 

"Criminals who use guns already 
know that they face the possibility of 
prison,” he said. 

"The way to stop the use of handguns 
by criminals is to make these guns less 
available. The only way to do this is to 
completely ban the sale, ownership or 
possession of handguns for all except 
police authorities or shotting clubs 
where guns are kept in a central 
depository,” Cabot said. 

Asked about the public’s need for 
handguns for protection, Cabot 


responded: "The fact is that guns bought 
for self-defenfle are much more likely to 
accidentally kill or injure loved ones or 
to be stolen than to be successfully used 
in self-defense. Some evidence suggests 
that the majority of handguns used by 
criminals were at one time owned by 
law-abiding citizens.” 


JOHN DAVOREN 

Incumbent Secretary of State John 
F.X. Davoren said this week that two 
Bay State labor organizations have 
endorsed his candidacy. 

Davoren said the Massachusetts State 
Labor Council, AFL-CIO, and the 
Greater Boston Labor Council, AFL- 
CIO, voted to endorse him. 

The formal letter of endorsement, 
signed by Council President Joseph A. 
Sullivan, Secretary-Treasurer James P. 
Loughlin and COPE Director John A. 
Callahan, congratulated Davoren "on 
compiling a record while serving the 
Commonwealth that warranted labor’s 
endorsement.” 


CHARLES CLOUGH 

Charles I. Clough Jr., of Concord, 
Democratic candidate for Middlesex 
County commissioner, this week called 
for an end to patronage in the county 
employment system. 

The candidate is the founder and 
former chairman of Citizens for Mid¬ 
dlesex County, the group which created 
the reform slate of county com¬ 
missioners elected in 1972. 

••The patronage powers exercised by 
the county commissioners exist only to 
be abused and they have a disruptive 
effect not only on the employees in¬ 
volved but on the entire fabric of 
government,” he said. 

Clough praised the reform slate 
commissioners, but added: "I repeat, 
the first step toward major structural 
reform must be to end the county’s 
power to hire and fire people at will.” 

"A form of Civil Service hiring for the 
necessary functions would be far more 
effective,” he concluded.

Children's Campaign to hold 
public hearing on July 30,31 


Freeport has won a com¬ 
petitive contract from the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health (NIMH) to train 
community personnel to deal 
more effectively with troubled 
youth, announced Executive 
Director Phyllis Busansky at a 
board of directors’ meeting 
held July 9. 

The grant will be used 
initially to train Freeport’s 
own staff and prospective staff. 
It is expected that eventually it 
will train teachers, policemen, 
students, parents or others who 
deal with community youth. 
The training program will 
begin in September and will 
run through the school year. 

Program Coordinator Jean 
Kole said, "Only a very small 
portion of the grant funds are 
available for Freeport 
operation — the real 
benefactor of the contract is 
the community.” 

Both Ms. Kole and Ms. 
Busansky stressed that current 
operational funds for the house 
are low and that the grant 
offers no immediate relief to 
that problem. 

Freeport submitted a 
proposal for the contract in 
response to a government "R. 
F. P.” (request for proposal), 


and Ms. Busansky said, "The 
awarding of the grant em¬ 
phasizes Freeport’s role as a 
national model for the 
development of alternative 
homes for troubled 
adolescents.” 

In charge of the project is R. 
Chris Dowell, who taught a 
Newton High School 
psychology class which 
stimulated the founding of 
Freeport. Dowell is now a 
lecturer at Harvard and a 
Wellesley psychologist. 

Located at 361 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. in Chestnut 
Hill, Freeport serves 
adolescents from the Newton 
area who, for various reasons, 
are unable to live at home. 
Through counseling, the ex¬ 
plorative therapy of group 
living, and the support 
available through a high staff- 
to-student ratio, Freeport aims 
to return the residents to their 
homes whenever possible. 

The organization is sup¬ 
ported by tax-deductible 
contributions from concerned 
community citizens and by 
gifts from small foundations. 
Some funding is also available 
as fee for services rendered 
from state agencies. 



The Children’s Campaign, a 
non-partisan campaign for 
children’s rights, will hold a 
public hearing in Boston at The 
George Sherman Union 
Auditorium at Boston 
University, 775 Commonwealth 
Ave., on Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday, July 30 and 31, from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. On Wednesday 
only there will be an evening 
session, from 7-9 p.m. 

Testimony will be taken from 
children and youth (defined as 
anyone up to age 18) and adults 
who would like to speak on the 
conditions of children and their 
families in Massachusetts. 
Some topics to be discussed are 
mental and physical health, 
juvenile justice, education, 
child consumerism, work and 
recreation and the family. 

"Everyone is encouraged to 
come; anyone may testify,” 
says Hubie Jones, chairman of 
the campaign. "If anyone 
would like further information 
about testifying or attending 
the hearings they can call our 
campaign headquarters at 227-

Tremont St., in downtown 
Boston,” added Jones. 

The schedule for th hearings 
is Tuesday, July 30, children 
only will be testifying (but

The 
morning session will end at 1 
p.m. During the afternoon 
session, from 1:30-3:30 p.m., 
there will be discussion groups 
on drugs, education and 
juvenile justice.

A platform committee 
composed of citizens from the 
Boston area and members of 
the Campaign’s statewide 
steering committee will record 
the testimony and incorporate 
it into a Children’s Platform.

"At those hearings we are 
going to ask some very tough 
and specific questions about 
support for children’s issues,” 
says Jones. "Then we will 
publish evaluations - ‘report 
cards’ - of the candidate’s 
positions on these issues to let 
the people know just where 
their legislators stand,” Jones 
added. 

The campaign plans to hold a 
series of hearings around the 
state. They have already held 
one in Springfield, and after 
Boston, they plan to go on to 
Worcester, Pittsfield, New 
Bedford and Lowell-Lawrence 
in August. 

"Our citizen’s hearings will 
be a chance for parents and 
their children to speak out, and 
let everyone know just what 


the conditions are ir 
Massachusetts that affect 
millions of children and their 
families,” Jones continued. 

"Grassroots support has just 
been fantastic,” Jones said. 
“Volunteers and money has 
come in from around the 
state,” he added. "Just as in 
any campaign, we are 
dependent on public con¬ 
tributions to make this cam¬ 
paign a success,” Jones em¬ 
phasized. 

"The needs of children have 
been a low priority in the state 
legislature,” Jones declared. 
"Children’s rights and issues 
have been pushed aside in the 
political arena for too long,” he 
added. The Campaign hopes to 
politicize children’s issues and 
make their welfare a top 
priority for government.

Who decides where 
revenue sharing goes?

Newton’s piece of that great pie in the 
sky—general revenue sharing from the 
federal government—was dished out last 
month. 

But the amount, $975,783 (up about $18,000 
from last year) has already been devoured by 
the city’s 1975 budget. 

The ‘‘planned use report” on expenditure 
of the money was duly published in July in 
accord with federal law, and the full report 
has been duly placed in the City Clerk’s office 
for inspection. 

The planned use report refers to the law 
requiring each government to publish its 
plans for the funds ‘‘to inform its citizens and 
to encourage their participation in deciding 
how the money ought to be spent.” 

In Newton the decision about how the 
money was to be spent was announced by the 
mayor last March a. the end of the budget 
hearings of the Board of Aldermen. 

The expected revenue-sharing funds were 
worked into five categories (of 14 allowable) 
of city government—public safety, 
recreation, social services, general govern¬ 
ment, and the ever-hungry public works 
($150,000). 

Newton is not alone in using general 
revenue-sharing money in the total budgetary 
process to keep taxes dowm. A survey done by 
Sen. Edward Muskie found that cutbacks in 
other areas of federal funding had forced 
some cities and states to use revenue sharing 
to keep existing programs going instead of 
looking at the funds as “new money” to be 
used for new programs or capital items, as 
was the original intento of general revenue 
sharing. 

Nationwide, local governments leaned 
toward public safety, transportation, and 
environmental protection, according to the 
federal Office of Revenue Sharing. 

In Newton, the lion’s share went to public 
works (1510,657), followed by public safety 
'($216,460), social services ($57,195, recreation 
($34,498), and general government ($26,355). 

What if a citizen or group of citizens sees 
a need that is not being met by the city and 
wants a say in the expenditure of revenue- 
sharing funds? 

Since in Newton the money was already 
earmarked and put into the budget long 
before it was even received, there’s nothing 
anybody can do about it now. There’s no 
chance for the citizen participation desired by 
the federal government this year. 




Seth Armen of the Federal Grants Bureau 
in the state Department of Administration 
and Finance said recently that the bureau 
(and the Feds) “like to see citizen par¬ 
ticipation,” but there are no federal 
guidelines on participation and no hearings 
are actually required. 

Nevertheless, Armen said, many non¬ 
profit and social agencies have taken ad¬ 
vantage of the federal emphasis on citizen 
participation. Cambridge is one city with 
such citizen input, and in Boston citizen- 
action groups have gone to Mayor Kevin 
White with proposals, many of which he has 
accepted. 

In order to get into the process before 
revenue-sharing funds are allocated and put 
into the next year’s budget, citizen groups 
would have to start formulating proposals by 
the summer before, then go to see the mayor 
or department heads involved and try to win 
acceptance of their proposal while the budget 
proposals are being made up. 

One might argue that if the revenue-sharing 
money is spent on one-teim programs or 
capital items, the tax rate would have to be 
increased to make up for the decision not to 
apply the money to the general budget. 

One might also argue that since revenue¬ 
sharing was designed to provide "new 
money,” and that since the city got along 
without federal revenue-sharing money 
before the inception of the program in 1972, 
the funds might well be spent on providing 
programs and improvements, within the 
federal guidelines, that the city could not 
achieve without extraordinary tax levies. 

In Newton, there are already several 
groups with stated goals that need funding. 
For example, under the revenue-sharing 
guidelines, funds could be used for a new 
library, swimming pools and other 
recreational facilities, an intracity tran¬ 
sportation system, or a recycling program. 

The decision would be hard to make, and 
politically shaky, to take revenue-shiring 
money for specific new expenditures. 

But if and when revenue sharing stops, 
and the money is not available to use for day- 
to-day governmental costs, the tax rate will 
have to go up in response. 

So the question remains—does Newton 
wish to postpone many of the good things that 
revenue sharing could buy in order to post¬ 
pone a tax increase? Or should the citizens 
help decide?

Since the first School Committee meeting in 
November, there has been intermittent 
mention of something called the nine-school 
study. 

l^ast week, after months of review, it finally 
emerged before the School Committee. The 
school buildings advisory committee 
recommended numerous capital outlay 
projects for the fiscal year 1975-76 in nine of 
New-ton’s older schools. 

This, however, is only the beginning. The 
nine-school study is a reference point for 
capital improvements to be made in the 
schools over the next 10 years. Each year, 
new recommendations will be made. 

The nine schools included in the study are 
Angier, Cabot, Emerson, Franklin, Hyde, 
Ward, Williams, Warren, and Weeks. They 
have been extensively examined by a con¬ 
sulting firm, Hill, Miller, Friedlaender, 
Hollander, Inc., the school administration, 
and the school buildings advisory committee. 

A cost of $209,250 was assigned to the work 
for 1975-76 which the advisory committee 
recommended. The School Committee 
unanimously accepted the advisory com¬ 
mittee’s recommendations, but it was explicit 
that they were approving the individual 
projects rather than a specific amount of 
dollars. 

John Samuels, temporary chairman of the 
advisory committee, explained that work on 
the nine-school study began in 1970. The ar¬ 
chitects were commissioned in 1973 to make a 
report. 

Former School Committee member 
Richard Douglas, a member of the advisory 
committee, said that the consulting firm’s 
recommendation was “reduced something 
like 60 per cent” The report from Hill, Miller 
reportedly called for $6.4 million to be spent 
over 10 years on the nine schools. 

Both Samuels and School Committeeman 
Gerard Byrne pointed out that the nine-school 
study is going to be an ongoing evaluation. 
Samuels said that there is “going to have to 
be an analysis each year of what the priorities 
should be.” 

George Murphy, chairman of the Emerson 
School building committee, expressed con¬ 
cern over the fact that the school ad¬ 
ministration decided to hold new sprinklers 
for Emerson.

Hatch Act hearing

The Conservation Commission has agreed that the 
Newton Community Development Foundation will need a 
Hatch Act hearing. The Hatch Act was designed to protect 
wetlands. 

Commission chairman, Dennis Ditelberg, said that 
“since there is some question as to whether some of the 
area falls under the Hatch Act, I feel we should take the 
position all does” especially since no one has been 
“definitive”. Ditelberg felt the talks had resulted in a 
“semantic dispute.” 

The Cramer Electronic parking proposal reared its 
head at the commission meeting causing a somewhat 
heated exchange between members. Part of the Cramer 
plant involves putting the parking on the flood plain. 
Commissioner Thelma Fleishman stated that the “parking 
will be reheard in August,” but that aldermen treated the 
matter as a “joke.” Mrs. Fleishman had written a 
“stinging” letter to the aldermen protesting the first 
hearing which she said was held in “15 minutes”. 

Commissioner Richard Staley asserted that he didn’t 
see the commission’s role “as that of negotiator.” To which 
Mrs. Fleishman retorted that “we’re jolly well lucky with 
what we got.” 

However, Commissioner Debra Howard didn’t agree 
saying that if any change were to come about it would be 
with “persistent hammering” and added “we have to keep 
pushing." The commissioners will walk the site in August. 

The commission also received from I,arry Kaplan, a 
botanist at the University of Massachusetts a Webster- 
Hammond Woods trail guide with a detailed description of 
the trees and flowers found along the way. According to 
Debra Howard, the commission will go “over the route and 
begin procedures to duplicate the guide so it can be made 
available to the public.” 

In other business, Grace Taglienti was taken on as an 
associate commissioner after she wrote to the commission 
requesting this position. An associate commissioner does 
not vote.

has centered around the third floor. “By using 
the floor without a sprinkler system, I believe 
it to be unsafe,” Murphy commented. 

Director of Support Services John Gilleland 
noted several reasons for why the item was 
held.

Gilleland replied that “I have to oppose the 
idea that a dangerous situation exists. We do 
know that we can empty that building very 
quickly. We do know the building is safe.” 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell asked 
about the success of heat detectors. Gilleland 
said that “the Fire Department often gets a 
signal before we know a fire is in progress. He 
called the detectors “successful.” 

Douglas said that health and safety was the 
first priority of the advisory committee when 
it was preparing its recommendations. 

Mandell moved that the recommended 
capital outlay items be recommended to the 
mayor for his recommendation to the Board 
of Aldermen. Both Mandell and Regal said 
that it was the projects rather than the money 
which were being moved. 

Mrs. Barbara Kravitz asked about in¬ 
dividual communities having input into the 
evaluation and recommendation process. 
Byrne replied that each school district had an 
advisory committee involved in making 
recommendations. School Committee 
Chairwoman Mrs. Eleanor Rosenblum said 
that she was sure there would be 
collaboration in the future on recom- 
mendatioas. 

There is some doubt over whether the Schol 
Building Advisory Board will provide funds 
for work to be done. Byrne remarked that 
there is a chapter in the SBAB which allows 
the refurbishing of old buildings. Whether 
funds can be gotten for work done over a 10- 
year period is unknown. 

The school administration’s recom¬ 
mendations for capital outlay for Newton’s 21 
other schools is expected to be presented tc 
the School Committee on July 30. 


Watershed Association 
discusses flood control 


The Charles River Water¬ 
shed Association has in¬ 
tervened formally in the 
Department of Natural 
Resources adjudicatory 
proceedings relating to 
parking restrictions imposed 
by the department on Beacon 
Construction Company for its 
proposed Wellesley Office 
Park Building No. 6. This 
announcement came from 
CRWA Executive Director 
Rita Barron. 


The association contends 
that flood control programs 
for the Charles already 
authorized by Congress have 
three essential components 
— the new Charles River 
Dam now under construction 
in Boston, the permanent 
protection of 17 Natural 
Valley Storage Areas in the 


middle and upper watershed, 
and local land use controls to 
discourage further 
development of the flood 
plain. The association 
strongly supports this total 
management plan. 


The decision whether to 
allow pavement of 72 per 
cent of the five-acre site or to 
retain the condition 
restricting parking issued 
June 22, 1973, will likely be 
made by the Department of 
Natural Resources within a 
few weeks.

More warnings 
are needed 

Is it news that kids under 18 can buy beer 
or booze in some package stores without 
being asked for identification? 

At least one town in the area ran up 
against this situation, and when doubt was 
raised that this could be so, a 15-year-old boy 
went into a package store and marched out 
with a case of beer. 

At another package store, a boy age 17 
bought a case of beer with no questions 
asked. 

All this was brought to light when a 
father noticed teenagers in his neighborhood 
imbibing and asked the youngsters where 
they were getting the stuff. 


It’s general knowledge that 18-year-olds 
have been buying beer and liquor for their 
younger friends since the drinking age has 
been lowered. But it’s startling to learn that a 
15-year-old who looks not a day older can 
walk into a liquor store and walk out with a 
case of beer, especially when package store 
owners are well aware of the penalties in¬ 
volved. 

The lowering of the drinking age has 
already proved lethal in this state. Statistics 
released by the office of Public Safety 
Secretary Richard L. McLaughlin show that 
since the new law went into effect the 
number of drivers between 18 and 20 killed in 
alcohol-related accidents shot up 134.2 per¬ 
cent. Equally alarming is the statistic that 
the total of drinking drivers in the same age 
bracket involved in fatal accidents rose 124.2 
percent. 

Before the drinking limit was droppea, 
about 50 percent of the kids under 21 were 
getting liquor and beer from the older ones. 
Now 15-, 16-, and 17-year-olds are getting it 
from the 18-year-olds. Evidence of this is 
seen in the state laboratories where the 
alcohol content in the blood of car accident 
fatalities is tested. 

Authorities are worried because kids 
don’t yet realize what a six pack of beer does 
to body and brain. 


Thoas who dispense alcoholic beverages 
over the counter have for years been attuned 
to the 21-year-old face. Suddenly more 
youthful looking customers have a right to be 
served and thus it could be that some package 
store clerks are becoming careless. 

The teenage drinking problem is serious 
enough without making it easier for 
youngsters to get their hands on alcoholic 
beverages.

Sargent and Dwight 
map comeback drive 

Governor Francis W. Sargent and Lieutenant Governor 
Donald R. Dwight by no means are throwing in the towel 
and conceding their defeat in next November’s election. 

They know the most recent polls show them to be in 
political trouble. They realize that some painful and 
damaging blunders have been made. 

But they also recognize that it is time to stop looking 
back on past mistakes and to launch an all-out drive to 
regain and restore their fallen political fortunes. 

Sargent and Dwight actually are sound and astute 
politicians although a close political observer might have 
his doubts at times about Sarge. And they have some 
shrewd advisers around them. 

They have more than three months in which to gain the 
ground and pick up new support they need to get back in the 
more favorable positions they hald last April. Sarge and 
Dwight are confident they can do exactly that. 

While they will not admit it, Sargent and Dwight are 
lookicg beyond the Sept. 10 primary to thevNov. 5 election. 

Governor Sargent, in his campaign for Republican 
renomination, is opposed by former State Commerce 
Commissioner Carroll Sheehan. Dwight has a free ride in 
the primary but is working just as hard for Sargent’s, 
renomination as Sargent is himself. 

Political analysts are almost unanimous in their belief 
that Sargent will easily beat back the challenge of Sheehan 
in the primary and win renomination decisively. 

They even suspect that the primary contest may help 
Sarge by providing him an opportunity to review the ac¬ 
complishments of his administration, by giving his political 
organization a tuneup for furnishing momentum for his 
campaign that will carry on after the Sept. 10 primary. 

Conservative Republicans such as former GOP State 
Committee Chairman Lloyd Waring, who are disenchanted 
with Governor Sargent, to put it most politely, argue that 
Sarge and his advisers are over-confident and that Sheehan 
will topple Sargent in the primary. 

They seem politically unrealistic. This observer can see 
no way Sheehan can defeat Sargent in the primary. If by 
any chance he should, it probably would mean the end of the 
Republican party as an effective political instrument in 
Massachusetts. 

That is the risk Waring and other sons and daughters of * 
the GOP are taking iu attempting to punish Governor 
Sargent for such political sins as appointing too many 
Democrats and not doing more to build both the Republican 
party in the state and the egos of some members of the GOP 
State Committee. 

Governor Sargent obviously is not taking the con¬ 
servative Republicans too seriously. At a time when they 
were criticizing him for appointing too many Democrats, 
Sarge appointed another one. 

He named Democratic State Senator William Bulger of 
South Boston judge of the South Boston District Court to 
replace Judge 'Thomas Linehan who retired. 

It was a good appointment. Bulger has the qualities and 
qualifications to be a fair and competent judge. He is very 
popular in South Boston, and Surge’s actions will win votes 
for him iu that section next Nov. 5. 

Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight will be a great 
asset to Governor Sargent when the political chips are on 
the table next autumn.

Dwight, who has been the top trouble-shooter of the 
Sargent administration, is extremely well liked and highly 
respected out in Western Massachusetts. 

He will be running in tandem with Sargent in the final 
election, and he should be able to draw votes Sarge would 
not otherwise get 

All in all, Governor Sargent’s cause seems far from 
hopeless even though he has made his full quota of 
mistakes. 

Cabot seeks A. G. post 
but is not politician 

Charles C. Cabot, Jr., of Dover, who is seeking the 
Republican nomination for Attorney General, concedes at 
the outset that he is not a politician. 

But Cabot, who has had a distinguished career in the 
legal profession, believes that this may be a good year for a 
candidate for an office of high public trust to be a non¬ 
politician. 

This is the first time that Cabot, who is a Selectman in 
Dover, has waged a political campaign outside the borders 
of that small and attractive town. 

However, he believes he is the Republican candidate 
who would have the best chance of winning election next 
Nov. 5. 

“Against a Frank Bellotti, who is the total politician, I 
am the exact opposite because I’m not a politician,” Cabot 
declared. 

“I have been a Selectman in my town, but apart from 
that I have been practising law which should be the best 
training and preparation for the job of Attorney General,” 
he continued. 

Cabot is also chairman of the State Outdoor Advertising 
Board, a position which pays only a modest stipend per 
meeting and involves a lot of work. State House observers 
say he has done an excellent job in that capacity. 

“There is no place for politics in that office,” Cabot 
asserted. “It is virtually impossible to be an effective 
Attorney General if political objectives and obligations 
interfere with your legal judgement.” 

Cabot is restrained in discussing his qualifications for 
serving the people as their Attorney General, but he 
maintains that his two opponents In the Republican 
primary— former GOP State Committee Chairman Joslah 
Spaulding of Manchester and former Deputy Governor 
William I. Cowin of Newton—have not concentrated on the 
law to the same extent that he has. 

“The Attorney General should be the people’s lawyer. 

Not a politician,” maintained Cabot. 

Attorney Cabot has come on much stronger in his bid 
for the GOP nomination for Attorney General than most 
political pundits expected. 

He says he has collected more nomination signatures 
and has raised more money than either Spaulding or Cow in. 

“I got over 27,000 raw signatures and 15,000 certified 
signatures,” the energetic Cabot reports with obvious 
pride. 

Spaulding apparently is dodging a public debate with 
Cabot and Cowin. The Republican Club of Massachusetts 
has invited the three GOP Attorney General candidates to 
engage in a debate on Sept. 5, five days before the primary. 

Mr. Spaulding made the highly unusual reply that he 
would participate hi the debate if Governor Francis W. 
Sargent agrees to debate former State Commerce Coin- 
uiissiouer Carroll Sheehan. 


Conservation 
Commission 
inept, vague 

The Conservation Commission is not discharing its 
responsibility to the public by holding loosely structured 
meetings, by not publicly discussing its’ land acquisition 
proposals, by not taking a firm stand on issues it believes in, 
by not clamping down on absentee members and by not 
broadening its vision. 

Sadly, the meetings are devoted to minutiae rather 
than exploring the ramifications of issues in a logical, clear 
and concise manner. Because they ramble, the meetings 
are almost impossible to follow and worse, because no votes 
are taken, it’s virtually impossible to learn what action, if 
any. has been taken.

The commission would be well advised to take 
parliamentary procedure seriously. 

At no meeting has its land acquisition list been discussed 
and the public has a right to be let in on the intentions of the 
commission. By not involving the community, the com¬ 
mission has no way of heightening public interest, in¬ 
creasing public support for its position or of educating the 
public. 

The commission seems to be divided between a posture of 
taking what it can get or standing firm and bargaining from 
a strong conservation position. 

It doesn’t seem to feel it is always taken seriously by the 
Board of Aldermen; and on that score a bit on introspection 
is necessary. 

Absentee members of a commission which is an official 
voice in local government is inexcusable. 

If these members cannot attend meetings, then they 
have no right sitting on a commission which is shaping 
conservation policy in this city. They should be removed 
immediately and members appointed in their place should 
possibly have some expertise either as hydrologists, 
planners, biologists or soil experts so they can competently 
make the critical decisions in the coming years.. 

And the coming years will bring new challenges before 
the commission which it should be prepared to meet. I 
would hope it will broaden its vision to include greater in¬ 
volvement in the areas of solid waste disposal and 
recycling, pesticide control, soil erosion, water supplies, 
promoting conservation mapping and zoning, and 
educating die public. 

If it though what it got was hard to come by, the next 
years will bring even greater struggles as the business of 
environmental protection becomes more difficult to 
resolve. 

Each of the active members of the commission is 
devoted, dedicated and competent.. if they could improve 
the procedures of their meetings, they could make an even 
greater contribution to the environmental quality of 
Newton. 

- - 

Sarge, of course, will not give Sheehan the exposure he 
would receive from such a debate. What that has to do with 
Spaulding or the fight for the Republican nomination for 
Attorney General is not clear from this distance. 

Spaulding, a former chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, apparently believes he is out in front in that 
race. Some political experts, however, are not so sure that 
he is. 

Some political analysts. Incidentally, believe Cabot has 
made one mistake in his campaign. Their reasoning is the 
subject of an intriguing argument. 

Former Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox, who was 
fired last October by President Nixon in the famous 
Saturday Nigh Massacre, has endorsed Cabot and urged his 
election as Attorney Genral. 

Cox knows Cabot. When Cox was Solicitor General In 
1960, he proposed Cabot for admission to practise before the 
U.S. Supreme Court. In supporting Cabot, Cox said that 
Cabot’s election as Attorney General would be a great thing 
for Massachusetts. 

Some admirers of President Nixon have tqjd the sur¬ 
prised Cabot that the endorsement of Cox might do him 
more harm than good. 

Cabot pointed out that Cox is an eminent and out¬ 
standing member of the legal profession, a man of great 
integrity who was picked by Elliot Richardson for the job of 
Special Prosecutor. Richardson resigned rather than fire 
Cox. 


Cabot had an unusual baseball career when he was a 
student at Harvard College. He was a substitute on the 
Crimson baseball team. He went to bat only once. That was 
in the Harvard-Yale game in his senior year, and he* hit a 
homcrun. “I batted 1.000 and had a slugging,average of the 
same percentage,” observes Cabot. 

Watergate is the principal reason Cabot is seeking 
election as Attorney General. "I’m doing what little I can to 
restore respect for the law,” he explained. 

He expressed the conviction that people have lost 
confidence in the criminal justice system. “An Attorney 
General is in a position to help restore arid regain that 
confidence,” Cabot said. 

“People are alienated from the criminal justice 
system,” Cabot elaborated. “Many victims of crimes don’t 
even report the crimes. There needs to be a new concern for 
the rights of victims of crimes. If people are treated with 
some courtesy and compassion in the criminal justice 
system, they are more likely to submit themselves to It.” 

Cabot resigned from the law firm of Sullivan & Wor¬ 
cester to devote his time to his campaign foi election as 
Attorney General. “I am confident I can win in the 
primary,” he said. “I am equally confident that I can defeat 
Francis Bellotti who reportedly is the leading Democratic 
candidate at the present time.”

Scientist urges step-up in lead screening programs 


Over 400,000 children in the 
United States are known to 
have elevated blood lead 
levels, and another 2 million 
are estimated by the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare to be 
in the high risk category, yet 
the United States has 
provided only enough money 
to test 450,000 children over 
the past three years, ac¬ 
cording to testimony 
presented to the United 
States Senate appropriations 
sub-committee on Labor— 
HEW by Alvin V. Block, 
president of Environmental 
Sciences Associates, Inc., 
Burlington, Mass. 

Block, whose firm has tested 
over 50,000 children in 60 
cities and states, estimated 
the cost to the country for 
those afflicted is $200 million, 
and that this sum will 
escalate unless remedial 
action is taken. 

Among his recommendations 
was funding to determine the 
maximum blood lead level 
that can be tolerated without 
brain damage and life-long 
imparemenl to health . . . 
development of instruments 
for rapid on-site testing . . . 
and an increase in ap¬ 
propriations to the level 
authorized by PL-151 
(sponsored by Senator 
Edward Kennedy) to expand 
city and county programs 
and thus test all children in 
the suspect and high risk 
category. 

A copy of Block’s testimony 
follows: 

I am Alvin V. Block, 
president of Environmental 
Sciences Associates, 
Burlington, Massachusetts, 
and I am speaking on behalf 
of the lead paint poison 
control programs of Chelsea, 
Lowell, Somerville, and 
Waltham, Massachusetts, 
and Winnebago County, 


Rockford, Illinois. These 
projects have all been funded 
by HEW under the Lead 
Based Paint Poisoning 
Prevention Act of 1971. 

There are several points I 
would like to make. 
Approximately 40 city and 
county projects have been 
funded under the provisions 
of the Act. Nationwide, under 
this program, a total of 
475,000 children have been 
screened in the last three 
years, with 275,000 tests 
occuring in 1973. Some 46,000 
children, or approximately 
10 per cent, have been 
confirmed as having 
elevated blood lead levels. 

In a document entitled 
“Control of Lead Poisoning 
in Children” dated May 1972, 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare 
estimates that there are 20 
million children in the 
suspect age group (under 5 
years) and 2 million at risk 
(under 5 years in urban 
areas and in families with 
poverty classification). 

HEW estimates up to 400,000 
children are suffering from 
elivated blood lead levels 
with 200 deaths per year and 
thousands of cases of 
physical and-or mental 
damage. The annual cost to 
the nation of lead poisoning is 
approximately $200 million. 
This figure includes the cost 
of treatment, education and 
institutional care for those 
afflicted, as well as the sost 
of future lost earnings. 
Recent surveys and studies 
have shown that while a high 
percentage of children with 
elevated lead levels reside in 
poor urban areas, a 

significant number are still 
to be found in either rural 
areas or middle class 
neighborhoods.

Richardson 
back from Cyprus

The Rev. H. Neil Richardson 
of Newtonville was expected to 
arrive at John F. Kennedy 
Airport in New York last night 
following evacuation from 
Cyprus, the scene of a recent 
coup against the government 
and subsequent invasion by 
Turkish troops. 

Richardson, of 168 Mt. 
Vernon St., is director of a 60- 
member archaeological dig 
which had been working since 
mid-June at the ancient village 
of Idalion on the southern part 
of the island. 

Richardson was one of 20 
Boston-area professors and 
students at the dig, sponsored 
by the American Schools of 
Oriental Research, which has 
headquarters in Cambridge. 

Richardson’s wife said 
Tuesday the Cambridge office 
had informed her that her 
husband had been safely 
evacuated to the Holiday Inn in 
Beirut, Lebanon, arriving 
there Tuesday morning. 

Early Monday the ex¬ 
pedition’s members were 
among 350 Americans escorted 
from the area by a British 
automobile convoy to the. 


British naval base at Dhekelia 
on the southern coast of the 
island. The group was flown by 
helicopter to the U.S. Navy 
ship Coronado, where they 
spent Monday night, flying on 
to Beiruit the next day. 

She said the expedition had 
been in no danger from the 
fighting, although it was 
reported the group could hear 
shooting and see fires in the 
distance. 

Last Friday night Richard¬ 
son had been at the Ledra 
Palace Hotel in Nocosia, 
running errands and pur¬ 
chasing supplies for the ex¬ 
pedition, one of his job’s as the 
group’s chief administrator, 
when Turkish troops landed 
paratroops on the capital city.

Lead poisoning is primarily 
caused by household paint 
which chips off walls and 
woodwork. Next in im¬ 
portance are auto and in- 
dustrial emissions. 
Additional sources of lead 
poisoning are utensils, 
water, newsprint and con¬ 
taminated food. Until there is 
a better understanding of the 
contribution of each of these 
sources to the total problem 
of lead poisoning, we cannot 
properly control this disease. 
HEW considers a value of 40 
micrograms of lead per 100 
milliliters (40 ug per cent) of 
whole blood the level at 
which a child is considered 
exposed to lead poisoning. At 
these levels or above, it 
suggests re-testing and an 
evaluation of the child’s 
living conditions for lead 
hazard. The effects of 
elevated blood lead levels 
are not only acute but are 
subtle as well. 

At a recent symposium 
sponsored by HEW and the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, several researchers 
reported on the.possible long 
term mental and physical 
effects of lead levels lower 
than 40 ug per cent. 

With the release of im¬ 
pounded funds in late fiscal 
1974, several new projects 
are being added to the 
original 40 programs. 
However, the original 
projects are scheduled to be 
significantly reduced or 
phased out at the end of the 
fiscal year. 

These projects have 
acquired a wealth of 
knowledge and experience in 
community education, in 
how to reach the target 
children, in the testing and 
treatment of children, and in 
the removal of lead poisoning 
hazards. With the reduction 
or phase out of these 
projects, the nation will lose 
a large nucleus of trained 
effective personnel just as 
the requirements increase 
for pediatric lead poisoning 
prevention. 

When children are screened 
by the lead poisoning control 
projects, there is a time 
delay rangirg from days to 
weeks (depending on the 
project) before the results of 
the laboratory tests are 
known.

Development, a represen¬ 
tative of HEW stated that in 
the time interval between 
initial screening and re- 
screening, up to one-third of 
the elevated children could 
not be found for re-testing.

Based on the preceding 
points I would make the 
following recommendations:

Question: I give up! I Just can’t make a decent pie crust 
and yet I want to bake some pies this summer ... can you 
give me a couple of good blueberry pie recipes that don’t 
call for a prebaked crust? The graham cracker crumb crust 
is fine. Don’t think me a dope, please. — Mrs. T. G., 
Dedham 


Answer: A dope? Never! It took quite a bit of practice 
on my part before I could make an acceptable pie crust — 
but no lectures here. We’ll go into pie crusts at another- 
time. Here are two dandy DlueDerry recipes — one is 
prepared using blueberries as the crust, the other calls for a 
graham cracker crust. 


BLUEBERRY CHEESECAKE DESSERT 

4 cups (1) quart) fresh blueberries, rinsed and drained 

1 ) pkg. vanilla pudding and pie filling (large package) 

2 egg yolks 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatine 

2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 

3 cups (1% lbs.) cottage cheese, sieved 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 cup (te pt.) heavy cream, whipped 

2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

Pour blueberries into a 1*6 quart serving bowl and 
arrange berries to make a shell, covering bottom and going 
up sides of dish. Cook pudding with milk according to 
package directions. When thick, remove from heat and beat 
in egg yolks. Stir gelatine and lemon juice together and add 
to hot pudding. Stir until gelatine dissolves. Stir in lemon 
rind, cottage cheese and vanilla. Chill until slightly 
thickened. Fold in whipped cream and egg whites and pour 
mixture into blueberry shell. Chill until firm. Serves 8 . 

NO BAKE BLUEBERRY 
ICE CREAM PIE 

1 prepared graham cracker crust (9-inch) 


4 cups fresh blueberries 

1 cup sugar 

2 cups water 

V 4 cup cornstarch 

1 quart vanilla Ice cream 

2 tablespoons orange juice 


Combine blueberries and sugar. Mix water and corn¬ 
starch and stir into blueberries. Cook at a simmer until 
sauce is thickened. Reserve Vi cup of blueberry mixture for 
decorating top. Cool. Spoon blueberry filling over crust. 
Spoon ice cream over blueberry filling. Beat orange juice 
into reserved blueberry filling. Drizzle over vanilla ice 
cream. Freeze. Remove pie 30 minutes before serving to 
thaw enough to cut.

Across the Kitchen Counter 


This is the time to capture the goodness of 
summertime fruits and vegetables using 
canning methods which are fun, easy and 
relatively inexpensive. 

If you’ve never felt comfortable about 
canning, concerned about the safety of home- 
canned goods, the answer is that when 
properly done it is as wholesome as any other 
food. My suggestion is that you buy tne Better 
Homes and Gardens’ “Home Canning 
Cookbook,” $1.95. It Is an interesting and 
informative book outlining canning 
techniques (basic equipment required as well 
as procedures), recipes as well as a very good 
chapter on freezing foods. 

There are two canning methods: The 
water-bath canner and the steam pressure 
canner. For fruits, tomatoes and pickled 
vegetables use a water bath canner which 
may be any metal container deep enough for 
the water to cover the tops of the covered jars 
two to four inches. The container must have a 
cover and a rack. A steam-pressure canner is 
used for all vegetables except tomatoes. 

Follow the manufacturer’s directions for use 
of the canner. Don’t second guess recipes ... 
if one says to use a pressure canner and you 
have only a water bath canner, don’t sub¬ 
stitute one for another. 


Also, if you have a pressure cooker with a 
rack, you can use it for processing pint jars. 
Your cooker must have a guage that will 
maintain 10 pounds pressure. 

Many homemakers will ask themselves 
whether it pays to go through the process of 
canning and freezing foods. Only you can be 
the judge-there is the expense of investing in 
jars, canning cookers, etc. Not to be 
overlooked, however, is the satisfaction of 
doing your own canning and preserving. 

There’s a very special pride in slicing a thick 
wedge of your own warm homemade bread 
and slathering it with fruity homemade 
preserves. So, be adventuresome—even if 
you’ve never done it before, try making your 
own preserves or a relish and you’ll discover 
the ’hrill of accomplishment at well as a taste 
treat for the entire family. (A gift of your own 
preserves is a wonderful way of saying you 
care.) 

The following recipes need only a kettle 
or Dutch oven with a rack and need NOT be 
pressure canned. 


WATERMELON PICKLES 
2 pounds watermelon rind 
Y 4 cup pickling salt flJse pure granulated 
pickling salt or uniodized table salt—do not 
use iodized table salt) 

4 cups water 
2 cups sugar 

1 cup white vinegar 
1 tablespoon broken stick cinnamon 
1 Yt teaspoons whole cloves 
Vi lemon, thinly sliced 

5 maraschino cherries, halved (optional) 


Trim the dark green and pink parts from 
watermelon rind. Cue rind in 1-inch cubes; 
mesure 7 cups. Soak rind overnight in a 
solution of pickling salt and water. (If it takes 
more to cover, use the same proportion salt to 
water) Drain; rinse wutermelon rind. Cover 
rind with cold water. Cook just till tender. 
Meanwhile, in 6 to 8 quart kettle or Dutch 
oven combine sugar, white vinegar, stick 
cinnamon, whole cloves, and 1 cup water. 


Simmer mixture for 10 minutes; strain. Add 
drained watermelon rind, lemon slices, and 
maraschino cherries, if desired. Simmer the 
mixture till watermelon rind is clear. Fill hot 
jars with rind and syrup mixture, leaving Mi- 
inch headspace. Adjust lids. Process in 
boiling water bath (pints) for 5 minutes. 
Makes 2V4 pints. 


CHOWCHOW 
3 large onions 

5 green tomatoes, stem ends removed 

6 green peppers 

2 cups green beans, cut in Vi-inch pieces 
2 cups cauliflower broken into small buds 

2 cups fresh corn kernels 
Y 4 cup pickling salt 

3 cups sugar 

2 cups vinegar 
1 tablespoon mustard seed 
1 Vi teaspoons celery seed 
% teaspoon turmeric 

Using coarse blade of food grinder, grind 
onions, tomatoes and green peppers. In large 
bowl combine ground vegetables, beans, 
cauliflower, and com. Sprinkle with pickling 
salt; let stand overnight. Rinse and drain. 
Combine sugar, vinegar, mustard seed,celery 
seed, tumeric and 1 cup water; pour 
over vegetables. Bring to boiling; boil gently 
for 5 minutes. Ladle into hot jars, leaving Vi- 
inch headspace. Adjust lids. Process in 


boiling water bath (pints) for 15 minutes. 
Makes about 6 pints. 

JELLIES, JAMS AND MARMALADE: 
PEACH-CANTALOUPE CONSERVE 
3 cups chopped peaches (about 6 peaches) 
3 cups chopped cantaloupe (1 med. 
cantaloupe) 

4Vi cups sugar 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
one-third cup slivered blanched almonds 
Vi teaspoon ground nutmeg 
V 4 teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon grated orange peel 

In 8 to 10 quart kettle or Dutch oven mix 
peaches and cantaloupe. Bring mixture to full 
rolling boil; stir constantly, Add sugar and 
lemon juice. Bring mixture again to full 
rolling boil. Boil, uncovered, for 12 minutes. 
Add the slivered blanched almonds, nutmeg, 
salt, and grated orange peel. Boil hard, un¬ 
covered, till syrup sheets off metal spoon, 4 to 
5 minutes. Remove from heat; quickly skim 
off foam with metal spoon. Pour at once into 
hot sterilized jars; seal. Makes 7 half pints.

PREPARE JAM: Measure sugar and set 
aside. Mix fruit pectin iritq fruit in saucepan. 
Place over high heat arid/atir until mixture 
comes to a hard boil. Immediately add all 
sugar and stir.

Going to the New York American Designer show means 
that you get to see a lot more than just fashions. 

The Intercoiffure hair fashion show was held and, 
according to Julius Caruso, style director, women are in the 
mood for more casual, comfortable day clothes, and, 
equally, for hair that more or less c.kes care of itself. 

“For a majority of women,” he says, “this means the 
return of the permanent with shape cut right in. It means 
hair will be waved or curled, but usually soft and full - 
pretty around the face and really romantic.” 

Also, Julius says, though hair has to be controlled, it 
needs fluidity in keeping with the new big tent coats, wide 
capes and swingy skirts. 

Long hair seems to be out in favor of short to shoulder 
length, keeping the hair clear of coat collars and the wrap of 
scarves. Most hair designers agree that the ideal cut for 
naturally curly hair is short., layered for fullness and 
scissored to emphasize bone structure and the shape of the 
head. - 

For those of you with vacations ahead, “shorter” and 
“simpler” are good words to use when visiting your hair¬ 
dresser. It’s better to have your hair shaped and styled 
beforehand instead of spending precious sun hours sitting 
under a dryer in a beauty salon - no matter where the salon 
is. Also, it’s a good idea to start conditioning treatments at 
home before leaving for vacation - and when you’re out 
under the sun, protect your hair by wearing a hat or scarf. 

Leslie Blanchard, probably the foremost authority on 
the science of hair coloring, has created a line of hair care 
products specifically formulated to enhance and help 
protect hair color. 

At one time Leslie was color director for Saks Fifth 
Avenue and in ten years built the salon into a professional 
success. Leaving Saks he went to Clairol as their color 
director and educational consultant where he’s been for 
over 15 years. His own salon, The Private World of Leslie 
Blanchard, has become the first salon dedicated to hair 
color that really looks natural. 

Maintaining that “hair color can only be as beautiful as 
the hair itself,” he has now introduced “Maintain” 
especially formulated products to enhance and protect hair 
color. It’s for the woman who doesn’t visit the salon as well 
as the professional hairdresser who uses his products. 

Following are special tips on hair car from Leslie 
Blanchard: 

1. Wash your hair as often as it needs it - even every day 
if you want to. Just be sure the shampoo is gentle. Your 
shampoo should be in a formula designed for your type of 
hair. 

2. Remember, oily hair can’t keep a set. How to tell if 
your hair is oily or dry? Actually, hair itself does not 
produce oil; it is the oil glands in the scalp which become 
oily. Dry hair indicates less active oil glands. One in¬ 
dication of dry hair is that the hair never looks greasy. 
Often people with dry hair a 1 so have dry skin. 

3. Before shampooing, comb through your hair to make 
sure it is tangle-free. But you don’t need to brush before 
shampooing unless you are trying to get rid of hair spray 
and dandruff particles. 

4. Beauty starts at the top, and this means not only hair 
that is a beautiful color but in a beautiful condition. The fact 
is, hair Is the fabric which the colorist works with - the 
better it is, the better the coloring results. 

Speaking of color, the word from France is color 
ting, or the elimination of the monotony of the one-color- 
Many hair designers are using a face-framing 
siUjqpette of platinum coloring on an otherwise brunette 
head'. Shis new two-tone coloring is particularly attractive 
when ash brown hair is highlighted around the face with 
light beige blonde coloring that extends to the crown of the 
head. 

“Call it streaking, dappling, shading, tinting or turning 
up the lights,” said Julius Caruso, “there’s much that can 
be done today to improve the color of hair. The coppery red 
tone got a start last year and is now in full favor at all 
salons. Also popular are the warm blonde to fawn and 
camel shades, as well as an interesting tortoise brown. 
Softer color is suggested for fluffed or “whipped” hair; 
short hair can take a bolder red or deeper brown. 

A style destined to be popular is the “deep wave” which 
dips decidedly over the forehead, is fluffed on each side, 
and is nearly shoulder length. Suggested for the young oval 
face, is me Tontowbiratrec style - hair is all cuds, 
delicately-tousled high curies on top of the head and others 
falling over the forehead. 

Capsuling the hair fashion scene, you'll be imeina a lot 
more movement to hair, a lot of machine pemwnfm leaves 
similar to the machine wares back in the 30’s and moat 
curls than in previous years. In other words, much more 
softness to the hair; and after all is suggested and proposed, 
it remains for the individual to choose the style that best 
suits her personality and life style.

For six weeks this summer, a 
small group of children, 6-10 
years old, from various racial, 
ethnic and social backgrounds, 
are enjoying a different kind of 
summer program on the 
campus of Mount Ida Junior 
College. 

They are enrolled in the Mt. 
Ida-Roxbury Language Arts 
Day Camp. The program was 
begun in 1968 by Mrs. F. Roy 
Carlson, wife of the college’s 
president.

LONDON (UPI) - Genera- 
ions of schoolchildren have 
>een saddened by stories of the 
>enniless Mozart buried in a 
>auper's grave and Stephen 
r oster dying destitute while 
he world played their music 
rnd sang their songs. 

It couldn't happen here and 
tow. But it isn't because the 
^lightened citizens of today 
tave acquired the same 
espect for intellectual 
•roperty—a symphony or 
reat melody, for example- 
hat they always have had for a 
able or chair. 

Far from it. The United 
tates in some ways treats its 
ongwriters like second class 


citizens, worse in fact than any 
other nation of the western 
community, according to dis¬ 
cussions at the International 
Music Industry Conference 
(IMIC) here. 

Edward M. Cramer, presi¬ 
dent of Broadcast Music Inc. 
(BMI), one of the organizations 
most vigilant in defense of U. S. 
songwriter rights, said 
songwriters are still being paid 
a maximum of two cents per 
record, a fee fixed by Congress 
in the Copyright Act of 1909. 

That's 65 years without a 
raise. 

"No where else in the 
Copyright Act,” Cramer said, 
“is there a limit set for 
anything else.” 

But that isn't all, he said. 
Under the same act the 500,000

Automobiles 

In Newton, virtually all 
travel is accomplished by use 
of private automobiles, of 
which there are about 54,000. 
The total mobility provided to 
individuals by the car is un- 
surpased by any other system 
of transportation. Auto travel 
is fast, and definitely more 
reliable, plus being more 
private and comfortable. 

Despite these individual 
benefits, the automobile ex¬ 
tracts a very high social cost 
from Newton residents. 
Newton has 301.23 miles of 
roads. We cannot estimate the 
per centage that is devoted to 
parking and support facilities. 
In addition, automobiles 
contribute a majority of our 
total air pollution. 

Traffic noise intrudes on 
many human activities. 

Traffic accidents take a 
substantial annual toll in 
deaths, severe personal in¬ 
juries and property damage. 

Traffic congestion makes 
moving around the city an 
unpleasant chore at times. 
Cars, not people, seem to 
dominate much of our com¬ 
munity living and activity 
space. 

Finally, the automobile is 
expensive, costing between 
$1,000 and $1,500 yearly to run. 

Those without access to 
automobiles—the poor, the 
handicapped, and the elderly- 
are deprived of its mobility 
benefits. 

If the emphasis of Newton’s 
public interest can be shifted, 
increasing the relative im¬ 
portance of public tran¬ 
sportation, while decreasing 
citizen dependence upon the 
automobile, substantial 
community benefits may be 
realized. This change in em¬ 
phasis can be more readily 
accomplished if a public 
transportation system which 
approaches the automobile in 
comfort, convenience, 
reliability and speed can be 
implemented. 

Such a system could follow 
modified demand-response or 
demand-adaptable concepts, 


with the possibility of picking 
up and discharging passengers 
all over the entire city. 

Demand-adaptive Transpo¬ 
rtation 

Demand-response or 
demand-adaptive transport¬ 
ation systems, which respond 
to calls from consumers (such 
as taxis, dial-a-ride, dial-a-bus, 
jitney) are simply personalized 
public transportation services. 
Typically, a fleet of small 
vehicles serves customer 
requests as they are received. 
There are no fixed routes and 
schedules. 

A customer telephones the 
local office and informs the 
operator he wishes to make a 
trip, giving such information 
as his origin, desired 
destination, and number of 
passengers. 

The dispatcher or computer 
must organize the information 
and in a few seconds be able to 
estimate the pickup and 
delivery time and the cost of 
the trip and so notify the 
customer. After the customer 
boards the vehicle and while 
enroute, the vehicle will make 
minor detours to pick up and 
drop off other passengers. The 
customer can pay on board or 
be billed monthly. 

Ideally, these systems should 
complement conventional 
fixed routes and scheduled 
systems. In low and medium- 
density areas, they can provide 
a total transportation service 
where conventional, fixed- 
route buses are not 
economically feasible. In high- 
density areas, they can provide 
feeder service to major 
transportation nodes and thus 
fill the existing void between 
conventional transit and taxi 
service. 

There is little doubt that 
Newton could utilize either 
system to transfer its citizens 
to the MBTA at major tran¬ 
sportation nodes, as well as to 
its many shopping centers and 
other major activity centers. 

Dial-a-bus is one possible 
demand-responsive solution. 
The private automobile is the 
mode over which the user

exercises the most direct 
control. Dial-a-bus Is an at¬ 
tempt to create a form of 
public transit that is controlled 
by Its users, transit that is 
demand-responsive. It is for 
this reason that dial-a-bus can 
compete with the private auto. 

Dial-a-bus is demand- 
responsive in a broader sense. 
By coordination of requests 
through dispatchers, traffic 
may be reduced. In addition to 
reducing pollution and 
congestion, dial-a-bus can 
serve those sections of the 
population that do not have 
access to private cars. 

Dial-a-bus is basically a 
hybrid bus and taxi system, 
designed to fill a need not met 
by other available tran¬ 
sportation modes. It combines 
the door-to-door flexibility of 
private automobile travel with 
the economy of public transit 
and provides mobility to 
persons who would otherwise 
lack the opportunity to travel. 
It can be grafted onto existing 
systems either by replacing 
some bus routes suffering from 
low patronage or by adding 
more convenient feeder access 
to other conventional lines. 

Unlike less flexible transit 
modes, dial-a-bus needs no 
fixed routes and because small 
buses or taxis can be used, 
narrow, winding streets are not 
out-of-bounds. 

There is one segment of the 
public which is in dire need of 
transportation—the aged, the 
blind and the handicapped, 
who are isolated in, and denied 
full participation in, the 
community. 

For this group of people, a 
demand-response system 
would be a necessity. It could 
give them the door-to-door 
service required. The price 
would have to be reasonable 
and the vehicle of barrier-free 
design. 

If the demand-response 
system were to use the present 
taxi vehicles and maintenance, 
a computer system would seem 
to be the only necessary 
change. Computer costs 
' amount to 5-20 per cent of the 
cost of operation of demand- 
response systems in selected 
community studies. 

* Taxis 

In the city of Newton there 
are four private taxi com¬ 
panies. The taxis are the last 
form of transportation running 
without a subsidy. The MBTA 
would have to charge $1 per 
head to operate without a 
subsidy and to clear its present 
deficit. 

The taxi companies are 
having a difficult time existing 
and cannot absorb another 
operation such as demand- 
response without a subsidy. 
Costs would include new 
vehicles, gas, maintenance 
garages, insurance, additional 
employees, a computer system 
and a myriad of other ex¬ 
penses. 

Representatives of the taxi 
companies have already 
voiced their opposition to this 
plan, stating that residents of 
Newton will not support the 
system well enough to make it 
profitable. 

In Davenport, Iowa, a city of 
125,000 inhabitants with one 
bus company and one taxi 


company, the cab company 
operates a demand-response 
system with 21 cabs and is 
heading for 40 vehicles. 

The company is Installing the 
largest computer system that 
can be built for their needs. 
The computer will search a file 
for a taxicab closest to the 
pickup point, the profitability 
criterion then determining 
which of several cahs heading 
in that general direction will 
gather more revenue per mile 
by taking this trip. 

Demand Response in 
Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Another town which bears a 
resemblance to Newton’s size 
and population is Ann Arbor, 
Mich., which has 100,000 
inhabitants and a land area of 
21.8 square miles. This city is 
well located with major 
transportation systems, and is 
also on the Penn Central 
railroad line between Chicago 
and Detroit and within a 28- 
minute drive to the Detroit 
airport. The history of Ann 
Arbor transit system and its 
location to the inner city is 
similar to that of Newton. 

The city of Ann Arbor offered 
a comprehensive proposal to 
local taxicab operators 
wherein they would contract 
for operations of dial-a-ride 
systems on behalf of the Ann 
Arbor Transportation 
Authority. 

Both taxi companies elected 
to respond to the proposal and 
jointly filed for a court in¬ 
junction against operations of 
the service. Consequently, the 
case was heard following a 
motion submitted by the city of 
Ann Arbor requesting sum¬ 
mary dismissal. The authority 
proceeded with the plans to 
operate the system. 

If the system is approved the 
authority must hire and train 
system personnel, procure a 
site and build a garage and 
maintenance facilities, as well 
as obtain vehicles and other 
equipment. 

As of this writing, there are 
approximately 20 operating _ 
dial-a-ride systems in North 
America and four in Great 
Britain. Several more in the 
United States are known to be 
planning. All are relatively 
small systems, with fewer than 
10 vehicles. 

What Will We Choose? 

At last, our en¬ 
vironmentalists, municipal 
officials and urban experts 
agree that inproved mass 
transit is one answer to the 
automobile-associated ills that 
have been plaguing our 
society—congestion, pollution, 
resource depletion and decay 
of the central cities. 

The public would have to be 
shown that the years of neglect 
of rapid transit systems, its 
poor service and deplorable 
conditions at stations and on 
vehicles, would vanish forever. 
Reeducating the public would 
be costly and would take many 
years to accomplish. 

Is it worth the effort to save 
energy, have clean air, stop 
congestion and noise pollution, 
to have more open space, 
remove the transportation tax 
burden on overtaxed citizens, 
to have fewer traffic accidents, 
injuries and fatalities?

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

Operators of bicycles shall conform to traffic rules and regulations, shall not ride other than upon a 
permanent and regular seat; in groups of two or more, shall ride in single file. No operator of a bicycle 
shall permit any person in excess of the number for which such bicycle is designed and equipped to ride 
thereon with him. No bicycle shall be drawn by any other moving vehicle. Every bicycle operated during 
the period from one half an hour after sunset to one half an hour before sunrise shall display on the front 
a white light which shall be visible for not less tha five hundred feot in the direction towards which the 
bicycle is proceeding or facing, and on the rear a red reflector visible for not less than three hundred 
feet to the rear when in the upper beams of the headlamps of a motor vehicle, and shall display on the 
lower portion of the rear fender and on the upper portion of both sides of the Iront fork on an area ol 
about five square inches in each case, a marking of white or reflectorized paint or reflectorized tape 
as well as reflectors on pedals. No bicycle shall be operated unless equipped with a suitable bell, horn 
or other device capable of giving a signal audible for at least one hundred feel, except that no bicycle 
shall be equipped with nor shall any person use uDon a bicvcle a siren or whistle. Every bicycle shall 
be equipped with adequate brake which will enable the operator to stop the bicycle quickly and evenly.

McDonald’s was coming back, but then said he had told 
Tennant "between June 10 and June 18.” 

"I told my father that the Board ought to know. It was 
in the papers — Tennant had some knowledge of 
McDonald’s coming back. He didn’t just make a wild 
guess,” Richard Bram said. 

Tennant again this week denied that either Bram’s 
father or son had been in his office to tell him about 
McDonald’s, and neither had told him that definitely. 

"If they did tell me,” Tennant said, "it was quite likely 
I by a telephone call. There was no definite statement that 
McDonald’s was coming back. They must have said there 
was a ‘possibility’ that McDonald’s was coming back.” 

The application for the building permit came July 1. 
I^arson said at the July 11 special Board meeting that 
several aldermen had been informed of the application by 
July 3. 

There was no reason not to issue it, Larson explained, 
since everything appeared to be in order. 

But at the July 18 meeting, several aldermen 
questioned the propriety of the ]ast>minute changes by 
McDonald’s architect made in Larson’s office on July 13, 
the day the permit was issued. 

The on-the-spot changes reduced the seating plan from 
168 to 148 seats to avoid the state requirement that call fo 
special facilities for handicapped persons in restaurants 
seating more than 150. Larson had, according to 
McDonald’s representatives present, said he could not issue 
a permit for 168 seats because of the absence of such 
facilities, but could do so immediately for 148 seats. 

Another alleged fault with the permit application was 
the absence of an affidavit from an officer of the McDonald 
company, and on that grounds the permit was revoked. 

James Kickham, attorney for McDonald’s, said 
Tuesday that McDonald’s has not decided on what the next 
step will be. Last week a McDonald representative said 
McDonald’s "would certainly go to court” to gain the right 
to establish the restaurant. 

Kickham outlined two possible courses — to sell the 
property or to bring action against the city to obtain the 
building permit. 

Several factors would enter into the decision, Kickham 
said, including “cost factors” and the probable outcome of 
a court case, which is being researched now. He expects 
that a decision on what course to take will be reached within 
a week or less. 

A byproduct of the controversy about McDonald’s has 
been a widening rift between some members of the Board of 
Aldermen and the Newton-Needham Chamber of Com- 


The Chamber’s executive board last month approved 
and disseminated a stomgly worded letter in support of 
McDonald’s, taking to task the Board of Aldermen for their 
handling of the McDonald situation and for their part in 
causing fear among the business community about the 
proposed parking requirement. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell, chairman of the Land Use 
Committee, had earlier made a remark at a Board meeting 
implying that the Chamber was exerting too much pressure 
against the proposed zoning amendment, and said, "This is 
a Land Use matter, not a Chamber of Commerce matter.”

of construction of facilities and maintenance of its grounds 
and buildings, and will have solely the task of creating 
programs and running the activities within those programs. 

Mann’s reorganization plan essentially puts like func¬ 
tions together, such as care of land and trees, into one 
department instead of splitting them up according to 
department. 

The reorganization will cost, according to one 
calculation in the draft, $16,427 more in annual salaries. 

The largest proposed increase will go to Gene Larson, 
currently the Public Buildings Commissioner at $22,880 a 
year. As Public Works Commissioner, his salary would be 
increased to $27,000 under the reorganization. 

Other modest salary increases are included, and one 
salary cut of $880 for the present Street Commissioner, who 
would become Director of Sanitation. 

Two new positions would be created, Deputy Director of 
Public Works and Director of Parks nnd Grounds, at $20,000 
and $18,500, respectively, for which new employees would 
be recruited. 

The net effect of the proposed reorganization would be 
the deletion of nine and the addition of 10 high-level Jobs. 

Clerical and other staff positions are not dealt with in 
the proposal. Present assignments to departments may be 
changed later, as may assignm ,*nts to specific locations 
within departments, as the reorganization itself gets into 
operation and the final needs of each department are 
manifested. 

After the final plan is submitted by the mayor to the 
Board of Aldermen, the Board must by charter hold a 
public hearing on the reorganization within 30 days. Within 
10 days after the hearing, the Board must either approve or 
disapprove the plan. 

According to Board of Aldermen President Eliot Cohen, 
about 25 new ordinances will be required to effectuate 
reorganization.

Counting sheep cures some 
kinds of insomnia. But 
sleepless nights can be cuased 
by unrecognized breathing 
problems, reports the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association. 

A sleep researcher at 
Stanford University, Dr. 
William C. Dement, said 
results of his three-year study 
of 300 patients indicated that as 
many as one in ten patients 
with sleep disorders may be 
suffering from undetected 
respiratory abnormalities. 
According to Dr. Dement, 
difficulty in breathing among 
sleep-disturbed patients was 
accidentally discovered less 
than two years ago by a 
colleague who noticed that 
some insomniac patients 
seemed to have stopped 
breathing before waking 
abruptly. 

As a result, Dement began to 
monitor respiratory measures 
during sleep in a variety of 
patients with insomnia. In one 
tenth of his sample, which 
happened to be all-male, he 


found this pattern: shortly 
after the person falls asleep, 
his diaphragm stops moving; 
then after 15 seconds to three 
minutes of breathing 
problems, he wakes up, 
breathes deeply, and falls 
asleep again. “This cycle 
repeats itself hundreds of 
times during the night,” Dr. 
Dement said. 

An interesting thing about 
the situation is that these 
patients report that sleeping 
pills make their insomnia 
worse. And their blood 
pressure rises sharply during 
sleep. "Since sleeping pills are 
respiratory depressants,” Dr. 
Dement said, “this becomes 
perfectly understandable.” 
The doctor advises other 
physicians not to prescribe 
sleeping pills to any patients 
with insomnia unless they first 
check out the possibility of a 
respiratory problem.

the result was a kid’s eye view 
of the hospital, a perspective 
worth sharing: 

"As I stepped inside the door 
of Beth Israel, my whole idea 
of a hospital was changed,” 
said Megan Ryan. "I thought 
hospitals were cold and un¬ 
friendly. Of course, I had been 
in a hospital before, but only 
when I was very young. Beth 
Israel was full of life.” 

"Our first stop was the 
kitchen. The tour guide asked 
up to put on net-like hats for 
sanitation reasons,” Megan 
said. But classmate Pongi 
Dabcovitch insisted "We had to 
put them on because they 
didn’t want us to get hair in 
their food.” 

“The kitchen shocked me,” 
Megan continued. "It was huge 
and filled with busy people. It 
was divided into sections for 
special diets such as kosher 
food, salt-free food and normal 
food. Do you know why three 
hours during the day are called 
Tush hours’?” 

Answering her own question, 
Megan explained that "one 
hour before each meal all the 
workers take a certain food 
and line up in front of the 
conveyor belt. Then as menus 
are presented they glance 
down to see if their food is 
wanted and place it cn the 
tray.” 

"It’s very nice that the 
hospital gives the patient a 
menu and a choice,” Hillary 
Brown observed. 

Sue Silver was surprised that 
“one man knew exactly how 
much each meal would cost per 
person” and "each bit is 
counted,” Tracey Leavitt 
added. 

"I really don’t see why 
people say hospital food is 
bad,” mused Yvette Bigelow, 
"because it seems quite good.” 

Agreeing with Yvette, 
Heather Cook said “the turkey 
salad, cakes, chicken soup and 
sandwiches made my mouth 
water when I saw and smelled 
them being prepared.” 

Just as impressive as the 
.. look and smell of the food was 
the kitchen gadgetry used in its 
preparation including "a giant¬ 


sized steam oven and a 
tremendous garbage disposal 
that looked as if someone 
stuffed a fork into it,’’ ac¬ 
cording to Lisa Sharf, daughter 
of Trustee Frederick Sharf. 

“I like watching people do 
their jobs right in front of us so 
we could really see how it was 
done,” said Jane Hunnewell. 
“It’s lucky for the hospital to 
have so many devoted em¬ 
ployees especially to do jobs 
like spooning jello into dishes 
or wrapping silverware into 
napkins and putting them on 
trays,” Hillary Brown said. 

In radiology the class was 
met by Dr. Ferris Hall whose 
presentation of the "x-rays of 
little babies and a man 
swallowing barium,” and 
demonstration of radiologic 
equipment had every child in 
the room spell-bound. Even his 
colleagues who drifted in to 
investigate the unfamiliar 
sounds of girlish "OO’s” and 
"ah’s,” found themselves 
unable to leave. 

After looking at Dr. Hall’s x- 
ray collection, Shannon 
Johnson got a ride on the x-ray 
table.

A late arrival on the sports scene might 
conclude that contract squabbles between 
employers and their hired hands are 
something new. Yet, we have survived such 
catastrophes before. In 1934 when Dizzy Dean 
became the last National League pitcher to 
win thirty games in one season, he held out for 
a salary increase halfway through the year. 

In sports the terminology might change with 
the fashions, but the essentials remain the 
same. A fast ball is still a fast ball, a sore arm 
still aches; and changes in description are 
simply old wine in new bottles. Medical 
science now is no closer to a cure for the 
common sore arm than it was twenty years 
ago. In the 1950’s though, a sore arm was 
labeled simply a sore arm and treated with 
hot linament, rest and an occasional miracle 
trip to the dentist. The dentist would pull 
about three of the pitcher’s teeth, their 
eliminating from his “system” the ‘poisons’ 
which caused the sore arm. 

In the 1970’s, however, trainers have 
enough public relations sense to use the nice 


scientific sounding word “Tendonitis,” and to 
prescribe treatment, which ranges from ice to 
acupuncture. Yet, the number of cures seem 
no higher than before. In fact, the naming of 
the disease seems to have caused an 
epidemic. It’s almost impossible to read a 
sports page without being confronted with a 
medical bulletin indicating “Tendonitis” has 
struck again. Baseball pitchers, of course, 
have it in the arm and shoulder. Basketball 
players get it in the knee. Even racehorses 
get it in the forelegs, withers, or some such 
place. Maybe if we stop using the word it will 
go away. 

Science has had other cosmetic effects on 
sports. The use of the computer to scout new 
talent has affected its language, as prac¬ 
titioners seem to take refuge in pseudo 
scientific jargon hoping perhaps that the use 
of quantitative words will somehow keep 
errors of judgment to a minimum. Thus, 
pitchers and their fast balls now possess 
‘velocity’—as in “That kid’s got good velocity 
on his fast ball.” Football players don’t block 


and tackle, they ‘execute’—as in “We just 
didn’t execute today.” ‘‘They just out- 
executed us.” Punters, of course, don’t just 
punt the ball high in the air, they instead have 
excellent “hang time.” 

Football with all its fashionable chatter 
remains the perfect example that the 
essential nature of a sport doesn’t change 
with the updating of its jargon. The Miami 
Dolphin’s latest Super Bowl victory was a 
virtual textbook of how winning football has 
always been played. Slow motion video taped 
replays show the opening of holes in the 
Minnesota Viking Defensive line to be as 
inexorable as a nature sequence filmed using 
time lapse photography. The cause, of course, 
w as no modern miracle technique, but simply 
quick, strong men pushing other slower men 
to the rear and side while a ball carrier ran 
past. Nothing new there. 

So however crisis ridden the sports page 
seems to be, any particular crisis has 
probably happened before in slightly altered 
form. After all, the more things change the 
more they remain the same.

Women's Lib 

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI)- 
To further underscore the 
women’s equal rights move¬ 
ment, the University of Cali¬ 
fornia has put major emphasis 
on its Women’s Center. 

The center, now in its second 
year, was originated to help 
women find what they can do 
best and how to translate their 
talents into rewarding careers, 
according to the university. 

‘‘Our most important goal is 
to provide women with enough 
information so that they have 
genuine freedom of choice in 
planning their futures,” said 
May Diaz, the center’s director 
and also a professor of an¬ 
thropology at Berkeley. 

Because they often do not 
have enough information, 
women may make decisions 
that later "lock them out” of 
opportunities or options,” Mrs. 
Diaz said. 

‘‘For instance, if a woman 
does not take enough math * 
courses early in her 
educational career, she has 
handicapped herself for entry 
into many interesting and well- 
paid fields. 

‘‘Many of the women who 
‘ come to us have no idea of the 
options open to them,” Ms. 
Diaz added. “Sometimes it 
takes a lot of talking before we 
can help women see what 
they’ve really been interested 
in and what else there is to do. 

“We find it very helpful to 
ask women what they really 
wanted to do in their wildest 
dreams. Then we work from 
there to find practical ways 
their interests can be used in 
the job market.”

the Archie Bunker mentality 
to reach out to a wider family 
and community,” says John 
H. McCall, S.J., director of 
Boston College’s Institute for 
the Study of Religious 
Education and Service. 
"What we’re trying to do in 
our program is train people 
to help others realize that 
there is more to life than 
being a proud Irish Catholic 
from I^awrence, Mass. 
Religious education as Fr. 
McCall defines it seems to be 
catching on. The Institute, 
which offers an M.A. in 
religious education in four 
consecutive summer 
sessions as well as a post 
master’s certificate and 
weekend seminars, is the 
largest program of its kind in 
the country with 480 full time 
and 70 part time students. 
About 10 per cent of the 
participants are lay people. 
When the Boston College 
program got off the ground in 
1971, there were only six 
others like it in the nation. 
There are now about 20. 
Scheduled to graduate from 
the program Friday, July 26, 
are Sister Barbara Bowe of 
860 Beacon St., Newton 
Centre; Frank McFarland of 
the Catholic Television 
Center in Newton and Mary 
Marcella Shanley of 370 
Austin St., West Newton. 



The rapid growth of M.A. 
programs in religious 
education is in part, a 
response to the demand for 
"good modem theology,” the 
“Vatican II kind” on the part 
of priests, nuns and lay 
people who have been 
teaching in parochial and 
diocesan schools and who 
feel the need to widen their 
horizons. 

The popularity of the Boston 
College program may be 
attributed to what one 
student calls, “the incredible 
line-up of people teaching 
here. You’ve got the Babe 
Ruths-Lou Gehrigs and Joe 
Namaths of theology here. 
Pick up any one of the 
theological trade journals, 
and you’ll find at least one 
article by one of the buys 
teaching here. It’s an all-star- 
cast.” 

Among the "stars” teaching 
at Boston College are Avery 
Dulles, S.J. of Woodstock 
College, New York, known 
for his work in the theology of 
revelation and faith; 
Richard McCormick, S.J. of 
Georgetown University an 
expert in current moral 
principles and religious 
education; and Gabriel 
Moran, FSC, of the New York 
Theological Seminary, 
known for his eight books and 
more than a hundred articles 
in the area of scripture and 
tradition. 

With more parochial and 
diocesan schools closing 
each year, a number of 
teachers view the M.A. 
program as a way of 
recycling themselves for 
jobs as parish coordinators 
of religious education. 

In some dioceses like that of 
Green Bay, Wise., 50 per cent 
of the parishes now have 
staff coordinators respon¬ 
sible for organizing 
programs in religious 
education for the entire 
community. And in some 
parishes across the country 


the job is paying as much as 
$15,000 a year. 

"We are having no trouble 
placing people from our 
program as parish coor¬ 
dinators. There are many 
more of these jobs available 
than there are people trained 
to fill them,” McCall said. 
Apparently, a number of 
parish coordinators are 
finding the job a tougher one 
than they had anticipated. 
According to Fr. David 
Kasperek, diocesan director 
of religious education for 
Green Bay, who is co¬ 
teaching a course in team 
ministry at Boston College 
this summer, "Many 
coordinators are quitting at 
the end of a year because of 
the work overload. In ad¬ 
dition to running religious 
education programs, 
coordinators are finding 
themselves swamped by 
other responsibilities such as 
fundraising, trying to in¬ 
troduce changes in the 
liturgy, working with the sick 
and the poor in the parish, 
and trying to organize adults 
in the community into social 
action groups. 

“So, what we are trying to do 
in both Green Bay and in the 
program here at Boston 
College is to prepare people 
to work in teams, carefully 
delineating what each person 
wants to do and can do.” 

The major emphasis of 
Boston College’s M.A. 
program is the new theology 
which stresses experience as 
opposed to dogma, the lived 
faith as opposed to doctrine. 
“A number of our students 
were shocked by this new 
theology when they started 
here, said McCall, “but they 
aren’t any longer. 

“In order to change, people 
have to go through 
psychological and emotional 
pain.

Family medicine 


Recently, while visiting in 
New York, I was interviewed 
by a representative of a radio 
network. In an effort to define 
for his listeners (and himself) 
just how the specialty of family 
medicine works together with 
the more limited traditional 
specialties, he asked me what 
the usual routine was in han¬ 
dling two patients —one with a 
heart attack and the other a 
lady with a lump in her breast. 

Relating to him the usual 
routine for such cases, he 
seemed very surprised that it 
was not necessary to bring in a 
cardiologist for the patient 
with the heart attack. 

He was equally surprised to 
hear that the initial biopsy to 
determine if the breast lump 
was malignant would be done 
by many family physicians, 
with the surgical consultant 
being called in only if the 
biopsy proved to be malignant. 

Further discussion showed 
that he had no idea that half of 
the babies bom in this country 
are delivered by family doc¬ 
tors. Most pediatric care is 
done by them, and over 90 per 
cent of ambulatory psychoth¬ 
erapy comes from this same 
kind of physician. 

Family Doctor Able 
After thinking this conversa¬ 
tion over, I began to wonder 
just how many other people 
really aren’t aware of what a 
great proportion of health care 
services delivered in this 
country stem from the family 
doctor. 

Your family physician is 
capable of handling com¬ 
petently and completely at 
least 85 per cent of the reasons 
that people go to doctors. He 
will not have to call in con¬ 
sultants for this percentage 
because the care he gives is as 
good, and often better, than 
would be obtained from limited 
specialty physicians. 

The remaining 10 to 15 per 
cent will require facilities or 
skills which the family doctor

doesn’t possess. The family 
physician will refer his k 
patients to the proper 
physician for the needed 
treatment. 

There are many advantages 
to the family who receives its 
health care from a family 
doctor. First —the doctor who 
is acquainted with all the 
members of a family can do a 
better job of relating the im¬ 
pact of disease in one of them 
to the health status of the 
others. As approximately 25 
per cent of all doctor visits are 
prompted by symptoms which 
are psychogenic in origin, the 
importance of knowing the 
entire family is underscored. 
Specialist Needs Time 

In addition, the family doctor 
takes care of a family over a 
period of years and builds up a 
backlog of information about 
the family and it’s tendencies 
toward certain types of illness 
—ulcers, allergies (especially 
asthma and hay fever), and . 
diabetes, just to name a few. 
This helps him to watch for 
symptoms of these diseases 
and to diagnose them more 
promptly when they do occur. 

A third and very valid reason 
is that the family doctor will 
have available consultants In 
all of the other major special¬ 
ties should one of those cases 
arise where special knowledge 
is required. Usually, this 
consultant will know your 
family doctor and will work 
with him. Your family physi¬ 
cian will be informed as to the 
course of an illness and will 
carry out the recommended 
treatment during the convales¬ 
cent period. 

The charges made by a 
traditional specialist are some¬ 
what higher than those of the. 
family physician. This is 
because the traditional 
specialist needs more time to 
s»rve those patients with rare 
d seases. The family physician 
is able to see more patients in a 
day and can therefore pro-rate 
his fees at a lower level. 

Is he trained well? The 
length of the residency training 
for a family physician is 
exactly the same as for most of 
the other major specialties. He 
has a broader scope of 
knowledge than does his 
limited specialist colleague. 
However, he does not possess ** 
the depth of knowledge con¬ 
cerning rare diseases that they 
have. Since most people don’t 
have rare diseases, this works 
out well for the patient.

The Encyclopaedia Britan¬ 
nica” Fifteenth Edition. 

Britanmca Society, $600. 

An encyclopaedia almost by 
definition includes both less 
and more than people want to 
know about a given subject. 
The Fifteenth Edition of the 
Britannica doesn’t solve that 
problem, but it goes a long way 
toward ameliorating it. 

Previous Britannicas have 
simply plunged alphabetically 
into a vast sea of knowledge, 
coming up on the opposite 
shore with the Zs in their 
mouth. For slightly smoother 
sailing, there was an index. 

The new Britannica comes 
instead in three sections. First 
there’s the one volume Propa- 
edia, which is translated as 
“pre-learning.” That’s the 
index, in effect—a grouping by 
general topics instead of along 
A-B-C lines. There are 10 areas 
involved—Matter and Energy, 
The Earth, Life on Earth, 
Human life, Human Society, 
Art, Technology, Religion, The 
History of Mankind and the 
Branches of Knowledge. 

Next comes the 10-volume 
Micropaedia, an encyclopaedia 
in brief with no entry longer 
than 750 words, invaluable fort 
quick reference but without 
more scholarly werdage. 

Finally, there’s the 19- 
volume Macropaedia, with * 
long and surprisingly well 
written articles for whose who 
want considerable in- 
formation. 

The convenience aspect is 
obvious-if all you want is to 
clarify just where the third 
pharaoh from the lqft fits into 
the general picture of Egyptian 
history, the Micropaedia is for 
you. If you want to learn about 
the theory of number In 
readable style but with 
scholarly detail, go to the 
Macropaedia.

Hospital to soon have 
hemodialysis service 


Hemodialysis service for 
acute kidney failure patients 
will soon be available at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
following receipt of a cer¬ 
tificate of need from the 
Department of Public 
Health. The acute dialysis 
capability is located in the 
hospital’s Usen Intensive 
Care Unit. 

Hemodialysis services vdll 
be provided for the following 
categories of patients: acute 
renal (kidney) failure 


PLYWOOD RANCH 
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patients, chronic patients 
during a period of acute 
hospitalization, and initial 
chronic dialysis during a 
medically unstable period 
prior to a patient’s 
placement in a chronic 
dialysis program. 

Serving a population of 
130,000 residents in the 
Newton, Wellesley and 
Weston communities, the 
hospital anticipates that the 
hemodialysis program will 
assist patients primarily 
from this area and con¬ 
tiguous communities. 

Reportedly, no other 
facilities currently exist to 
meet the needs of acute renal 
dialysis patients in the 
western suburbs. 

The initiation of the acute 
hemodialysis program at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
will mean that hemodialysis 
patients will no longer be 
forced to leave the com¬ 
munity for care. Rather than 
being transferred to a Boston 
facility, they can receive 
treatment within their 
community. 

In addition, acute dialysis 
capability at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital means 
that physicians will have an 
alternative to the peritoneal 
dialysis technique. 
Hemodialysis generally is 
preferable to peritoneal 
dialysis. 

The program is under the 
medical direction of kidney 
specialist, Dr. Henry Yager, 
chief of nephrology.
